adhered;-itdAhis- purpose of discussing 
platform' pledges and how they should' 
be kept. It was at tho conclusion of 
a detailed argument as to how tho 
Republican party Is redeeming its 
pledges that !;<; camo to a discussion 
of the aiiti- trust law and Wall stroet,- 
on wh.lch his utterances had been 
awaited with the greatest interest. Tho 
president declared that the administra- 
tion would not foolishly run amuck in 
business and destroy values and con- 
ndonco just for the pleasure of do- 
ing so.

And a charge 
made against him he accepts as glory 
"How many words have I not put Into 
new uses by giving them a new 
sense. D'Annun.-;io is very modern in 
his impatience with the tedious, worn 
phrases that beset all languages that 
have classics.

Having thus disposed of the matter 
tho tootle ,b4fd gave ear to tho main 
matter of ,the day, the charge against 
Lee Coy, the manager of the Chinese 
theatre in Theafre Alley, Chinatown. 
Fire Chief Davis charged Loo yiflth 
persistently permitting the aisles of 
his place of amusement to bo filled 
with patrons in coiitniveiition of the 
bylaws relating to provisiuns for 
safety in such places. l'"lre Chief 
Davis testified that he had \vanied 
Ijco of the matter on iiuire than one 
Dccaslon, and had followed these ver- 
Lyil warnings wltli a letter. To all of 
these Lee iiaid no attention, and on 
the night of the lUh Inst., to whicli ilie 
cliarge referred siiecifically, the 
theatre was a solid mass ,of jiipo- 
smokliig, yerspiring luniiaiilt\- white 
and yellow. 

Lee pructioally pleaded guilty. .He 
complained, however, that It was dlf- 
ficultiilor .Chinese ushers to control 
, the vwhltO;ineh who. atlendfed the pcr- 
; formances. '',These 'inen' insisted upon 
crowding' In '. arid running things to 
bliit themselves. 

The court imposed' a fine of ,$20, 
which 'Lee paid. Following this dis- 
position of tho case there was n dls- 
(i^isslon among tho court, the chief of 
police and tho fire chief as to the ad- 
visability of appointing a white poliee- 
nian to do duty at the theatre during 
the Now Year's period. It was le.-irii- 
cd that the Cliinese would be wlilfng 
to pay well for a cpmpetcmt man to 
take this position, and it is likely that 
a man will Ijo apiiolnteil at oiici.>. .By 
this means It is expected tlierc wlil 
bo no dinicuity in controlling the at- 
tendance at the theatre. 

Since the New Y^eai^'a season open- 
ed the tlicatre has been a danger 
point every night; Tho auditorium Is 
far too small to accommodate tlie 
crowds that Insist upon seeing the 
thrilling, production which, it is under- 
stood, is called, in translation: "Ching

Tho energy 
and onterprlgo of tlio BritLsh race lias 
not spent itsoll. but la as tit as over 
to play , tho loading role: This energy 
and enterprise wlU. find' Its entree to 
tho great stage by way of ■ Canada and 
British Columbia. Hovov Is a vast 
ocean, tho sweep of whoso shored Ironi 
Capo Horn around by way of Behring 
Sea toi'Singaporo, toxtojids across one 
hundred and seventy-five degrees of 
latitude and of this long coastline — 
the nioMt valued coast line ill the world 
from the point of tho resources lying 
Within vit^ luia ;the..i}oi>ulatIon of the 
countrfes fronting upon it— only the 
five degrees, wlilch form tho iiritish 
Columbia seaboard, are under tho 
British flag, with the single exception 
of the little Island of I-long Koiig 
Can the British people afford to per- 
mit the exiatehcf of conditions, ivWch 
at some tlme'maf mdko it Impossible 
to keep these five degrees British? 
We ask thip question In no alarmist 
spirit. Still less do we ask it in any 
partlzan spirit-- We ask- it simply as 
a 'question prompted by an apprecla 
tlon of tho geographical facts, by a 
study of the great movements wlilch 
have affected tho course of national 
progress, by some knowledge of tho 
tremendous resources of the lands, 
whicli border on tho Pacific Ocean, by 
at least some sliglit conception of the

It would 
be jjleasant if we could contemplate, 
with any feeling of security, the early 
coming of a time when war shalj 
cease; but we all know tluil such a 
time is far hence. Every tnailon la 
preparing itself for defence.' Canada 
has been asked by those, who have tho 
determination of her policy, to take up 
her share of the burden. The whole 
Empire recogTilzes.V;the; jnecegslty of 
providing for defericX' Heiic'e It sems 
timely to put forward, without pas- 
sion and yet with frankness,

Sir — Tlje extraordinary reconiincnda- 
tloii of tlio streets, -sewers and brlUtjes 
committee to next Monday's city coun- 
cil meotlnK, that the market bulldlns, 
now so opportiaiicly lioltiK viicutcd lij- 
tho K. and N. Hallway company, -should 
bo turned Into a pound for .stray cattle 
luid dogs, iiivolvCM such an unwarraiita- 
hlc- i)er\-orHlon of premlHos for which 
Victorians havu paid so much botli di- 
rectly and Indirectly, that It calls fortli 
Btrong protest and requires Immediate 
action. 

There la not time to call a public 
meotlns, therefore the best means to 
avert that Impending: danger Is to 
promptly write postcards to the mayor 
simply stating "I protest asainst the 
public miirltet bulldlnB belns perverted 
to impound stray anlmalH," and record- 
ing your name and address. 

That will give the cUMc authorities 
time to have the "second think" they 
are entitled, to, and- allow opportunity 
to consider the vltul Importance of an 
effective public market to enable the 
workers to obtain fresh produce at nioro 
reasonable rates, and so restrain the 
grocery and other combines from forc- 
ing citlnons to pay inilatcil prices which 
enrich the few and imnnvoi'isii the many. 

Of cour.so the members of tlie com- 
bines would 1)0 delighted to have tlio 
luillding turned Into , a pouiul or any- 
thing that would bring ridicule on a 
public nuirUcl, which wouhl brliig the 
competition they most droad; indeed thu 
unholy haste of some of these combines 
to buy the public nuirket, seems lo have 
been actuated by their having obtained 
knowledge of the fact that a movement 
was being arrangeil to profitably util- 
ize the market building for a bettor 
purpose In keeping with the economic 
Puri)Oso for wliloh the market was prct) 
vided out of the city funds. 

Froodom to use n public market is tlio 
flrst osseiitinl step needed to both cliook 
and lower tUo vresent too lilgU cost ct 
living- as will hv explained at tlio pub- 
lic meeting wlilcli Is being arranged for 
the end of this month to consider tlio 
"Causes and Iveniedles fur the Increas- 
ing Cost ciC Lh-lng." 

Readers only necil to visit the open 
markets at New Westminster or Ot- 
taw.a to realize the li'nmense advantages 
they confer on the comuuinitles. The 
plea put forth by interested parties that 
tlie market failed before is not valid 
now that so many mcro farms, market 
gardens, etc., have since been opened 
around Victoria and alone: the two rail- 
ways. 

Wv must SCO lo It that the adverse 
Interests which throttled the market' 
when held in that building before, arc 
not allowed to burke the wishes of Vlc- 
torliins, but on the contrary that the 
foremost -duty of the city council is to 
ptit that public building 
use. 

There are far lo.ss people around 
.Spring nidge being annoyed by the im- 
pounded do2S than there will be in the 
centre of the city, and it would be much 
cheaper and better to build a sound- 
proof building,, there than lo thus waste 
the valuable open market space beliiiid 
the public market building.

The offiMiders lu'iiuestlon are the drug- 
gists; the "offenses" are independence 
and a strong inclination to "soak" tlic 
public. 

AVo will take the lattt-r weakness 
first, and I'll quote two or three Illus- 
trations from my own e.^porienco. On 
three different occa.sions, at three dif- 
ferent drug stores, f have been charged 
twenty-five cents for foi- a bottle of 
camphorated oil which you can 1)U\' 
aiiywhcro la the east at any drug store, 
giMicra 1 !y lOi- ten, and never for more, 
than iU'locn ceiits^. and whU-li I liiid can 
be bouylit at otln'i- than drug stores, 
even here, at fifteen cents. One is na- 
lur.illy leil to ask, "AVhy this oiiornuius 
ultTerenci'V" SnnuMliing must be wrong 
with the works. 

Uno d;iy, hurrying on my way to the 
station, I dropped into a drug store for 
two pounds of. powdered, alura, stat-i 
1MB that 'I wtis in ..a great hurry to 



catch my train. I have bought pow- 
dered alum uiuny.a tlrne in tho east ati 
tlvo cents a pound — at drug stores, 
mind you, not department stores. Im- 
agine my surprise on throwing down a 
<iuarter to find there was no change! 
1 asked If twenty-five cents wns tho 
price of two pounds of alum, and wasi 
promptly assured in tho attlrmalUe. 
Tlii re was no time to argue, I had to 
catch the V. and S., and everybody 
knows what that means! 

What Is the mtttter? Can the frelglit 
on a little bottle ot oil, weighing nut 
over four ounces gross, be ton cents? 
la tho freight rate on alum J7,D0 a 
hundredweight? 

Now for the Independence. These 
sentry aro evidently so used to think* 
Ing in big llgurea that they despise 
small ones. On two occasions, at two 
different drug stores, I have goiiOiito 
purchase a small quantity of -drugs,; the 
smallest quantity of which .-would last 
an ordinary householder a mighty long 
time. I took \yUh me a bottle and tim- 
idly asked for a nickel's worth. I was 
curtly asked in the flrst case, "Can't 
you take ton cents -worth?" -With equal 
curtncBs I replied: "No, sir." 

Tho other case occurred yestwday 
and has drawn from mo this letter. 1 
presented a bottle to one of the clerks 
In a drug store and asked for live cents- 
worth of muriatic acid, cxplalnlag that 
I only rciiulred the smallest quantity. 
The clerk very politely took tho bottle 
and went off to fill tho order, but his 
employer, could not resist tho tenipta- 
tatlon to remark: "r wouldn't have made 
live cents' worth."

Must Produce Payrolls. 
The bill to amend tho Woodman's 
Lien for Wages Act, which the Attor- 
ney General has Just presented to the 
Legislature, prescribes that in making 
sale of log.s, the vendor shall bo 
required In future to produce receipted 
payrolls, showing that the labor en- 
gaged In getting out such tlinbor has 
been duly paid. The object aimed at 
la self-41sclosed; .to, prevent timber 
operators' OK contractors getting out 
timber and selling It to the mills, leav- 
ing wages unpaid. In the event of a 
purchaser of logs in future, under this 
new bill, neglecting for his own pro- 
tection to demand production . of the 
payrolls, he shall .himself be -liable for 
any unpaid wages at the' stilt of the 
ivorkers. 





Noxious Weeds Amendment Act. 

In connection with tho bill to amend 
tho "No.xlous Weeds Prevention Act," 
which is now on tho orders ot tho 
Local House for second readlnR to- 
morrow, It may bo said that It will 
probably enjoy unique distinction ns 
one of the shortest, If not Huperlatlvely 
so distlnguL-jhed, measures of the ses- 
sion. Its sole purpose and effect la to 
repeal section 2, Df tho Noxloug Weeds 
Prevention Act, pasHOd by tho Houso 
In 1.897, and whlcli limited the applica- 
bility of this particular legislation to 
that part of, the. province west of the 
Cascades;^ iHereafter thd' act will have 
full force'ahd' effect throughout tho 
province generally, of which all noxi- 
ous weeds residing east of tho Cas- 
cade mountains will bo well advised to 
take notice and govern themselves ac- 
cordingly.

Whan^-.Guineas Are Used 
"Funny thlhle."'salil the writer, who 
had Just feoelved, a cheque for two 
pounds, two shillings '^froni London, 
"how the editor over In England paid 
me in guineas, not in English pounds. 
In fact, it would be an Insult if the 
editor iiad simply paid me two pounds. 

"They've two kinds of money over 
there. Oiu! kind is stralgiit Inisiness 
money. An even two pounds sterling 
would ha\-e iiuiant in effect tliat I had 
performed a routine job of some kind, 
such as compiling a table of stati.stics 
for the editor, and that I was being 
jiaid for mechanical labor. 

"Uut the editor adds an extra tilill- 
ling to every pound he pays me. This 
means tliat 1 am not supposed to luive 
perl'ormed any labor at all, but to have 
created a work of art and submitted 
this work of art — otherwise literature 
—for- art's sake. 

; "My cheque Is written 'Two guineas,' 
and the envelope hi' which H Is sent me 
is addressqd.'John Snilth, JSsq.' This in 
etfect'sfs -a'~?^econd'' reeoghltloh'i that I 
have submitted a' plece'. of illtierary . art. 
Yet the figures on the checltVal'e'i'iJa 
2s.' to jirevent errors in bookkeeping. 

"If I'd been on the staff of tho iierl- 
odicai my salary would he paid nio in 
pounds sterling, for then I'd be sup- 
posed to be working for pay, and ac- 
cording to i'higlish ideas no longer a 
gentleman. 

"'I'liese two kinds of money, guineas 
and pounds; show up in many curi- 
ous ways. All professional men are 
paid in guineas. If you are running 
a big i)rivale school you make your 
charge for tuition In guineas, because 
you're supposed to be engaging mere- 
ly in an altruistic, iililiHiilliropic pro- 
ject of building brawn and brain for 
Britain. But you pay the teiiehers in 
your school In pounds sterling, for 
they're supposed to be-worklng for pay, 
not for love. 

"it HM^yi^^iSi ido'cfdr. j'oii _mako your 
'hills Brpfes8ionaL.servIg'§;'';Dut^;,in 
guineas.'. Barristers t^]|p£ii4,^ji'Bulne{is.

'"I'lio most curious mixture of all is 
tho clergyman's pay. This is a queer 
mixture of commercial and professional 
ide.Ts. The charge of a parish is 
Icnown as a living, and Is paid in 
Iiounds sterling. Init if a wedditig or a 
christening takes jilaee In the parish 
the clergyman receives a personal fee, 
which Is jiaid in guinca.s instead of 
pounds. 

"Artists are paid ' In guineas. The 
late Jani'>s McNeill Whistler, who h.ad 
a delightful hidjlt of turning a keen 
wit on friends and making enemies 
thereby, was once paid, for a work of 
art in pounds sterling,, a delicate im- 
plication that Whistler was a dauber 
and a tvro. ,' ,- ;.!'■ -i- . 

"Two trades are, -paid 'in guineas. for 
goods purchased, but 'other.: tradea'.are 
paid In pounds sterling. These trades 
are the interior decorators and the 
.jeweller. ,Tho jeweller's goods *.'e 
supposed to bo works of art, and such 
commercial articles as watch chains 
ami watches an? jirieed in guineas. 
Certain swell and exclusive Ijondon 
tailors, to wliom you have to be Intro- 
duced, Ijy the way, charge you In guin- 
eas for the coats and trousers tliey 
consent to make for you. 

"Directors of comiialiles were foi-- 
merly jiald in guineas for their .attend- 
JUlcn. 'riiov are now p.-iid io nniinds; 
sterling; but when a pound .sterling 
is in minted gold, it isn't a pound stor- 
"ling .-iiiy more, but a sovereign. 

'"■I'lie Idea is that- directors of com- 
panies are alw.iys feed in gold, and as 
sovereigns only are now coined, they 
are paid In sovereigns. ,The-only ex- 
ception is .the directorate of -the Bank 
of England.. ■ The- momhersij ^ of .the 
board are paid In golden' giiiheas,. part 
of a small store kept in the" b'ink- and 
dated In the early years ' of the Inst 
century. 

"A gentleman w.ngers with his friend 
in guineas. Ho buys a lumttr or a polo 
pony from a friend in .giilnea'-i, but in 
pounils from a horse dealer. Hut if la^ 
Is buying a work horse from a friend 
and equal he iiay.^; In jjouiid.'^ sterling. 

'Tf a .gentleman wagers wltli a book- 
niaiier at a r.-iectr.'iek he jiosts his bet 
in pounds. If he trie.'i to liroal; the 
liaiiK- at Monte Carlo he puts iij) his 
v.-agers on tin- roulette wlieel in gold 
twenty frnue i)ieces. and .':|ieaks of lii^s 
wliiiiliigs or losses In iiounds .sterling-, 
while lie mentions his winniiig-s 01- 
losses at bridge, paid in gold, in guin- 
eas. . _ 

"TJiere are" hundreds of delicate dis- 
tinctions 'In' British etiquette in the 
matt'iir Ot 'money. ' One'' of the most 
curipuB' Is . .that.'Vf- ,a'-certain London 
cliib where the moni'b'ers receive tholr 
change hi gold, silver 'and.penny.iiost- 
age stamps, neither paijer ,mciney-.y.'hor 
cojiper being given, arid'gentlerneii hro 
not su))i)oscd to know any money ex- 
.:;ept coined gold and silver." — Now

Irv wiien lliev greS'v to. manhood. His 
lir'pscicnce and kiiuwledge of human 
nature were: ;|u.stllled . b.\' the result. 
No sooner wa.s the P.oy Scout move- 
ment founded that it spread like. wild- 
fire over the whole country, and the 
nnn-e business routine connected witli 
the administration of the movement 
re(iuires a largo staff. > . 

Kpealting at Wimbledon, General 
Baden-i'owell referred to the' world- 
wide iiilliience of the movement, for 
there were scouts, ho said, in every 
corner of the world. The last place 
he heard of a force being formed was 
Smyrna, Asia Minor. Only on Satur- 
day he hud a letter from tlie C/.ar of 
Russia stating that his staff oHicers 
liad started the movement there. Now 
lioys in Russia had to bo Scouts 
wiiether they liked it or not, and they 
Inid to commence when they were at, 
scliool. He also received 'a' letter the 
previous day from the Governor of 
CanMa, stating that the Scouts were 
so numerous that he did not know 
what to do with them ail. He pointed 
out to the boys that they belonged to 
a big brotherhood, and If any of them 
went out to tlio Colonics tlioy would 
find their lirother Scouts ready to give 
them the right hand of friendship. 

Lieut. -rsonerul Kir R. Baden-l'owell 
said; "The Boy Scouts have been es- 
tablished as a distinct l)ody a llltlo 
less th.an two years, and already wo 
have somewhere about.

When 
Sir John Fisher took charge he began 
by introducing a now scheme for tho 
education and training of naval offi- 
cers. ' Hitherto, the naval officer had 
been - trained upon the principle that 
his first business was to learn how to 
command his men. Sir John Fisher, 
however, liavlng discovered tfiat a 
warship had become. by process _of evo- 
lution "a box ,ot maohljiiB8,'f.:,rJiibonstl- 
tutod the system' of tralhlng,..'bfllcers 
upon . the, ,new..iPr^nolple ;that#lt 'was 
the'irf j^st^ 6uSlne|a >jt9 [learn, -|low, ' to 
manage' 'ihafe'Hinerj'.

The international changes In tho 
balance of naval power effoctctl by the 
destruction of the Russian lloet, the 
steady Increase of the German navy, 
the friendly understanding with 
France, and tho formal alliance with 
Japan, vmkdo. advisable the '^redistribu- 
tion ofi; the -iinlts of the British navy. 
British cruisers, sloops and gunboats 
having' already been withdrawn from 
foreign stations on account of their 
"obsolescence," . the battleships upon 
tlio China stations were brought home, 
and tlie constitution' of the fleets all 
over tlie -.vorid was altered in order to 
carry into execution Sir John Fislier's 
scheme of concentration of strength in 
Home waters. Tho duration of a 
ship's comml.sslon was decreased, 
tlius ensuring tho dispersal of a ship's 
company so soon as its units liad been 
trained -to work together; and the sys- 
tem of nucleus crews was introduced, 
which liad tlie double advantage of 
cutting down the number ot men 
borne on tlie estimates and of enabling 
officers and men to spend more time 
on land and less at sea. Under Sir 
John Fisher's rule and extraordinary 
development In the design .of, .'war- 
ships wos' attained .In the construction 
of the ''Dreadnought battleship, which 
has proCounclly m9dlfled the-'' potmlac 
conception of naval power! The ad- 
vent of this portentous vessel excited 
every foreign nation having any prc- 
torisiohs ' to maritime strength to do- 
sign an even more formidable machine 
—an ambition wliicli, it is said, has 
been achieved. Sir John I^islier, too, 
is responsible for tlie rapid progress 
of invention with regard to the sub- 
marine, a large lleet ot these vessels 
having been luiilt under his auspices. 
The peculiar advantage of the subma- 
rine is, of course, that in attacking 
the enemy it can neither sen tho ob- 
ject of attack nor cm it bo seen Ii.y 
the object. Sir John l''lBher, recogniz- 
ing tile singular possibility of navnl 
warfare conducted un/ier .tjiesei^condl- 
tlons, did not .hosltatp'-toja]^^

John Fisher also advised the postpone- 
ment of tho construction of an east 
coast base at Rosyth, In tho Plrth of 
Forth;..; and ,i those,i works . will"not;: bo 
compl^teid funtil.\Bome.i flvoyor78lx<year3 
atter'L.ihla ; retirement: ,t In the -moan- 
time,- > however,, the construction of 
ships ; of the Dreadnought type wus 
rapidly proceeding; and as rapidly 
Sir John Fisher eliminated from active 
Horvlco ships of an older date. Acting 
consistently upon the principle that 
tho true efficiency of every Institution 
depends upon the governing power be- 
ing concentrated In one person. Sir 
John Fisher steadfastly declined to bu 
party , ro any scheme Involving the 
creation of a department at tho Ad- 
miralty devoted to the study of war 
and tho preparation for war formed 
on the offotto Continental 'model.'*; 

It 4b .not, to ..-bo supposed, however, 
that' Innovations "so-^many and or a 
character so unusual should - not have 
aroused criticism and even protest. But 
it Is precisely in this regard that Lord 
Fisher, whatever may be the merits 
ot his other devices, has undoubtedly 
achieved the distinction of having In- 
troduced a system absolutely without 
precedent In the history of the British 
navy. He domlna.ted a powerlul sec- 
tion of tho British press. He oven 
established a press bureau at tlio Ad- 
miralty \vhose taste was admirably 
catholic and whose discrimination was 
nobly Impartial. Orgvins of tho most 
diverse political views were — and are 
— found meeting all criticism of Lord 
Fishers administration, and all pro- 
test against It, with the .pleasing 
unanimity, proper to tho. single- master,-, 
inspiration. The service Itself, bound 
by tradition, loyalty, and the King's 
Regulations, remained silent. Inciden- 
tally the service was well aware that 
any indiscrimination would be reported 
to headquarters. Such wus one aspect 
of Lord Fisher's rule at the Admiralty, 
whlcli wo have ventured to deacrlbo as 
peculiar to himself. In that ho thereby 
secured a wonderful control not over 
the navy, but over Parliament and 
the country. But In the result Lord 
Fisher has attained an even greater 
distinction. For the first time In na- 
val history Great Britain has fallen 
behind one foreign power in shipbuild- 
ing capacity. Thl.s circumstance has

German Preparations 
The Hamburger Nachrlchten. 1" an 
article bv a naval correspondent 
regarding" Anglo-German nnval ri- 
valry, with special reference to gun 
mountings, points out that the power 
ot delivery , of the .Krupp factory, has 
unqestionably: Increased, up to isgb 
only two ships mounting heavy guns 
were laid down annually in Germ.any. 
Each carried four such gns. There- 
fore, Krupps' turned out eight in a 
year. Since 1!>08 throe heavily-ar- 
mored cruisers have been laid down 
each year. Tho battleships carry 
twelve heavy guns; the number 
mounted by the cruisers Is uncertain, 
but is not less than eight. There is, 
therefore, no doubt that Krupps" have 
increased their power of turning out 
warship guns. The writer^:; then,. .dip- 
cusses English., theories and specula- 
.tlohs as .to possible furUier develop- 
ments' of .th'a.Essen firm's capabilities 
"In the supply' of heavy guns and 
mountings, bhd concluded: "A naval 
war waged by Germany against a 
stronger sea power would not be 
quickly over. It is to Germany's in- 
terest, and within the bounds of pos- 
sibility to .adopt .a strategy which 
would prolong the struggle. During 
tho time the war was- In pifogressr'nar. 
turally shipyards and fact(jrl«ii$wot>ld 
be working at high pressure to In- 
crease the. number of vessels avail- 
able for ."the fighting line. This Is a 
point whlcff'inuBt play a considerable 
part In the calculations of a possible 
enemy, and - In certain conditions 
might decide the question whether a 
given moment -was not to be regarded 
as favorable or not for a declaration 
of war.

Naval Gunnery 

The result of the tost of gun-layers 
with heavy guns in the Fleet has been 
Issued by the Admiralty, with an ex- 
pression of satisfaction that the stan- 
dard of shooting attained In 1908 has 
been mafntalned. Ih appears that il6 
ships, took part In the tests last year, 
compared with 117 in 1908, and tlie 
percentage of hits to rounds lirod by 
the whole Fleet was Til.

and will protect sonic otlier sea mam- 
miils, not specified, iteconimeiulations 
have been m.-ide liy ;i sjiccial advisory 
committed! appointed liy the United 
St.'ites government In reg;ird to the 
rookerie.i on the Prlbyloff islands that 
no fur sealskin weigliing more than 
S 1-2 or loss than 5 jiounds be taken 
and not more, than 95 per cent, of throe 
year old males be killed on land in 
any ono year. , It is suggested that si- 
milar regulations;- to?: those maintained 
by the.;,Ilu'sslan ' government assuming 
control of the killing -and .turning over 
tho skins to tho lessees. The appoint- 
ment of two naturalists who shall -give 
advice to the offlciaKs on the Islands 
as to the number of seals to bo killed 
Is also recommended. 

The report of the special agent of 
tho United .States on tho Prlbyloff Is- 
lands for last year nayn that during 
the season which closed In July last 
the lessees were unable to obtain the 
quota of 15,000 skins, for the reason 
that the requisite mnnljer of bachelor 
seals did not appear In tho drives dur- 
ing the legal season. The total take 
of skins was 14,330, of which 11,022 
camo from St. Paul Island and 3,314 
from St. George. Island. ' , 

The reifgrtioi ; the' agent follows: 
'\Statistlcs'of''thb';seal8 driven for kill- 
ing show thatt'tin the two! islands 31 
and 37- per :cent:,-* respectively;- of tho 
drives were released as belng'top largo, 
too small, or marked " for ' breeder.'?. 
There was a noteworthy scarcity of 
very small seals' in the drive? even 
late in the season, when the yearlings 
expected to come In nurhbers. 
riio quota of bachelor seals to be 
preserved for breeding purposes was 
marked and, released during the last ] 
wcol; of Juno. Tho number was 2,000, I 
half of them being two years old and 
half three- years old. 

"A count of tho brooding bulls be- ' 
twcen July LI and Ifi showed 1,071 with | 
harems on .St. Paul Island and 2G7 I 
with harems on St. flcorge Island, and 
422 others on both islands. Tho aver- 
ago number of cows, per harem was 
ascertained to be 42;l.on St. Paiul and 
34,7 on St. George. ' 

'Great Decline. 
"During the season a special count 
of tho seal herd was made h.v Mr. 
George .-V. Clark, a meinher of tiie fur- 
seal commission of lSl)(i-7, to whom 
was assigned the detailed study of the 
rookeries In those years. His Investi- 
gations In 190!i. following tho snnio 
methods and having tho same scope, 
are particularly Interesting and impor- 
tant.'' It appears that the fur-seal herd 
has undergone a -heavy decline during 
the. past thirteen seasons.Vas. evidenced 
hy the: fact that, in 1800, a'hd.il897 there 
were- 157,000 niid 130,000 breeding fo- 
mnlp.'?, while In 1909 there wore only 
,'iO,000. This decline has been caused 
hy the continuance of jiolaglc sealing, 
which results In the killing of the fe- 
males in cxcoSi. of tho natural Incre- 
ment of young breeder.'!. The injurious 
effects of iielagic sealing have greatly 
increased in recent years, owing to tho 
presence of ;i large fleet n! .Tapnnese 
vessels using firearms nnd operating 
throughout the -seii.son in close prox- 
imity to the rookerlc?, and sometimes 
forming .a close cordon through which 
the seals have had to pass on their 
way from and to the rookeries. 

"Tho fur-ae.al service has come im- 
der the jurisdiction, of .tho Buro.-iu at a 
tlnie when' the cohditlbn of the seal 
herd Is worse than .'ever, before, when 
the outlook Is most' discouraging and 
when tho contract for' theV lease' of the 
Islands for a period of twenty years 
must, under tho law, be renewed. Un- 
tlie existing circumstances, tho 
\-a!i'i^ or the franchise is greatly di- 
minished, largo finnneinl losses may bo 
sustained by tlic^ government, nnd the 
licrpctuU.v of the herd is sevlously 
menaced. J'^or many years tho |ire- 
earloiis condition of the fur-seal herd 
has been ccmslantly brought to tho 
attention of tho govorninent b.v vai'lous 
persons well cpi.-dlfied to )u'csent the 
matter, and every aulhorlty has furce- 
fully pointed out tho Immediato ne- 
cessity of the government's concluding 
Honio arrangement by which the 
slaughter of .the- seals whon'awny from 
tho Islands' in 'search of food should be 
prevented. .iThe net outcome of the 
work, arguments, rocommendatlons and 
pleas of ji long procession of special 
eonaiiissiiuiers, experts nnd agents has 
been (1) the? iia.ssage of a law by 
wlilch American fislierinen are pro- 
lill)itc-d from eng.'iglng In pelagic scal- 
ln.^■, while fishermen of all otner na- 
tlaiialitlcs are perinitti'd to do ."o, and 
(2) the steady and rapid declination 
of tho lierd, wlilch has occurrf>d en- 
tirely indopenilently of the logltlmote 
operations on tho islands. 

What Might Have Boon. 
"If pelagic, sealing could have been 
stopped 111 l.S!)7, the .seal herd today 
woidd contain :!00,000 breeding cows

season of 1!)0!)), and the iirodlict of the

."iO,000 skins, yielding a government 
reviuiue of J."i00,000, as against loss 
than If), 000 skins and a government 
revenue of Sl-l.'l.OOO for tho present 
yenr^ ^VitllOut the ilrain of ])claglc 
selling the herd would continue, to 
ncrease almost indcflnltoly.'.

"The status ot the unions as self- 
governing, living organisms has got to 
bo faced. Both are at stake in this 
issue. It is not. a question affecting 
a few men, to whom the unions are 
bound by honorable pledges that is 
alone at stake, though, It Is that men 
who have entered parllanvent^ at, the 
bidding of tho unions, pledglnBT their 
future and risking their positions, have 
a right to look to tho unions for sup- 
port' and'asslstarido' at tli^ present cri- 
sis, and we' do not doubt that the mem- 
bers of the' unions will see to it that 
they: do not suffer. The matter, how- 
ever," miist 'not stop there. The right, 
of self-government must bo recaptured. 
Payment of members by the state will 
not solve that. A new trade union act, 
with an Improved definition clause 
seems to bo the only remedy."

A large farm will be established by 
the Salvation Army ni ine immeuiate 
vicinity of Winnipeg, for tho purpose 
of supplying a place for the unem- 
ployea men to work, and as a centre 
of the farm labor and domestic ser- 
vants brought to the west by the army. 
The proposed farm will be about.ono 
thousand acres In extent, and will be 
operated by the Army all the year 
round, and there will always ■■ be ■ "Work 
there for men who are .unable: to, se- 
cure it in the city. .Market-eardening 
will- form -a big part fofithe, farm work, 
and It is hoped to make it self-sustain- 
ing by tho sale of the vegetables and 
grain. 

. A new declaration of v independence, 
is what 'Attorney Davenpoi-t, of Bridge- 
port, called " the' .verdict v o£ J222,o0U 
rendered last week in the United 
States court by tho jury in the suit 
of D. B. Loewe, of Danbury, against 
200 hatmakers of this state, members 
of the union hatters of North America. 
After bplngtout a.'llttle over ; three 
hours'. tho ''/\iry ofdefed a;tual dam- 
ages of 57,4,000 to the plaintiff, but 
as the suit was brought under tho 
anti-trust law, triple damages must be 
assessed. There was a remarkable 
scene in the court room when the ver-. 
diet was announced. Defendants In 
attendance were stunned and groups 
dejectedly discussed the slBrilllcanco of 
the blow. A conference with the; court 
.followed at which It was decide(J>i>tb 
give the attorneys, for tiie.;.de^ensa.;a 
hearing on M:a'rch-.7, when a'jxnotloh 
to set aside the verdict on the" ground 
of being excessive, will be argued. The 
assessment offcoats will amount to at 
least J10,000. ' Attorney Davenport, 
senior counsel for tho plaintilt, said of 
the verdict: "It means that individual 
members of labor organizations are 
bound by the actions of their officers 
andttheyjrcannot allow them to do as 
they please.. Secondly, It means that, 
the Sherfnan antl-lruat law protects 
manufacturers and merchants irom 
boycott attacks. In aubstance, It is 
a new declaration of Independence. 
A bill of exceptions will be filed by 
the defense and the case will eventual- 
ly reach the United States supremo 
court. ^

' SOUTH AFRICAN' NATiVES; 

-It. IS gencrallv recognized tliat among the 
more difficult prol)lcms with which the Union 
CoN'ernment will sooner or later have to deal, 
is the condition and status of the native popu- 
lation. An interesting contribuiioni to the 
discussion on this all-important ciuestibi'i has 
lately been made by Mr. J, ,W; Shepstone, late 
Secretary for Native Affairs jh Natal, who na- 
turally sjicaks from practical- knowledge of the 
needs and wishes of the blacks. Mr. Shep- 
stonc's solution is segregation. Recalling that 
three of the colonies entering the Union arc 
opposed to the native iranchise, he expresses 
the opinion that this is the only way in which 
both parties, and especially the natives, can 
•bejsatisfied. He urges this policy in order to, 
.Wvoid politicaV'ehtang'lerrieilt, and in the inter-' 
ests, morally and socially, of both 'peoples. 
Segregation, he maintains, would be to the 
advantage and benefit of both races, while 
their existing relations as co-parlncrs and co- 
occupants of the country could i)e maintained 
as regards labor and markets. The native 
would manage his own affairs under certain 
restrictions in his own permanent locations 
or reserves, Avhere the franchise would not 
enter, and where he could ;Uve for generations 
in every way untrammelled by the white 
man's laws. Xo Europeon would be allowed 
under an}- circumstances to occupy or obtain 
any land in a native reserve. Mr. Shepstone 
is convinced that the natives cannot be kept in 
permanent subjection under prcseni condi- 
tions. "There is a limit-, in all things. But 
s the riatives \vill not wait indefinitely for what 
we cannot in justice refuse them. Rut they 
are quite willing to be treated as a subject 
pepple, and to be indireclly ruled liy the go\'- 
erhmcnt in its caiiacily as the ])aranKntiit 
power, under such rt:asonal)ic conditions as 
may be fixed.'' He adds that from the out- 
set the policy pursued towards the natives 
has- been on- the wrong tack, and that the 
sooner it is changed the better for all parties. 
Let justice be done to the black population, 
and it need never be regretted. 'The native 
is intelligent, and can take care of himself. 
'—. ■ o

There is no country in the world which 
takes the supernatural so seriously as Ireland, 
and there is no one who will be so disposed to 
resent disbelief in the existence of apparitions, 
banshees, and.iairyyfolk, good and bad, as an 
Irishman. Tiiere"are Irishmen and Irishwo- 
imen, who do not believe, but they are not 
'worth counting; they are only what a Cork- 
man would call "naygers that come over wuil 
Crummlc (Cromwell) — none o' the ould stock 
.- — an' a banshee would be ashamed of herself 
vlpoUin' at them." The local traditions asso- 
ciated with nearly every part of Irclfind are 
different, some refer to saints and holy wo- 
men, and some to kings and heroes of the Tna- 
tha de Danann ]:eriod. but there are at least 
three or four current beliefs which are found 
in every part of Jrelaiul, and they are the exist- 
ence of the banshee, the phooka,. the' lepre- 
chaun, and the "good [.H-oplc. ' 

The family which docs not possess a '.ban- 
shee is obviously not of very great anticpiity. 
Banshees must be described as a mixed l)lcss- 
ing", for their ai)pearance, while it proclaims 
the antiquity of the family it visits, cannot be 
described as conducive to equanimity. Liter- 
ally translated the word means "woman of the 
fairies," the "sidhe." or "slice," being a gcucvic 
term fin- fairies of all Icinds. The banshee is 
sometimes represented as old and shrivelled, 
and sometimes as young and beautiful, with 
long golden hair,. \yjiich . she combs while pour- 
ing forth strains ^qf weird melodies. She is 
generally regarded as the ghost of some i)erson 
who suffered violence at the hands of a fam- 
ily progenitor, and her wail, which is supposed 
to have a vengeful note, announces the de.tth 
of one- of his descendants. She appears by 
prcferencej;;in :;.the neighborhood of a lake oV 
spring, btit if these are not available she floats 
in.the night air near the castle or Jiouse where 
the 'family she is attached to "lives;' She docs 
not appear to the person whose death jhc fore- 
tells, but to his nearest relative, or, in the old 
days, to his clansmen. Three times .she re- 
peats her warning, which is sometimes regard- 
ed as a hint to prepare for death, but the Avarn- 
ing will never prevent the victim -irom nieet- 
ing his doom. 

A Lough-side Incident 
One of the bcst-knoAvn stories of the ban- 
shee's- warning is that of O'Carroll; ofvTerry - 
■ glasS'seastje, a great chief, who dwelt w-ith ' 
many- retainers on the upper \yatcrs of 1 ,ougii 
Dearg. O'Carroir announced liis intention one 
niprning of crossing to the lower shore of Tho- 
mond to see a friendly chieftain of the O'Brien 
clan. He, set out with the sun shining- brightl;,-, 
.,ancl-';e.vei-ything i^ortcnding a pleasant dav. To- 
wards nightfall, when he should have returned 
with his, smiiU retinue,' a .feeling of ;.uneasiness 
spread through his clansnien,' and they came : 
out on the battlements to watch for his-retu.-n. 
A strange, low wail, piercing and unearthly, 
came from the far side of lAJugli Dearg. and 
O'Carroll's men, hearing it, shivered ami drew 
near to one another, 'i'he sound came nearer, 
and with the third shrill cry a long, white 
'phantom, resembling a beautiful woman, 
passed slowly oyer the waters,; wringing i.her 
hands, arid melted iiitb the shadows ibri the 
other side of the lough. "It is O'Carroll's ban- 
shee," cried the warder on the tower, "and 
some evil has befallen him." When morning 
came O'Carroll's men crossed over to the 
friendly O'Brien's country, and there found 
that O'Carroll had taken offence the night 
before at something an O'Brien had said at 
table, and had called him to single combat. The 
chieftains had met in the early morning on 
O'Brien's lawn, and the O'Brien proveil the 
better swordsman in a fair fight, and O'Car- 
roll's clansmen carried the body of their chief 
back to Terryglass. The story does not say if 
the O'Carroll clan waged war subsequently on 
the O'Briens. They very probably did, and 
gave further occasion for the banshee's dismal 
song. And sometimes on fac-off encounters 
such as this were founded many of the, faction 
fights which have only recently died out, and 
in which the banshee was only distantly inter- 
ested, inasmuch as a bad bruising and a dam- 
aged cranium was the worst result. "When- 
ever you sec a bead, hit it," was the factionist 
I'notto for dealing with their foes, but the hard- 
est whacks were seldom homicitlal. 

When the banshee ai)i)ears in these latter 
times, she often has to take long journeys to 
give her warnings, for many of the "good old 
stock" have left the country owing to. the land 
war, and have gone abroad. Some time ago 
an Irishman of ;i. very old family was studying 
in a schol.-istic college at Louvainc. He was 
lightin;; liis ];unp oni- e\-ening, '.vhcn he heard 
a strange wailing outside. 1 lis window was on 
the second floor, and yet it sounded directly 
opposite him. He was petrified with luuror 
vvheii it was' ri'i)eated twice again, and a hand 
beat three times against his window with long, 
bony fingers. He buried his face in his hatids 
and prayed, for he knew' that the soul of his 
mother was passing, though he had had iv.) 
ward that she was ' ill, and when he had last 
he;ird from her she was in perfect health. The 
family banshee had from time immemorial 
given warning of the death of elder meinl)crs 
of the;hpuse, and three day.s later he learned 
that h'is' mother had died at the moment that 
he heard the banshee's last wail. 

Solitary Fairies 
Of the .solitary fairies there is no need to 
be specially afraid. They have a power of do- 
ing good and evil, but the evil is generally only 
mischief of the "gamin" type. The best known 
of these is the Leprechaun, or, as he is -called 
in Ulster, the Logheryman, who will be re- 
membered to have made his appearance in 
jMullingar recently. He knows where hidden 
treasures lie, and if a lucky peasant, going 
through a field, hears a faint sound of hammer-' 




ing he may come on the fairy shoemaker with 
his leathern apron tied over his green coat and 
shorts, sitting- in the shade of a heclgei;owi-[,bus^y^^ 
making fairy shoes. Then is the'. time,!] felib 
him to ransom. If his captor,itakes;^i■lis'^eyes 
off him for a moment the leprechaun becomes 
invisible. He does not think much of women, 
because he finds it verv easy to divert their 
attention by pretending to see their sweetheart 
coming in the distance. "There's your Micky," 
or "your Paddy," as the case may be, and the 
foolish vvonian-jwiyfijlopk away for a moment, 
and then the liftle'^riian is off in a twinkling. 
But the Cluricaune is a sprite of a more mis- 
chievous nature; he has little to give, and for 
what he does give he takes his reward in mak- 
ing a fool of the recipient. 

There is a story that once his impish fancy 
took him to a peasant's cabin in 'ruUamore, 
where a poor man, called Jimmy O'Rourkc, 
lived with his wife, j\Ioll, and her old mother, 
Biddy, jimmy was a "slieveen," and did as 
little work as he could, and he was sitting 
grumbling over the fire'one Sunday "evening. 
".An' it's meself," said lie, "as wishes I could 
h:u-e what I want, an' therc'd be lashins and 
lavins for all of us without putlin' a hand's turn 
to ain-tliing." "And jimmy, me son." saitl a 
voice at his elbow, "ye'vc spoke in good time, 
for I've just dropped in to see ye all, and I'll 
give a wish each to the three of ye, so make 
up your minds what yc'll have." jimmy and 
Moll and Biddy looked up, and there was the 
Cluricaune, dressed in scarlet, sitting on the 
dresser-shelf, grinning away, and a pair of 
fairy bag-pipes under his little arm. Moll 
looked at him wistfully, and said, without 
thinking, "Och, I wish t' goodni^ss me I had 
the fine hog's puddin':'I,s?iw.yestherday at the 
market in Micky Reardan's shop?' ' "Plardly had 
she said the word when tii.c hog's pudding was 
frizzling in the pan on the fire before her. A 
wild and terrible rage seized Jimmy when he 
saw one of the golden opportunities wasted. 
"Ye fool, ye omadhaun, ye scraoillcog, that's a 
nice thing to wish for,'' he screamed at her, 
"when we might have had a gould crown and 

•«''aft^'Fwl^h^'<ift'e*li6h3?s^^ 
stuck on to your nos'ei.'" Immediately the hog's 
pudding took a flying leap out of the pan, and 
attached itself to the end of Moll's nose. She 
yelled and roared, to the great deligiit of the 
Cluricaune, who was just beginning to enjoy 
himself. Pdisters were rising on .Moll's nose, 
and old Biddv. enraged at her daughter's 

. pligl^^;^nedjion5;^ vagaboiul, we 

' m'iSfort'uri'aw'"- sliey^ehjll^'iwish t' goodness ye 
had the either end of Iha't hog's piuldin' stick- 
in' on your own ugly- nose." Instantly the 
liog's pudding became attached to Jimmy's 
nasal organ, and the Cluricaune rocked with 
laughter at Jimmy's screams and yells and 
Moll's attempts to dance round the hovel to 

■ get rid of her pain. CJut came the little man's 
l^agpip.es, .-/and he starte.di:.''Thes'; Wind that 
Shakes' thf Barley." A\nie'ther tliey liked it or 
no, the unfortunate couple had to dance? to.. his : 
li'ljing, howling with agony and and' Vcacly 
lo murder each other, l ie' kept on playing 
until a moonbeam crept through the little wiii- 
dov>' and touched him, and then he skirled 
away into the night air. Hardly had he gone 
than old Biddy thought of getting out a knife 
and severing the ho^s pudding at each end, 
setting the unfortunate wretches free. And 
there w as one little family at least who did not 
care if there was never anotliei" fairy, good or 
bad, seen in Ireland.- 

The Fate of Changelings - 

That the fairies arc jealous. of the beauty 
of new-born children and steal them} leaving an 
ugly imp in their stead, is a very popular' h.e- 
'ief among the pe;isant women, and has ha.d 
some un|)lcasaiit results. If a child which has 
been born healthy pines ;nid grows thin and 
pale, the mother will lake an' aversion to it, 
l)elieving it to be a changeling, and if she does, 
not subject it to the traditional "methods of 
bringing back the original child, the poor little 
creature will have much, to be th;tnkful lor. 
The eliangeling is removed on a shovel to a 
duiig-hc;ip, ;i peasant, known ;is a "fairy man'' 
or "fairy woman," pn-siding n\-er the observ- 
ances, and the i)arrnts retiring to an adjacent 
cottage. Verses are sung by the fairvman to 
this effect: 

h'airy men and women all, 
i .isl I it is your baby's call ; 
b'or on the dun.g-liiU's top he lies, 
.■^ l>allid iiu]), a child of scorn, 
A monstrous brat, of fairies born. 

Restore the child you took instead, 
AVhcn, like a thief, the other day. 

You rol)l)c(I my cradle-bed. 

The door is then opened, and the parents 
are told to come out. that their child has been 
restored. The amacialed infant, which had 
been neglected while it was sui)posed lo be a 
fairy,_ is then 'given extra attention, which it 
occasionally .survives. ,Sonic years ago ,this 
custom was brought prominently into 'libticc 
l)y a prosecution of some )ieasanls, who firnil}- 
believed that their child had been spirited aw.iy 
and an unpleasant imp left in its stead, and 
consec|uently subjected the iinfortunatc child 
to great h;irdr;hip. 

'J'he phooka is the <le\il in the fi.'rm of u 
ghostly dark horse, which goes prowling about 
at night, spittin.g fire from his mouth .•ind 
striking sparks from his hoofs. If he can get 
a rider seated 'on his back he will bear hiiii off, 
and he will never be seen any more. He re- 
sembles a spectre known in Brittany as tiie 
"Loup Garou," and he is ecjually fe ire'd. Some- 
times a mere mortal, like the fanuuis C,)'Keii- 
nedy, of Tippcrary, will get the better of him. 
O'Kcnnedy, who was attackciLby him near a 
graveyard one night, managed to get his sword 



belt round and swung him away, kicking and 
spitting fire, on to the back of his own charger 
^: to the Castle of Lackeen, where the Kennedys 
■ held high revels before 'the Normans appeared. 
At the castle gate he let the beast;,go as. he 
threatened to burn the castle from turret 'to 
cellar, and send "every mother's son to blazes" 
if he was not set free. But before he loosened 
bis sword-belt, O'Kennedy made him swear 
that he would never touch or meddle with an 
O'Kennedy of that or any generation. The 
devil promised, but as the promise was wrung 
from him under "pcinte forte et dure," he may 
have collected an O'Kennedy since tlien with- 
out feeling any great scruples. Phooka stories 
arc not pleasant hearing at night, particularly 
in a country where his satanic majesty has his 
name to so much property, though as a coun- 
tryman;qncc said, "he's an absente8?landlord;"'"' 

The Ghostly Hurlers 
Anj'one who fears ghosts should never pass 
an Irish graveyard at night lest he see the dead 
hurlers at play, and be kept as goal-keeper. For 
, at midnight the dead of one graveyard arise 
and play ^against the dead of .the next parish; ' 
and they have a living man from each parish as 
goal-keeper. If the man so chosen should re-, 
fuse to act he may be the next to go feet fii-st 
into the graveyard ; if he agrees he will have to 
come night after night for seven years, at the 
end of which time he will be released from his 
duties, and have the power of healing certain 
diseases granted to him. It is not a pleasant 
post,: as, during that long seven years he is for- 
bidden to tell how he spends his night, and con- 
sequently he is debarred from the joys of matri- 
mony. The person who is buried last in the 
cemetery has to perform all the menial duties 
required by the others, and this fact accounts 
for the frequency with wdiich one can see two 
funerals racing-each other along Irish country 
roads to the graveyard, the relatives of both 
corpses being equally anxious that a member 
of their family shall, have to fetch and carry for 
every deceased Mickey and Paddy in the par- 
ish. 

Just at this season of the year a dying man 
has the chance of escaping purgatory, and go- 
ing straight to heaven. This happens it he 
dies as the clock strikes midnight on Christ- 
mas Eve. A devoted daughter and mother 
have been knOwn to hurl themselves on their 
dying loved one as the clock throbbed for 
twelve on December 24, and with heartrending 
cries smother him with pillows that he might 
escape the penetrating tortures of purgatory 
and enter a clean soul into heaven on Christ- 
mas morning.

, correspondent, one sees strange things, at 
tirhes in various corners of this city.

He makes a living by begging, 
and the si.ght of the legless mendicant piloting 
his way along the busy thoroughfares, at the 
risk of meeting -with,- an accident .;wliid^ will 
still further deform him, is one' which charms 
the sous from the pockets -of .many a passerby. 
'J'hougb he is a beggar and' a cripple, the cul- 
de-jatte has evidently come to the conclus: jn 
tliat there is no reason why he should banish 
the ordinary comforts of life, and every even- 
ing, between eleven o'clock and midnight, he 
makes his way to his favorite cafe and has a 
drink like "tout le monde." But it is not serv- 
ed at the- same- table ,as other people's cafes 
and bocks. As. soon as the merfdicant piishes 
his little chariot through the dbbr, a waiter 
runs to a corner of the establishment and 
fetches a little table, which stands about two 
feet from the ground, and when the man minus 
the legs has given his order, the glass is placed 
where he has no difficulty in reaching it.

"Socrates bftcnds against the lawS'iiiV" not 
paying respect to those gods whom the city 
respects, and introducing^pther; new - deities ; 
he also offends against the- laws in .corrupting 
youth." 

"M}' whole life has been passed with my 
brief in view. I have shunned evil all luy life ; 

. /.that I think is the most honorable way in 
which a man can bestow attention on iiis own . 
defence." ' 

The above were the accusation and the de-" 
fence of that, great old philosopher who died 
bravely in defence of his principles, and lived 
as far as he could in accordance with them. 
His trial has come down to us as an example 
of the utmost unfairness, for he was a man of 
sterling character, upright, brave un,df .honor- 
able, and the city that condemned hiin Syas his 
iOwn loved birthplace to whose, governmeht he 
had ever been in every respect loyal. Perhaps 
some of us by exerting our imagination a little 
can picture that famous scene of the trial, the 
crowded room, the stern-faced judges, and 
Socrates, bent with age, his misshapen form 
more grotesque than ever, his ugly face with 
its, ^ludicrous nose, expressive of earnest con- 
viction and his eyes beaming with gentle elo- 
quence. In spite of his appearance he im- 
])resscd his liearcrs with his great divinity and 
his unchangablc courage. And it was because 
of Iiis refusal to adopt an attitude in any way 
conciliatory that he was sentenced to drink the 
hemlock. History has told us that all were 
anxious to set him free if they had had the 
barest -esKCUse, but Socrates \yould not- depart 
one iota from' his- princijples and seemed to 
court death, for lie; niet.it- cheerfdlly enough, 
and in brave words greeted the verdict' when 
it was rendered. Socrates lived nearly twenty- 
five hundred years ago, and was the first of 
the philosophers of that school which Plato 
has made famous. Of his life little will l^e 
said for a study of that has already been given. 
He-. served; his,- country in war,] and attracted 
huridrecls of followers by His teaching of eth- 
ics. He .was opposed to the Sophists,, and to 
all who rnade a pretense of learning, and he 
made many enemies though even his enemies 
were compelled to. admire his courage. He 
applied his philosophy to his own life, "To 
want for nothing," said he, "is divine; to want 
as little as possible is the nearest possible ap- 

■ l^r<^3iglj;to life." And he went about 

clbtKed' in the roughest,, shabbiest - garments, 
his feet, hare , in. summer ,aijd:fW^inteii>alikeivi He 
would not accept money from' aliyilori^'i ' and 
living in the climate he did, a little went a 
long wa}'. His diet was olives and a little 
wine and he ate sparingly of that. lie died in 
339 B. G.

THE 'PATRONAGE OF OUR AMERICAN 

. - . . COUSINS. >■ 

In a very interesting editorial in the Nat- 
ional Review the United States' attitude to- 
wards Canada is discussed. The editor thinks ■ 
that Canada must, yery hotly .resent the patro-; 
nizing tone which the Uriited States adopts 
towards her neighbor to--the north, On the 
contrary the- most of Canadians re.qard all this 
professed patronage with a great deal of good- 
natured tolerance. Our relations with the 
United States are fricudh' enough and we can 
make due allowance for the Yankee's love of 
blowing his own trumpet. We arc in a better 
position to judge of the attitude of our Ameri- 
can Cousins perhaps thaii an Englishman 
would be, and there is a great dcat of differ- 
ence between bein,g aware that patronage is 
offered, and accepting that patronage. Canada 
has awakened and has learned what her own 
])Osition is among the nations. She realizes 
that she is on the threshold of a future full of 
glorious promise; and collectively and individ- 
ually her citizens, nien. and.-women,- are/^oing 
to" strive their utmost to bring about the boun- 
teous fruition of that promise. It is in the na- 
ture of things that we can, if we will, profit 
by the mistakes of other nations. Canada 
needs the patrona,ge of no country, but she 
seeks the goodfellowship of all. We produce 
the following - extract because ib;Gdntatiis=.a 
great deal' that is true, and a great "deal more 
that is ironically laughable : 

A short time ago the New York Herald dis- 
covered Canada. \Vith enterprise that is simp- 
ly astounding, considering the frightful diffi- 
culties difficulties and the enormous dangers 
to be overcome and the incredible expense in- 
volved (I adopt Hcraldesc style to do the sub- 
j ect ; jus.tiqe)' . it- despatched a correspondent : to 
penetrate .into .the remotest wilds of Canada 
and there to open an office in Ottawa. Since 
its discovery the Herald has cxplointed Can- 
ada for the benefit of its readers to the .extent 
of several columns a day. 'The principal ^)ur- 
pose of the Herald's Canadian bureau appears 
to be to convmce jVinericans (for surelv very 
few persons m Canada read the paper) that 
Canada needs instruction in'the managementof 
her affairs, and that the most-fobiish thing Can- 
ada can dp IS to make a contr;ibiltion to the Im- 
perial Navv. The Herald for reasons best 
known lo useli, sieridy disapproves oi a Can- 
adian nav}'. It chides Canada for bcin,g so pre- 
sumptuous as to think that she needs ships. 
."You have nothing to fear," the Herald says 
reassuringly, and with that air of shrinking 
modesty that is typical, "for; the JVIpnroe;_Doc- 
trih'e, backed by the might of the Amencan 
people, numbering some 90,000,600, would 
]3rove a stronger bulwark than a few Canadian 
coastguards." If for no other reason than not 
to maKc Canada rely on the ^Monroe Doctrine 
for its safety the Canadian navy will be worthw 
many times what it costs, for nothing will iik^. c 
quickly sap the vitality and independence of 
any people than reliance for their defence and 
protection' not on their own strength and re- 
sources but on those of a neighbor. The tone 
of the American press toward Canada must be 
very distasteful to the Canadians, who arc a 
proud an dhigh-spirited people. "This coun- 
try," says the New York Tribune, "would not 
permit Canada to pass into the possession of 
any other European Power than that to which 
it now belongs;" but it-will paturally occjr to 
Englishmen as well as dariaijfans that the des- 
tiny of Canada ought not to rest with the Unit- 
ed vStates which, when the time came to make 
the decision, might not bo in the same altruistic 
frame of mind that she is in today according to 
the Tribune. The Washington Poi^t, answer- 
ing the Herald, Tribune and other newspapers 
that tell -Canada not to worry and to sleep 
quietly, because the Monroe Doctrine is watch- 
ing over her, says that suppose Germany 
should create a navy able to destroy the liritisii 
navy, the i\Ionroe Doctrine would not be worth 
blank paper, for the American navy would be 
no match against the Cicrman navy that had de- 
stroyed iJritisli sea-power Then that would 
be the end of the Monroe Doctrine, for while 
art American army could keep Germany out of 
Canada, Germany would put her flag m every 
country of South America that she might cov- 
et or sec fit to annex. "And it is only the 
blunt truth to say," the I'ost adds, "tluit the 
British Navy and the American market have 
been the bulwarks of the Monroe Doclrinc all 
the time." The -Post dov°s not think that "it 
is at all likely th^t the German .navy .will put 
the Piritish Navy out of business." 

For her own sake Canada ought not lo de- 
sire to rely on the Monroe Doctrine for pro- 
tection. It will be a sorry .lay for the Domin- 
ion when she does, v'-^hc has only to look 
around to sec the disastrous effects of that pro- 
tection. Every .Central a^id . South American 
country woijld.lJe:. better: offV^ were no 

Monroe Doctrine. , That 'dQC-s not mea.n that 
the Unit'cd'"SfateV\v6uf3-be*''better off. Never 
was there a more advantageous thing for Am- 
erica than Avlicii C'ainiiug called into existence 
a power to redress the balance of the Old 
Wold; but what has been the good fortune of 
the United States is not neccssaril}' ecjually 
auspicious for other nations. The Monroe 
) 
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Doctrine is excellent American poiicyj'but .it is' 
not Canadian, jarid^C 

it as one 6f ,her:lines of defenc^^rj^^.He United 
Sta:tes has-naright to regard i'a'^aJiadian navy 
as a nienacc, or to consider it an unfriendly 
act, any more than Canada can object to the 
possession of a navy by the United 'States. 
The fact that the-New York Herald is so. free, 
with its advice, and that, other American 
■jiewspapcrs think Canada is, foolish to entangle 
herself in Imperial politics (it is very touch- 
ing how solicitous these newspapers have 
suddenly become about Canada's Avclfare), are 
reasons, perhaps, sufficient to convince one 
that Canada is pursuing the right policy. Many 
American newspapers recognize that the Can- 
adian navy is another _ bond of Empire;. May 
that riot, perhaps, be oneircasbiv'wh'y-Anieri-: 
can newspapers disapprove?. . .

Both of his 
parents were musicians, his father bein.g a 
clarionet player, his mother a jiianist. 

When he was sixteen Busoni won the 
diploma at the Academy of Bologna, and-while 
he was teaching in 1890, he won the Ruben- 
stein prize for conqjosiiig. He married a year 
later, after a week's courtship, a beautiful 
Scandinavian, and Mrs. Busoni takes the Iceen- 
est interest and pride in her husband's worlc. 
She saj-s he tloes all of his composing while 
walking, and never thinks of sitting down at 
the piano until he has his theme well ui innid. 
; vProbably Busoni's, (greatest, pleasure on t- 
.sidc! of . his art and^work. is in' .reading,"'^csays 
Mrs. vJ3usoni. -''You' know he has?a very, large 
library and he is widely'.rcad, a very^learned 
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man. II is favorite liooks arc Cervantes' 'Don 
Quixote' and 'The Arabian Nights.' He has 
often said that in 'Don Quixote' one can find 
.-mylhiiig, one of the ^vorld's most marvelous 
books. The entire field of romantic literature 
appeals to him immensely. He will read a 
number of American. rpmantic novels' while, in 
this .country if he finds, the time. Hc jalready 
is a great admirer of Poe and SteVenson,- and 
he wants to know" more about yoitr great fig- 
ures in romantic literature. 

"Mr. Busonrs is the nicest of men, the best 
of husbands. He is so tliou,ghtful, so kind, so 
devoted to myself and the children. There are 
two boys, you. know — Benvenuto and Raphael 
— and they are handsome, wonderful boys, if 
1 do say it. Benvenuto is seventeen and Ra- 
phael is ci,glit, and I have written to Berlin to- 
day to ha\e their pictures .sent here so that I 
can sho\v them to m}^ friends. Benvenuto is a 
painter, and already his canvases have attract- 
ed attention. One in particular, called 'The 
Revolution,' contains a great many figures ;incl 
i.s very striking. He will be a great artist some 
(la^-. Raphael also is talentedj but hd is too 
young yet to have aiccomplished much. We 
are very hapjjy at home. The -hildren are so 
artistic and delightful. In our home we speak 
German. Mr. Busoni, you know ,is an Italian, 
and I was born in Scandinavia. . It \vas a 
unique union. 1 am sf)metliin,g of a cosniojio- 
lile, having been born in Swcilen, educated in 
Finland and married in Moscow. A stni was 
born .in Boston and I live in Lierlin." 

Busoiii's compositions for chorus, orchestra 
and the "like number some fortyopit^. niunbers, 
and he "recently wrote' ah opera. 'As condiifctor 
he was llio first to introduce Debussy to Ber- 
lin, and it is recorded of his experience in that 
city thai in i8y8 he idayed in four orchestral 
concerts as many as fourteen piano concertos 
from memory. Though not a pupil of Ljszt, 
he excels in Lyiszt music, and has brought forth 
a standard edition of the Avorks of Baqh.

CANADA ANDSGERMANY'S TRADE- 
RELATIONS. 

*^iThe%iajority of Canadians are apt to take 
a one-sided view of those questions which deal 
with our relations with the Mother country. 
We arc not aware of our prejudices, and all of 
i)S;WOuld prefer to be fair-minded and impar- 
tial judges, therefore any article .which throws 
light on both sides of the qiiestions referred to 
ought to be of interest to us all. In a paper 
in the National Review for January J. Castell 
Hopkins tries to gvic us a fair idea of the trade 
situation in regard to the trade relations ex- 
isting between Germany and Canada and the 
stand England has taken in the matter. The 
'•Avriter. tells -;us that Great Britain has suffered; 
because she stood by Canada in the " lattcFs 
dealing with Germany in order to (i") help 
Canada's preferential policy by abrogating the 
Belgian-German treaties; (2) to maintain Can- 
ada's ri,ghts and privileges as a part of the Em- 
pire, and. despite German threats of penalizing 
not only Canadian but British trade; (3) to 
assert the vital facts that, in dealing with for- 
eign countries^ Great Britain accepted .full res- 
ponsibility for t^olonial legislation withoiit 
liaving any real control over it, and even when 
such responsibilities involved possible injury 
to herself. Practically nothing is known in 
Canada, or b}' the Canadian public, of Brit- 
ain's action and self-sacrificing policy in this 
matter, and Canadians pride themselves great- 
ly upon having benefited British trade by the 
preferential .tariff while asserting their nation- 
aU rights in the teeth of German power. It 
never occurs to the Canadian of today that 
without Great Britain's vigorous Imperial pol- 
icy in this affair Germany would have prompt- 
ly retaliated after the surtax, and would have 
also imposed heavy additional duties upon 
Australia, , New Zealand-.and.S.outh .Africa, up- 
on their cstablishmeht 'of preferential 'British 
ariffs. ■ ■ 

As to the futtu'c, Canada has made various 
reductions in its French dutiy^s ; Germany is 
striving for the. removal of the surtax and for 
further reductions in the tariff ; Canada's in- 
termediate tariff lies open to all foreign coun- 
tries, and United States interests are endeav- 
ouring to find a place in its schedules ; the 
whittling away of the British preference has 
seemingly begun„and..th,e end is not ye.ti Hence 
the Imperial significance* of, German 'iriterests 
in Canadian development— an interest which 
may also not be without its influence upon po- 
litical issues and the naval situatipn. Hence, 
also, the importance of Britain's fiscal policy 
being made serviceable at some; early period 
as the Empire buckler, to: 'which 'theS German, 
press has showti such 6b\MoiisJ|i'dislike;":.;^ 
may be added that Canada,.- has- '•' many 
German settlers, who form a quiet,''ihdtistrious 
and law-abiding section of the people. In the 
county of Waterloo, Ontario, they are the 
cream of the population; in Winnipeg, 
throughout the newer Province of the AVcst, 
and in the cities of British Columbia, they find 
a place which is never-: aggressive/tbUt;^ pro- 
ductive of an influence "all the greate^^^ not 
appearing on the surface of affairs. These peo- 
ple are an offshoot of the 5,000,000 German 
emigrants who have poured into the United 
States during the past century, and they are 
quietly increasing in numbers. The total of 
27,000 in the census of 1901 will be multiplied 
many times in 191 1. Of course, the voting 
strength of; the /.German -population of C-anada 
is not "serious in such a connection .;' it ; is so 
rather by the force of individual character, the 
spirit of the units, in a successful and "prosper- 
ous people wdio reach positions of power and 
influence. In a general sense they are good 
Canadians ; in an Empire sense they could not 
he blamed for supporting an 'arrangement with 
(^ermany, even if it greatly increased the dif- 
ficulties in - the way .of. British -Tariff 'Reform 
and. an Empire Preferential system.' . . .-i* .- ' 
The writer professes; to regard with'. some 
alarm '.the settling of so many Germans in Can- 
ada, and the steadily increasing German in- 
fluence in this country. The invasion is a 
peaceful one so far, but just where it may lead 
to is a matter of conjecture. The number of 
German commercial holdings in Canadian ter- 
ritory are. very many, and a German syndicate 
lately came into possession of coal-fields which 
are.sai4 to be practically inexhaustible. 



MUSICAL NOTES. 

Madame Liza Lehmann the, famous Eng- 
lish woman composer, 'lias been in America 
now for some months and is being, feted and 
lionizca and all of her opinionii are'q'uoted. In 

regard to American music she candidly con- 
fesses that the people of her country ' know 
nothing of it. Some few of Great Britain's 
musicians are familiar with some songs of 
Jilacdowell's, Chadwick's, Nevin's and Foote's, 
hut the. rnajority of singers, and the whole-of 
the British public, are ignorant of American 
composers. For her own part she waxes quite 
enthusiastic about Macdowell, and means to 
attend every concert where his songs are sung 
She expresses herself as more than grateful to 
the American public, as she feels "that she 
owes the great success of her work "In a Per- 
sian Ga:-den," to them. 

Nordica is a suffragette, and declares so 
most emphatically. In a recent interview she 
earnestly expressed her view.s. .She believes 
that women should have ecpial rights with 
men, and insists that ])rescnt day relations be- 
tween husband and \','ifc are unfair, and that 
women shoulder most of the resi)onsibility. 
"A woman calling on me yesterday," said the 
. prima donna; "told nic that in the newspaper 



office where she", was employed ^slie''*had the 
worlc of. three men, and'"Half the pay of one. 
I say equal rights. V If I'ldo thc-^sameiwork I 
shotild have the "same c'ohsiderationi not - just 
half the remuneration for the same services 
rendered. And I say that'any woman, whether 
she be self-supporting or not, who feels that 
she must acquaint herself with what things - 
mean, with the, issue for or against which she 
is going to.iWi^aHe^^^^ ^'ote, I . 

contend that thaPwomlah is far better equip- 
ped to bring up her boys and girls by virtue 
of this added necessity. I am not now speak- 
ing from a wage-earner's point of view, but of 
mothers, sisters, daughters. The woman must 
be reckoned as an individital who knows and 
understands matters' in -which her voice will 
have some weight .not'jto';_pass and be passed 
upon as "mother" merely.. I believe that if 
woman is to be entrusted with the respon- 
sibility of bringing up children, she should be 
given every outward recognition of her own 
ability. Otherwise w^e might as well adopt the 
ultimatum of a certain distinguished writer 
who claims that, after all, woman has no soul. 
Think of the nonsense of it. Entrusting the 
whole human race as it'wefe,' to hd thing more 
than a mass of protoplasm^ to-^^yhat shall I 
say? — to punk." 'Nordica does not think that 
at present women arc qualified to hold any or 
every office. She thinks that in the govern- 
ment there should be women's departments, 
and men's departments. She .says , she docs 
n'bt believe that equal rights would make wo- 
men dissatisfied with domestic services, and 
for . her own part would prefer to serve in a 
home, than to hold a public office. Nordica is 
a great admirer of Mrs. Belmont and Mrs. 
Mackay, and does not blame the women of 
England for the tactics they adopt but says it 
is the only way they can get any notice taken 
of them. , ' 

Miss Maude Allen who recently arrived in 
America gives her idea of the Salome dance 
in the following words: "Salome is not a sin- 
ful woman, but a simple girl, who professes 
implicit obedience to her mother's commands 
and dances willingly when requested to do so, 
without realizing what will be the dread con- 
sequences pi her : act;iOn,;ilA^;sfe^ her 
indignation hecoines' fireid aiid'iafter 'delighting 
the king with the sight of he.r;',graceful evolu- 
tions she dances out into' the garden to her 
handmaids. Only when the severed head is 
brought to her does she realize the enormity 
of her crime, and in the agony of her remorse 
she pleads with the -head for forgiveness. She 
begs to, b,e shovyn, the new religion, and in dcs- 

- pair .offers iher brow, her lips, her whole being 
to be kissetl.' Suddenly she sees the face light- 
ed Avith divine' fire aind the eyes apparently 
promising forgiveness, and with a cry she 
drops dead.

The balalaika, the peasants' ' instrument 
which, in the hands of a Russian orchestra, 
recently captured the fancy of London music 
lovers, owes the neglect it has suffered so long, 
notes the A'''iolm World, to the fact that when 
Christianity was introduced into Russia in the 
eleventh century .the priests banned instru- 
mental music on account of' its association 
with the heathen rites cohnected' with the re- 
ligion that was being supplanted. The ban was 
so strict that people were excommunicated 
Inercly for listening to it, 

"In other words, nobody but a Russian 
could have written for the balalika, and there 
were no composers of instrumental music in 
Russia owing to the prohibition of tlie' clergy. ' ; 
Consequently this instrument was' relegated 
to the background and has only survived 
among the peasants." • 

Conductor Andrcef, the founder of the 
Russian Balalaika Orchestra, seems to be 
the first to have given serious attention to the 
instrument. He first heard it, played by a 
peasant, in his native town of Bejetsk, in Tver, 
and it so attracted him that he decided to learn 
it, despite the prejudice against it' Later , in 
St, Peter.sburg, he stirred up the music circles . 
m which he played. The balalaika as improv- 
ed l)y him is triangular m body, and the neck ' 
joins the apex of the triaiif^Ie just as in any • 
other stringed instrument ])layetl with a bow. 
It has three strings, and all five members ot 
the family, the prima, secunda, viola, bass and 
double bass — the first three have two strings 
in unison^ and the thii*d a fourth higher, while 
the bass and double bass have all three strings 
a fourth apart— are played pizzicato.

Flatter a man . if you want .him to have 
implicit faith in ypur judgment, 
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PRE-COLUMBIAN AMERICA. 

Some years ago a stone was shown tu 
scientific men and otiicrs, and its finder alleg- 
ed that.it had been unearthed in Pennsylvania 
iinder conditions which precluclctl, all possibil- 
ity of its being anything otherttHan a very an- 
cient piece of work. It represented a number 
of persons lighting with a mastodon, and a 
bolt of lightning intervening to kill the beast. 
Some. Some persons ha\-e regarded the stone 
])icturc as genuine, but archaeologists as a rule 
have declined to do so. They think the work- 
manship is of too high a grade to have been 
done by any persons resident on this continent 
contemporary with the mastodon, which 
is supposed to have become extinct in America 
about 2,500 years ago. This seems to be the 
only objection to accepting the stone as an 
authentic production of a past age ; but wheth- 
er it is so or not is not very material, for there 
:;^:i?i abundaiit evident that Araerica^was popu- 
lated: -iit a very much more rerhote age than 
twenty-five centuries since. There arc two 
chief sources, of evidence of the antiquity of 
man. on this continent. Here it may be re- 
marked that there is no solid basis for the 
common practice of regarding America as ha\-- 
ing been settled subsequently to the Eastern 
Hemisphere, but on the contrary the proofs of 
the very early occupation of what we call the 
New World is quite equal to that bearing up- 
, on the beginning of human occupation of the 
- Old World. The .sources of evidence referred 
to are the implements found in stratified sand 
and gravel banks, and the shell heaps. There 
is a shell heap in the Gulf of California, which 
is sevent3'-five acres in area and nineteen feet 
thick. It was formerly larger, but how much 
£0 cannot be estimated, for there is no means 
of measuring- what the sea has carried away. 
This is the largest shell heap that has yet been 
found, and its existence demands an immense 
antiquity to permit of the accumulation of 
such a mass of shells, even if we admit that a 
much larger population, than is at present in 
its vicinity, once .resorted to this, spot to ob- 
tain clams for food. That the heap is of hum- 
an origin is established by the presence in it 
of objects of human workmanship, including 
pieces of pottery. The shell heaps of the Pa- 
cific Coast also establish that there has been 
an evolution in clams since the heaps were 
begun, and it seems to be necessary to sup- 
1)0SC a great lapse of time to allow for such an 
evolution; In the sand and- grayel beds,..wbich. 
were formed by, the torreritial rushes of watbt^ 
at the close of. the glacial period, there are 
found samples of human workmanship. Their 
existence seems to establish the fact that man 
lived in America in pre-glacial times. There 
is a flint quarr\' in Illinois from which in ])rc- 
Columbian times at least 300,000 tons of stone 
had been quarriisd, and articles made irom 
this flint.are. found all oyer the , Continent. This 
calls for an imiriehse durati8ri of tihic, as AvcU 
as for a widely extended commerce of a sort. 
In some of the mounds found in the United 
States copper implements and ornaments have 
been discovered. These seem to have been 
formed out of the native copper which exists 
on Isle Royale in Lake Superior. The ancient 
workings on this island are numerous and ex- 
tensive, but none; of .the Indian tribes seem to 
have preserved" even a tradition of their an- 
cestors having worked in copper. It has been 
pointed out that among these copper articles 
are heads, the features of which resemble those 
of Indians, and from this it has been argutj 
that the Indians are the descendants of the 
]\[ound-buildcrs ; but the argument is not con- 
clusive, for it seems to be established that 
.there .is . a tendency among the white jpopula- 
tion ill Atiierica to approach the facial charac- 
teristics of the Indians, and it may be that tlie. 
peculiar features of the Plains Indians are. the 
result of local influences, and do not necessar- 
ily imply a communitiy of blood with the 
]\Iound-builders. 

The absence of historical accounts of the 
days before Columbus is not due to any lack 
of material bearing- upon the condition of the 
people of America in pre-historic times. Indeed 
there-is alijiost a superbundance of such mat- 
ters'. It exists in such vast quantities that in- 
vestigators are bewildered b}' it. The great 
difficulty about reaching any definite con- 
clusions from this remains of ancient Ameri- 
can civilization arises from a lack of a way 
wherewith to unlock their mysteries. The on- 
ly instance in ^vhich this has been accomplish- 
ed with anything like an approach, to accur- 
acy is the case:of-the Mayans, a race now in- 
liabiting Yucatan and the neighboring parts of 
Central America, who arc doubtless a people 
who i-eached a higher degree of civilization than 
any other of the earlier residents of the Con- 
tinent. These people not onl}'- built great pal- 
aces and temples, but has a system of writing 
and kept the records of their nation.. The ear-, 
ly Spanish discoverers in their wild infatua- 
tion destroyed as many of their records as they 
could secure, but sufficient of them yet renuiin 
10 enable us to get a very interesting, if incom- 
])lete, an account of ihe Ma3-an nation. If 
these records have been correctly translated 
they date back tu the earlj- part of the Chris- 
tian Era. The ruined cities of Uxmal and 
•Chichcn-Itza were built when Rome was in 
Ihc height of her power, and Palenquc is yet 
more ancient. The tradition.s of the people, 
and such historical evidence as has been gath- 
ered from their records, seem to establish that 
the Mayens came from the North and settled 
in Yucatan' upwards of two thousand )'ear.s 
ago, unless, indeed, they brought their civi- 
lization with them, for they began the build- 
ing of cities before the beginning of the Christ- , 
ian Era. This may be accepted as establish- 
ed history. Some'. investigators have endeav- 
ored to show tha.trMayan civilization Was of 
Phoenician origin, biit this seems to be a case 
i)f assuming and fact hndj then searching to 



l)uttress it with evidence. While it is not im- 
probable that the Mediterranean navigators 
nia}^ have ventured beyond the Pillars of Her- 
cules and followed the track wihich Cohunbus 
took many centuries later, there is no reason 
for accepting; this as 'settled, for the similarity 
of Mayan and Phoenician remains may only 
be the result of coincidence. There is no good 
reason why a race of people moving southward 
through the Western Hemisphere, sh.ould not 
experience a development in a general way 
like that of the peoi)le of the Old World. We 
seera^';to:ibfi :5ya^^^ 

the ' cdnclusibn ' tfiat" at ''the' '^^^ wheir tlie ' aii- 
cient Romans Were emerging from a semi- 
civilized state, the ancestors of the Mayans 
were journeying southward througli North 
America, carrying with them the germs cif a 
civilization, which reached its climax some 
lime before the vSpanish invasion. A .great; deal 
of allowance nuist be made for the exaggerated 
accounts given .by the invaders of the'peopic,; 
whom they overthrew, but thei^e is abundant 
proof that they had solved many of the more 
difficult problems of social life. Voy e::aniplc 
they had orderly government, and had aiiopt- 
od the |)rinciples of communism in regard to 
land tenures. They were an agricuhural jjco- 
ple, and not unskilled in manufactures, li is 
said that their cotton cloths equalled silk in 
tiieir delicacy. They w.ere skilled Avorkers in 
gold and silver, but of the less valuable metals 
they made little use, copper seen'iin'gly' being 
used only as a measure of value. The Mayan 
}'car began on July i6th and con.sisted of 365 
days with a period of five days intervening be- 
tween the end of one year and the beginning 
of another, which seerns to have been, a device 
to iiccomplish. what We do by means of leap 
years. They grouped their "years into cycles, 
the lesser C3'cle being '50 years long and the 
.great cycle being 250 years. They made a 
]japer upon which the wrote their records, in- 
scribing others upon walls. They had evolved 
a belief in the existence of one Supreme Diety, 
although their conception of him appears to 
have; been that of. a, cruel power to be propiti- 
ated only by human sacrihccs. Apart froiiV 
an indulgence in this practice, they seem to 
have been a peaceful and gentle people, too 
much so. indeed, to offer any real assistance to 
the small body of Spanish invaders, who over- 
ran the country under Cortez and other leaders, 
destrojdng everything upon which thev could 
lay their hands, that was. not portable. Wheth-

It is perhaps claiiiiing tqo nittcli^tc^'say that 
all religions operate for'-* the'v ii^ttet^nient of 
mankind, but.itis true ciiough that they are all 
designed for that purpose. -The lower forms 
are essentially for the advantage of the indi- 
vidual. The savage, who practices incanta- 
tions, or in other ways seek to propitiate the 
unseen powers, which he -believes surround 
him, Hasliis-'iffdiViaiial .welfare and that onlv 
in mind. Wherein iVe' is'-'not' greatly different 
from the ordinary reli^ibus"'recluse'of ' Chris- 
tiandoni, who has no other thought than that 
liow he individually may be saved from "the 
wrath to come." But 'the higher religions 
have running through them a spirit of altru- 
ism. This was pre-eminently the case with the 
Jewish religion, which combines the worship 
of God with duty' to society in a remarkable de- 
gree. The Ten Commandments, which; are an 
epitome of Avhat the Jews regarded as the Di- 
vine Law, show this. There are command- 
ments relating to worship ; one commandment 
deals with the great sociological problem in- 
volved in a day of rest; another emphasizes the 
family relation; the rest prescribe rules for 
the treatment of others. Except the com- 
mandment in regard to the Sabbath day, there 
is none which wholly relates to the individual, 
unless perhaps it is that which forbids covet- 
iousness. Of course all of them relate to in- 
dividual conduct, l)ut they do not stop there in 
any case. Take the commandment "Thou 
slialt not steal. " This is ;i recognition of own- 
ership in things, and declares it" to be our duty 
to respect it in others. It was just as wrong, 
before this commandment was published, to 
deprive another of what was his. Without the 
recognition of this principle all organized pro- 
.gress would be impossible. I'ld'ess a nlan 
could be assured that he had a right lo the re- 
sults of his skill and industr_\-, lie would have 
no incentive to effort. A colidition of S' c ietv 
is conceivable in which everything sb.llb'c 
comirron, and perhaps it might not be the end 
of progress, but we may rest assiired that if 
the right of ownership had never been recpg- 
nizcd, progress never would have begiin. -'IMic 
command against stealing is a recognition not 
only of ownership, but of constriictive posses- 
sion, so that the owner might permit a thing tn 
remain out of his jihysical control and yet pre- 
serve his right to it. Therefore while the iutli- 
vidiuil is bettered by its observance, the com- 
numity is vastly more benefited,' and hence 
stealing is wroh.g, not simply because there is 
a divine law against it, but l)ccausc it is incon- 
sistent with the welfare of mankind. This il- 
lustrates what is meant b_v the statement that 
while all the commandments relate lo the in- 
dividual, Ihey do not stop there, but were in- 
tended to form the ground work of settled so-'' 
ciety. and afjford.'a . starting point from which 
the progreissroj a' 'race, formerly in slavery, 
might originate. 

But by the term religion, as. we understand 
it today, .something more than this is implied. 
'A man may Icee]) the wdiolc Ten Command- 
ments, and yet fall short of possessing what 
Christianity teaches is withih the 'reacli of all 

i 



\vho accept and act upon its tcachini;:fs. So far 
as it is an ethical code Christianity is not ma- 
terially different from other systems of re- 
li.gion, held by races which have attained any 
degree of enlightenment. Its special feature 
is what has been described as Spiritual birth. 
"A -Christian, in the''fuir' acceptation of the 
term, is a man who is in'toiich with the Divine 
Spirit and the only real evidence that Christi- 
anity is of divine origin and therefore the con- 
summation of religious development is to be 
sought, not in the pages of the Bible, not in 
?^the|^yritjngS;;ol t^ not in tlic tradi- 

tiony bf- the 'Church, but in its _ ef fect upon the 
character and lives of thos.t;'' who ; proles.? it, 
and consequently upon the' condition of com- 
numities in which its influence is and has been 
operative. Hence one of the arguments for 
the truth of the Christian religion in the con- 
dition of those peoples who lor generations 
have professed it. No one would suggest that 
the bfest cdm mutiityiin ^the .world . is , a ,f aii^ ex- 
ample of the results 6^Shrikiainty,"-beca:itse :t 
is unfortunately the case thatiii.iioliiistaii'ce as 
}-et has the influence of selfi'shness^b'een wholly 
eradicated; but there is a constant trend to- 
wards, ideal conditions. it seems as 1 hough 
one might say that in such movemeijt.s Vs 
trades-unionism, co-operation, organized char- 
ities, life insurance, old-age pensions, public 
ownership and so on we have illustrations of 
the vital influence of Christianity upon the n,a- 
tions, which profess it. No doubt these move- 
ments are frequently misunderstood, but it is 
much too soon to expect joerfection in the aj)- 
plication of a divine altruism by men who have 
not yet been able to rise above" the level 01 sel- 
fishness; Undoubtedly also r^^iy altruistic 
moyehicnts are exploited for the personal ad- 
vantage of individuals more, than for the bene- 
fit of the community at large. Nevertheless it 
seems possible to discern in most, if not all of 
th em, the operation of the New Command- 
ment given by Christ that "Ye love priq .an- 
other." 



ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS: 

We have reached in this series a point 
where a brief review of political and social 
conditions may be useful, because the reign of 
Edward I. may beTookcd upon as the begin- 
ning of a new era in the history of England. 
The clo.se of the Norman conquest found Eng- 
land in the possession of two races,' which 
were hostile to each other and between whom 
there was very little in connnon. A fixed sys- 
tem of land tenure had been inaugurated and 
a new order of liobility had been established. 
England, was really-an^app^age, :of th 
tinental territory of the'Norman;kirigs. We'are 
atcustpmed.:' to ■•think - of ; Norrnandy; and the 
dther cbritiherital domains of William and his 
successors up to the time of John as posses- 
sions of the English Crown, but they were not 
so then, regarded. It Avas indeed, rather the 
other way about, and England was the domin- 
ion of the Dukes of Normandy and of the 
Counts of Anjou, .and '.was treated more as a 
source from which money could be drawn for 
continental wars than as a realm carrying with 
it honor and dignity. It was not regarded as an 
independent nation owning lands bej'ond the 
seas. The great domain wliich extended from 
the English channel to the Tyrinccs and ac- 
knowledged Richard I. as its lord, was not the 
possession of England, but .of the man who 
happened to be King of England. As for Eng- 
land itself, we have seen that Richartl Coeur 
de Leon -did homage to the Holy -Roman-Em- 
peror for it. and his successor John acknow- 
ledged the Pope as his overlord. The usurpa- 
tion of Stephen illustrates the manner in which 
the kingshi]) of England was regarded by the 
ruling families of the Continent. 

Alcanwhilc the people of England were 
making wonderful progress. To understand 
England correctly it is necessaiy to distinguish 
between th^, sovereigns and the people of 
England. In all other European countries the 
character of the rulers determined the charac- 
ter of the nation, and if we know the history 
of the former we also know the history of the 
latter; whereas in ICngland the two are dis- 
tinct. The Normans, the Angevin aiul the 
early Plaiitaganct Kings lived their lives, pur- 
sued their ambitions, discharged their duties 
or neglected them, but their doings scarcely 
touched tiie lives of the people, who maintain-^ 
cd a more or less even tenor of their ways, in 
the direction of self-government and inclivid- 
ual libeerty. "They loved their kin,gs for the 
great peace which they gave." says an ' old 
chronicler, and although we of todav might 
not regard the England of tlic Eleventh, 
Tv.-elfth and Thirteenth Centuries as peaceful, 
it was so by contract with, the continental 
countries. The English, kings waged their 
wars and the English; people \vere.;not vvhoUy 
averse to their so doiiig;'and suiyplied, not al- 
wa_\'s without protest, the money therefor, be- 
cause it .seemed desirable to have them exhibit 
their activities aijroad rather than at home. 
The foreign wars in which the kings took part 
riveltcd upon the necks of the people of Eu- 
rope the chains of a tyraimy not yet wholly re- 
moved, but they were the means of .securing 
foi- the people, of England- a degree of freedom 
which has grovvn witli'the centuries. . 

The Norman and Saxon races rapidly as- 
similated, and when luKvard came lo the 
throne all distinctions between them had dis- 
appeared. The language had became well es- 
tablished, and ]%nglisli literature was written 
in English. Education had made great strides 
and Oxford had become a seat of learning, 
which rivalled the schools of Paris, then re- 
garded as the greatest in the Avorld. The 
church had passed through varying vicissi- 
tudes. It had been curtailed in its powers by 
the Conqueror, but was successful in regaining 
most of them. It exhibited th^ English .spirit 



of independence and refused to recognize jiapal 
supremacy' in all things. In political matters 
it had sided with the people against the kin.g, 
and was the champion of freedom and good 
government to a degree unknown elscvvhcre. 
Wha.tever ;lustGrical.. truth },t^ may be in; the:, 
claiqiv that. the' Ghiirc was always^ 

distirict'irbm: the Church of Rome, although' 
acknowleidging at times the supremacy of the 
latter, there can.be no question that the Eng- 
lish Church did a work for freedom and for the 
establishment of the rights of the people of in- 
estimable value and in marked contrast, as a 
rule, to clerical influence in other countries. 

The merchant . and -artizan • classes ^, had} 
greatly increased iii 'wealth and influeiice, and 
in their guilds had learned the first lessons in 
self-government. Thej'- were, composed chiefly 
of people of Saxon descent, and they cherished 
the traditions of freedom, which had always 
been the characteristics of that race. They 
were the custodians of those "ancient customs 
of the realm," which the Great Charter recog- 
nized, and '.which fbrm the ground work of the 
Gomm'oh Law and are' today observed in our 
institutions. Waves of conquest and anarchy 
might sweep over the land, but these ancient 
customs stood as immoveable as rocks, whose 
foundations lie dec]i in the heart of the world. 
Thev were grounded in the very hearts of the 
people, and the merchants and the artizans 
were ever ready to assert them, to pay for their 
recognition, when money would secure it, but 
to die for them when blood seemi^d to be the 
oidy price by which they could be purchased. 

The baronage had become Anglicized. 
Partly through self-interest and partly through 
inheritance, thc>^ espojtised the principles in- 
volved in the "ancient customs," and were 
ready when need arose to do their share to- 
ward.s preserving them intact. Thus the Three 
Estates of the JRealm were established on a bar 
sis very different ffom ariything'th'at prevailed' 
elsewdicre. The baronage regarded itself in a 
measure as independent of their sovereign, 
arid at times refused to obey him. This forced 
the kings to cultivate friendly relations with 
the people, from whom alone they could hope 
to get money to carry on , their wars^ and uifipn 
whom they were compelled to rely for . sup- 
port against the more powerful barons, . tjp to 
the time of Edward the kings had 'iiiAlvays ac- 
knowdedgcd their right to the crown as de- 
pendent upon the election of those who were 
representative of the nation, and it i.s a singu- 
lar thing that at a' time when liberty had be- 
come fairly, well established, the foundations 
.of_;iparliamfentary government had been-Jaid 
aiid the cmhitry.was approaching the sem- 
blance, at lcast,'-iQ|.'jCpii5titutibnal .administra- 
tion, the idea of thp.''e1\icti'bif 'of a 'Jiing should 
have lapsed to such' ah, 'extent .that when 
Henry III. died his son Edward was recogniz- 
ed as king and the government was carried on 
in his name, although he was absent'from the 
kingdom and did not return for some months.

It cann£».tbe,;S£»idvof.hirn that he was "a knight 
without fear'br 'repi;6ach',"'for a good deal of 
the weaker side of human nature showed it- 
self in his conduct at times; but he was with- 
out doubt the flower of the knighthood of his 
days. In person he was tall and commanding, 
with flaxen hair inherited with his strain of 
Saxon blood. Above all he was first and fore- 
most an English prince. Tp him the land of 
which hc/became sovereign was his chief coitr 
c'ei'h, knd although he sought to extend his 
power abitOad, it, vyas England , that - held' the 
highest; place in his' thoughts and aiffectibn. 
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A CENTURY OF FICTION. 

Feodbr -Mikhailbvitch Doesteovsky, 
The life' story of this Russian writer is as 

interesting as one of his own romances. He 
is the representative of the great middle-class 
of Russia, and his work differs from To!sto\-"s 
and Tu.geniof i's, in as nuich that it is purely 
national, and aj^peals more to his own people 
than to the outside Avorld. 

P'codor Dostnevsky was born in 1812, in the 
Marine Hospital for- the Poor at ' .Moscow, 
where the family liyCd,' his father being resi- 
dent physician. lie was one of seven children 
and his parents were well-to-do, well-educat- 
ed and deeply religious people, liis father be- 
longing to the class of "nobles," his mother 
being the daughter of a merchant. His edu- 
cation up lo earl}' manhood was conducted 
under the direct supervision of his parents, 
who Avere very strict in regard to the up-bring- 
ing of their children. In appearance Feodor 
resembled his mother, having the heavy fea- 
tures, the overhanging; brow of the typical 
peasant. In manner he was retiring and ear- 
nest, and of a tftudious, thoughtful disposition. 
From early boyhood he and his brother ^lik- 
hail were devoted comjjanions, attracted al- 
ways by the same pursuits, inovcd b}' the same 
pursuits, moved Jjy the same impulses. During 
the summer of their chikWiood the mother took 
the children to a small estate whic hthcy own- 
ed in the country, and it vvas during these so- 
journs that the brothers made countless friends, ; 
among the peasants, learning to like themj to f 



understand them and to sympathize with them.. 
The natural beauty of the surroundings of 
their summer hame was not Avithout its effect • 
upon their boyish minds. The lads were early 
a;id deeply impressed with a reverence and an 
; admiratipn for nature which fact is borne out 
• by some of the most beautiful passages in Feo- 
dor's books. 

' ' When Feodor was sixteen he entered the 
government school for engineers at Saint Pet-v 
ersburg, where he proved a hard-working pu- 
l)il, giving all the time he could spare from his 
studies to reading and composition. He giradvi- 
ated in 1841, and one year later was made Ji 
sub-lieutenant, and entered on active sevvice 
in 1834. However he shortly after retired and 
set himself to work in earnest at his book.;: 
"Poor People" which he had begun some yearslq 
before. So nnich was his work a part of hiin.|; 
that he hung his whole fate upon its success^jj^ 
"If it fails," said he "I think I shall hang my- ' ■ 
self." But it did not fail. Its success was lit- 
tle short of phenomenal, and brought him fante. 
and fortune. So Feodor felt that he had , .upt ■ • 
lived in vain. . , ' - 

Then the stirring events of liis life began..' 
The very fact of his poimlarit}^ niade him a 
watched man, and as he had openly expressed 
Socialistic views, the government spies never 
let him out of their sight. He belonged to 
several clubs which had for. their principal the 
emancipation of the serfs, "and the spreading 
of the gospel of Saint Simon. Doestoevsky was, 
not' an extremist, and he always cautioned- 
great moderation. Nevertheless upon a flimsy ^ 
j)rctext he was seized and imprisoned in the 
JVler Paid Portress for eight months pending 
trial. He was finally sentenced to four years 
hard labor in the mines at Siberia, and it was 
while , here thatvhe iwrote, Jiis vpathetic^ 
ences in his mtich-talked-of book "Notes .from 
the Dead." "While there is no doubt about^His. { 
punishment being cntirel}' unmerited, D6es-r 
toevsky himself considered it a disciplinarj"- 
benefit and said that he profited by the con- 
finement and the hard work and the opportu- 
nity for reflection. When his imprisonment: 
Avas over, he was obliged to serve in the ranks 
•as a common- soldier, and conducted hiniseif 
so well that he was speedily promoted, and jih- 
ally permitted to return to Russia in 1859 
free man. 

Shortly after this he married his first Avife, 
a A'cry beautiful Avoman and the AvidoAV of a 
dear friend. , She did npt return the love ,l;\e 
bore her, andt realizingvithis^and- learu^^^^ 
tlic object o^f hef a'ffectioiis'was, the unselfish 
Dostoevsky effaced himself entirely and 'did 
everything in his poAver to facilitate her union 
Avith the man she loved. In 1867 he married , 
again, and while he Avas incapable of again 
feeling the passion of a first atfachment, lie 
Avas tenderly devoted to. the woman he had' 
chosen, and she, both, grateful and loving, -did, 
all iu her power ^to, make ihirii haipp^^^^ 
He.iived."4 guiet'life*of 'cb^^ They -li'acl

-'•■•■''IDutsidV'bf, 'Russia Doestoevsky did not at- 
tain any great amount of popularity; but 
among his own people he Avas greatly rever- 
enced and admired. He Avas the audior of many 
and A-oluminous novels, and he contributed 
largely to current literature. His opinions 
Avere every\vhere quoted and ;h^^ was i the idol 
of young and old alike: "*C>n the bccasibn^'o^ 
unveiling of Pushkin's monument at Moscow, 
he made a s]>eech Avhich became famous all 
'over Russia, and made him, for the time being, 
the most talked of man in the Avhole countrA'. 
lie died in 1881 of lesion of the brain, and be- . 
fore his death hundreds made pilgrimages tof'-^ 
see him, and he Avas the recipient of countless 
affectionate and confidentialvletters .from.- the 
j oung especially to Avhom.' his Avorks seemed 
particularly to appeal. His funeral Avas one .of 
the largest ever seen in Europe. Thousands of 
people, old and young, folloAvcd the casket for 
miles. "The gospel"' Avrites a critic "which , 
Doestoevsky preached from the beginning, of „ 
his career to the end, Avas love, an.d self-sacri.-v-i 
fice, even to self-effacement." 

Crime and Punishment.

crimes. They both repent and the man givijs • 
himself U]) to the authorities. He is sentenced ' 
If) seven years imprisonment in Siberia, and 
he goes joyfully, looking forward to the end. of 
the term when he shall join Sonia, -'ahd^.^j'tGl- 
gether they shall begin life ancAV.

Some Sundays ago an article, Written by 
James Simpson, advocating;.the Jariua^ 
ing of roses, appeared in 'thesp?pagesr 'iSo^^m 
people have asked me to reply to it that X feel 
called upon to give a few reasons why such a 
practice should not be followed. In the first 
place, the climate of the east coast of Scotland 
is very, very different to that enjoyed by Vic- 
toria, and what may be rightithere is conse- 
quently all wrong here. Let us' reason together, 

. .reader. Look at your rose bushes. They arc 
■'• 'already starting into growth. What will hap- 
pen if you prune in January? The lower dor- 
mant eyes — the very ones which you should 
endeavor to keep dormant — will have to start 
into growth. And with what result? The 
young, tender shoots will be caught and nipped 
by the cruel frosts which we inyariablyAget. in 
March, and the young buds 'will suffer, ' and 
your first crop of roses will be cripples. As a 
boy I once asked Ben Caut, the father of rose 
growing in England, the proper time to prune 
roses. He put his hand on my shoulder, gave 
me a \vhimsical look, and replied, "Two' weeks 
before the last frost, my boy."- ' I say unhesitat- 
ingly that if you can manage to hit off this date 
you are right. The young shoots break read- 
ily and grow rapidly, and with no biting frost 
to mar their sweetness, will produce perfect 
blossoms. Prune from March 15 to April 15, 
according to the season and locality. Esqui- 
mau roses can be pruned two weeks ahead of 
James Bay roses. 

Anyone who has ever growri and studied 
roses here will bear me out in these remaijics, 
and will not follow Mr. Simpson's advice; but 
there are many new-comers, and they may 
easily be misled. Any doubting Thomas can 
easily convince himself. Let him prune half 
his roses according to Mr. Simpson's date and 
half according, to Ben Caut's rule, and then

. .,^>\EA"SY-GOIlirG HOUSE PLANTS. 

A plant that is to be growri in the living 
rooms of the house all the year round, which 
has to put up with the vicissitudes of erratic 
rises and falls of temperature, strong wmdy 
/blasts at one time and stifling dry heat at an- 
other, needs indeed to have a remarkably cl- 
astic constiution. It is on these acqountslthat 
none of the most beautiful of 'the ' flowei^s hi 
the greenhoure are fit' subjects for every-day 
use in the dwelling. True, they riiay be'gro\\^n 
to perfection by the florist and will endure 
(slowly dying) for a shorter or longer ti:i-.c re- 
cording to their constitution; but it is merely 
a case of using the plants as their flush of beau- 
ty; is passing off and being content to throw • 
^wa:^^ th'e'reWainkf Gardening with j)lahtg'in^ 
ordinary robm' is beset with difficulHes pecul- 
iar to each case, and it is only those which have 
the most resistant natures that can i)e growri 
on from season to season. We are fortunate, 
however, in having a handful of really "tough 
characters" that will thrive under the least 
sort of . attention, and' will iive under wli'at very 
:,neairly.;^ ' 

•/-■;:|Ityoii.would try to determine for yfaiirself 
'■' virnetHer' a plant with which you -have no ac- ' 
quaintance whatever is likely to survive tl^e 
ordinary house conditions, look at its leaf. Get' 
one ^^^hat is thick and leathery. Usually they 
are dark green, too. A plant with such" a Ict't 
is suited to trials, because it will have enough 
reserve moisture within itself to battle agaiiist 
the sudden changes of moisture in the sur- 
round air, and also, because of its dark green 
color, it will be able to make use of every lit- 
tle ray of light ^hat may come near it, and 
.plants must have light to live. 
...v- I am^often asked what is the best house 
' 'P^*"ti'':- '^''^'^ inquirer usually wants something 
that'is full of grace, with delicate, bright green 
foilage, producing in profusion and constanth- 
brdhant, large, fragrant flowers—a plant that 
IS totally indifferent to temperature and irreg- 
ularities of watering and other attentions. One 
day, perhaps, all these things mav be combin- 
ed, but not yet. 

'vj,;:Without question the one mo.st tliorougiily 
satisfjictory house plant for a minimum of at- 
tention is , the aspidistra. As usually sold in 
small pots, it is not a thing of impressing 
beauty; but as it keeps developing new leaves 
and becomes in time a dense mass of green, it 
really takes on added charms, and not the least 
of these are those that come from long person- 
al contact. The plant must be regarded merely 
for its greenery, and the varigated forms in 
which the leaves are irregularly striped with 
creamy white, are really quite bright. As a 
flowering plant it has no beauty; the bloom, 
which is produced on the ground, is of a dull 
brownish red color. But it is curiously inter- 
esting on account of the attraction it' has to 
slugs, which aid in the fertilization. It has 
been said that no one ever saw a dead aspidis- 
ra, but I have had that distinction— plant.s that 
had been left outdoors and were frozen during 
the winter. It is a useful plant for filling in 
open fireplaces during the. summer time, and 
for other dark situations. 

Equal as a foilage plant, but of a more or- 
namesital character Ijocause of the diversity of 
color, arc some of the begonias of the.Re.\- type. 
These, with their handsomch'^ mottled 'and 
marbled leaves, are really beau'tiful objects and 
well suited for window gardens or for table 
pieces. They require light and plenty of it. 
Indeed, sp fond are they of the sunshine that 
the plant can only lie kept evenly balanced by 
being constantly turned around, as otherwise 
it becomes vf/y much drawn. 

A plant that might l)c well introduced into 
our windows, altlunigh it is very rarely seen, is 
Siebold's aralia (Aralia Sibold'iana.)' It is a 
sturdy growing, plant, attaining a height of 
scveraL feet, with large palmate, yclfowish- 
green leaves— a sort of Herc'ules club in minia- 



ture, except for its leaf formation. This too, is 
extremely sensitive to the light, and for nature 
study work is onerofi the best illustrations be- 
cause it responds '"^^^^^^^^^ a matter of a 
single day will cause the leaves to twist 
around. 1 

For real grace and decorative quality, noth- 
ing is superior to the old-tinic favorite, the 
thatch palm (Kentia or Howea.) Of these 
palms there are two species in common culti- 
vation very much alike. Eorsteriana has a 
slightly ^.more spreading habit than Belmor- 
earia. If palms you ..must have, select these 
rather than any of the .rnpre delicately foilaged 
kinds; or the much commoner arec.i, with Its 
yellow stems, which requires constant wormth 
and light. These two palms will succeed 
where none othersican be made to grow. . 

For flowerinff;effects;:.vand^y.et with cver-r 
green foilage, the Clivia' is Hardly fully ap- 
preciated. On the continent of Europe it is 
one of the most popular of plants, and is 
known in a great number of named varietie.T 
The flowers, born in a large umbel, are orange- 
yellow, varying to salmon-red. Really a green- 
house plant it will survive the ordinary "house 
conditions if it is allowed to follow its own 
natural bent in making growth. 

As a deciduous flowering plant for the 
house nothing equals the common popular In- 
dian azalea, the characteristic plant of the Eas- 
ter season. It can be carried on from year 
to year very easily by putting outdoors in a 
coolj shaded place and watering abundant ly 
after .its flowering season, and th,en bringing 
indoors before the winter sets in. Then, given 
a moderately warm and well-lighted place, it 
is sure to flower again. 

As to how to grow house plants, my answer 
is simply maintain as even a temperature as 
possible, water the plants freely when the 
weather is warm, do not attempt to force 
growth in winter when all nature is more or 
less quiescent, and, finally, do not fuss around 
the plants, disturbing their roots, except at the 
beginning of the growing season. In fact, the 
best policjr for growing house plants is one of 
masterly ^mactiyity. Mpre spjecimens are. Iciji-

than by any other way. Fertilizers aqd arti- 
ficial. manures are best Icf); alone. Rely rather 
upon a good soil compost in which there 
pleiity of available food, and do not resort to 
additions of strong chemicals or other foods, 
because the tendency is to overdose. Imagine 
what it means. Think of the small bulk ofloil 
contained in a pot, and remember that a ferti- 
lizer, used at. the rate of a hundred pounds to 
the acre, would mean only .037 ounce to the 
square foot in the open ground having all the 
depth and drainage below, and for a potted 
plant the quality should be reduced to at least 
one quarter of the indicated surface. The best 
tonic for house plants is water. If the soil is 
sour, use hot water, letting it drain through 
the ball until it comes through clear. I have 
restored to life more than one plant by this 
washing the roots when the case seemed al- 
most hopeless, ever let your plants stand in- 
water. If the pot is put into a cont,<iiner of 
some sort keep it off the bottom and drain off 
the surplus water each day. If plants are 
grown in a sunny window, the effect of the 
strong sunshine on the pot may be minimized 
by packing the sp.^cjE between the pot and con- 
tainer with sphagnum moss kept constantly 
moist but not wet. 



PREPARATION OF SOILS. 

(By Donald McDonald, F.L.S.. ui the Loijdon 
Daily Telegraph. 

After becoming possessed of a plant, the 
first question for consideration is to know in 
what sort of soil or compost it is likely to live 
and; thrive. With indigenous plants the col- 
lector can note, soil and situation, and act ac- 
cordingly; but when dealing with exotic phmts 
information is niore limited. It may be that 
the plants are taken froiu sites where the best 
conditions, both jihysical and atmospherically 
arc not present, and consequently it requires 
some intelligent appreciation of direct and in- 
direct bearings to arrive at safe conclusions. 
Soil has a wide significance when it is defined 
as "the piimitive earj;hs in a state of mixture 
with organized matter fit for the growth of 



plants." Soil or composts, therefore, to be use- 
ful should be presented in something of their 
mai^eiiJ^rft^^J^^er^^ descriptions^ of 

eafHis :4o 'whiciv i', w^^ particular re- 

ference, and with these three gardeners may 
grow any plant requiring terrestrial treatment. 
There arc certain plants that would live, but 
not enjoy life, in the most fibrous mixture of 
the three, but I do not propose to deal with 
these at present.

hor soils, but terrestHal orchids, which take to 
a certain kind of soil, but, notwithstanding, 
prefer unexhausted fibre,- ;rid of Jts -earthy' par- 
ticles, and sphagnum moss, ■ -• ' ' 
Turfy Loam Sand. 
Firstly, I will describe an earth which is 
procured from a grass field in an exposed posi^ 
tion, lying high and dry for preference. Many 
.gardeners cannot c(.dlect this Icind of soil lo- 
cally; but it is a necessary help for the culti- 
vation of certain plants. It should be cut out 
in the same way as sods are, when taken to 
coyer a piece of lawn or for a grass edging. 
These sods are cut about 2 inches in thickness; 
or, one might say, for pot culture, take the 
three superficial inches measuring from the 
skin , of grass downwa,rds. This, as anyone 
knows who has seen the operation, brings with 
it, the whole niass of .grass roots, which are 
dc;.n|ely '|hi^k . is, good grazing. 

These turfs should' bViicut,, if ^ possible, during 
dry weather, and are- then stacked so that the 
whole may gradually, decay. It takes several 
months to bring them to first-rate condition 
for potting purposes. ', After that time the turfs 
should be .nice and friable, so that when taken 
inithei.\h.and they break freely, and the particles 
■vvin :th.eri;;have lost most of that cohesive ten- 
dency::.tliey po.ssessed. at first. In.tlaat-'sortjof 
ha?el or -yellowish-looking soil, it is^well' tb In- 
corporate some gritty sand as) a good means of 
keeping it porous,, andMor passingf the water 
through without carrying away so much of 
the finer earth as would be the case if sand 
were absent. On the .other hand, sand must 
not..be.,usedJ.ii. too great a quantity, or it may 
fiiie dbwn .the fibrous soil to such a state of 
fineness as to prove damaging to the efficiency 
of the whole. Sand is just a secondary agent 
for fining down fibrous or cohesive soils. The 
kind of soil under consideration should be full 
of fibre, and the more enduring it is the better 
is the compost. Tiiese conditions attended to, 
the grower is in a fair, way of achieving the 
highest success in the culture of a great many 
miscellaneous plants. 
; . -. A Useful Compost 

- 'The- next prepared compost to be recom- 
mended is a piortion of' the ^first incorporated 
with certain additions 'df peat and decayed leaf 
soil with sand. This may be considered the 
generally useful soil for potting purposed.' It 
IS often obtained by getting sods from planta- 
tions where unexhausted fil)ro is present. To 
take the earth from common garden ground 
is-of little use. - Even so-called free earths 
which moulder into dust when handled, are 
poverty-stricken earths, which have had the 
goodness— if ever they possessed any— taken 
out of them. Cultivating a field is an oper- 
ation quite different from cultivating a plant 
in a pot. The one has the free, uninterrupted 
air, and supplies of rain on the surface, differ- 
ing widely in their effects from tiie limited 
surroundings and continual supply from the 
watering pot of the other. As before stated 
the field, or, better still, the wood, furnishes 
one of the principal elements that make up a

.good growing soil. A blackish earth is pre- 
ferred by many; but color is not so important, 
for it is on the stability of the earth structure 
that the fertilizing value chiefly depends. 
Where there is- a want of fibre in the soil it 
should be corrected by the introduction ,pf 
crushed bones, wood asihes, or charcoal — aii)'- 
thing that will keep the soil from adhering to- 
gether ill too large (juantities. In comlnii?,- 
tion with the soil, get, if possible, some decay- 
ed loaves. It is not good to use them just as 



they are gathered, rather let them be buried 
in a mass, so that they may ferment and de- 
cay. With .suchfajcC^^^ soil, jind. sand, 
growls ;imia30;^u^ with the 
exception of thcrhore rare ferns, azaleas, and 
some of *the'^ rooting ericas, which 
prefer peat almost alone. 

Peat Soil 

There is a great difference in peats ; there is 
the peat of the bogs, which is used by many in 
the highlands of this country and in some 
other places as a medium for producing heat. 
The peat best qualified for maijitaining plant 
lifeii?;:_that found grpwingvpn. the top of white 
sandstbrie. ' It is mdre fuil of fibre than any 
earth. If it is not largely incorporated with 
sand, which acts as a pulveriser, the fibre will 
be in too great a proportion for the fine, wiry 
roots to master, and death, instead of life, 
might often be the issue to the plant destined 
to get its root food from it. Those who have 
no facilities for finding their own soils can 
purchase compost already prcpareid. for potting 
purposes from the nurserymen. .

THE POULTRYilAN. 

' Many will contemplate starting into the 
raising of poultry, at this time of the year, both 
on a large and small scale. Those failing can 
in no way blame it to the poultry themselves, 
but to conditions that confronted them that 
were not seen. Poultry raising on a large scale 
is avbusiness that must have careful -planning. 
We^'have seen so many hatch chicks with no 
accommodation for them after ' th^y had 
reached the broiler age. One can hatch -many 
chicks, but to keep them living and growing 
propcrly, the proper houses must be construct- 
ed, that the chicks receive no setback. Young 
ichipks up to twf;Jtweeksi:;ban:^be,*to a 
'srriall space, but a^tef ihey shioulii ha^ 
room. Overcrowding js the mistake that is 
indulged in more than any. 

W'c have drawn away from small coops for 
.growing chicks, so commonly used a few years 
back. As soon as the young chicks are old 
enough to leave the cold brooder, they are put 
in colony houses on free range. These houses 
are 8 by 10 feet 6 high in front, 4 feet at the

front makes them alrribst aii open-front house. 
The success we have had with this style house 
had led us to discard all others. The chicks 
thrive from the start, and there is. no setback 
until they are ready to- go iinto winter quar- 
ters. 

These houses accommodate 50 chicks to 
iiKiturity without crowding; hence it is wise 
for the beginner to plan so that when the 
chicks are hatched ample accommodations be 
made that the chicks will have a chance to do 
their best. Every check retards maturity, and 
a few checks during the growing season means 
a loss in dollars in the fall. We have had Wy- 
andottes hatched in June laying at five and 
five and one-half months, and keep at it all 
winter. But these fowds had every condition 
fa\-orin,g them — no overcrowding, good clean 
food and always pure cool water. 

Stock 

In selecting stock, aim for vigor. Weak 
stock is the dp-wnfaU of .many begiitiners, and 
even after being in the business sorhe years 

the craze for feather may be the cause for se- 
lecting those birds that score the highest 
which in vigor were the weakest. Vv'e never 
mate a male or female that have been sick a 
day in their lives, no matter what the value of 
tiic l)irds may be. There are many ailments 
that poultry arc subject to that, while they may 
recovei* and be apparently well, the tlanger of 
breeding maladies iiri' the futiirc: is great,' and, 
to be on the safe side, make the iron-clad rule 
to .breed from only the strongest, and the fu- 
.tufa stock vjiW be the kind that live and 
thrive. t 
Poultry Housing 
No matter how strong the parent stock, 
chicks will not grow nor thrive well if proper 
liousin,g is not constructed to receive them. 
Any old thing won't do. Ample room must be 
givQU that when bad weather is on the. chicks 
will' have room to moVe about. -Plenty of air 
is essential. Overcrowding" is one cause of 
many failures to' keep the chicks growing. 
There are in some seasons many times that the 
.growing chicks should be confined to their 



house. This cannot be done if grown, in a 
dry goods box, or some other cheaply-con- 
structed place that now and then some writer 
advises; : Consider carefully the house to re- 
ceive the chicks when , fuUigrpvvtni,?' Do not go 
half-cock on the opert hmisleV'-'You may re- 
gret it. Remember that there are some thirigs 
the expert poultry raiser can accomplish that 
would be folly for the beginner to try. The 
open-air front is one when winter eggs are to 
be obtained. There is a happy medium ber 
tween the two. Feed clean feed ; give a variety ; 
keep the fowls working, and reasonable' suc- 
cess will crown your first efforts. . i ' 



RAISING DUCKS 

The secret of successfully raising young 
ducklings consists in providing them with 
plenty of water and a liberal supply of animal 
food in their diet. Water fountains which are 
easily cleaned and into which the ducks can 
thrust their heads, but not their bodies, are 
the kind needed. Notwithstanding they are 
an aquatic bird, their first down is hardly 
dense enough' to shield them from the water, 
them, causing cramps. These fountains 
should be filled twice daily, and if clogged 
with dirt, cleansed at every feeding time. 
Three times daily at least should ducklings 
be fed, always having what they will eat at 
each feeding, but with nothing left over >to 
get sour. If too much is given at a feeding, 
promptly remove the surplus. For' holding 
the food, provide troughs made of a V-shape 
by nailing two narrow boards togethefc^nd 
adding pieces at the ends, for ends and sup- 
ports. The food should be mixed daily and 
fed in a moist state. The following is a mix- 
ture that will an.swer the requirements of the 
young birds, and, for that matter, of adults 
too: Take equal parts by measure of corn- 
meal and middlings and half to two-thirds the 
quantity of meal or ground beef scraps; add to 
this a liberal amount of fine grit and mix the 
whole thoroughly with cold water, in warm 
weather. In cold weather, warm or hot water 
can be used, but the mixture should be allowed 
to cool before feeding. In fact, never feed it 

^Ot, ;■ - , ,. ■ - : 

'Ducklings will always' do better when con- 
fined than when permitted to roam, leastwise 
I- think so. Hence it is that I advocate keep- 
ing them in small yards and in small flocks, 
and the yard be provided with a reasonable 
amount of shade. If large numbers are rear- 
ed together, there is some danger to be ap- 
prehended from crowding, and though this 
may not result , in- all the ducklings-tbeing suf- 
focated, it is certain to prevent sohife' ffoju per'- 
fect development. ; . 

The amount of meat 'scraps as given abov^ 
certainly is too much to feed ducklings. They 
should always have some form of meat in 
their rations, but to use one-half to two-thirds 
meat scraps would be very expensive and 
woud not produce any better results than a 
much less amount. 



ENEMIES OF CABBAGE ^ 

The malady known as "club"robt" is the 
greatest and most serious enemy to the culti- 
vation of cabbage as well as to the cidture of 
cauliflower. It is not many years since gar- 
deners thou,glit this abnormal development of 
the root and consequent loss of vitality ih the 
plant was caused by insects. But this idea is 
no. longer, held, for the trouble is caused by a 
low form of fungus, and insects have nothing 
to do with "clubbing,^ although they are fre- 
quently found in the diseased parts or in close- 
proximity. The maggot is especially likely to 
be found working in the affected roots. 1 

There is no cure for club root. AVhen the 
plants arc once affected, the only safe course 
to pursue is to burn or destroy them. Effectu- 
al preventive measures may, however, be ta- 
ken. The destruction after harvesting of all 
refuse, as lea^ves and stumps, is strongly rec- 
ommendcd 'ahd proper systems of rotations 
should be followed. It is riot, safe to plant 
cabbage in too close successioii in the same 
ground. Lime is considered an excellent pre- 
ventive and is used extensively in the largest 
cabbage-producing districts. Some gardeners 
grow cabbage on the same ground every other 
year, but lime is used freely. The quantity ap- 
plied varies from twentyrfive on light land to 
seventy-five btisliels per^.aciie^ on heavy soil. 

The green cabbie worm', which is the 
larva' of Ihe white butterfly, so familiat to 
every farmer, is the most troublesome Ipf the 
insect pests attacking this crop. Various 
treatments arc used and recommended; as 
paris green, air-slaked lime, hot water, pyre- 
thrum or I^crsian insect powder, and several 
.patented insect destroyers. The powder known 
and sold by druggists as Slug Shot is inexpen- 
sive and entirely satisfactory. Applications 
are made by means of a bellows or powder' 
gun.-; i ■ ■■ .' ■ ■ 

The' well known cabbage maggot is a seri- 
ous enemy, sometimes. Serious, because if 
unchecked, the plants soon succumb, and if • 
combatted, considerable expense is involved. 
Prevention is the only practical course to pur- 
sue, and not knowing wh.ether the pest will 
make its appearance or not, protection is not 
generally given until too late. One practical 
method of prevention is to place a disc of pa- 
per or cardboard about the stems of the plant. 
These di.scs should be about two inches in di- 
ameter, with a slit cut from the margin to the 
centre. After transplanting, the cardboard is 
placed about the plant, and this prevents the 
maggots, which arc hatched from eggs deposit- 
ed on or near the plant at the surface of Uie 
ground, from going down to the roots. These 
discs may be made by cutting them from card- 
board, or building jfaper. either will answer the 
purpose, or they may be bought at a nominal 
price. -I 
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PROFESSIONS^FOR WOMEN. ' 

It is a sign of the times that one should be 
asked to take pen in hand and write on the 
trades, callings and professions now open,- or 
opening to women. 

A sign of the times, and, to those of m}' 
way of thinking, a good and hopeful sign ; since 
it indicates the change that has taken place in 
public opinion since the day, not so long ago, 

^ when the callings, trades and professions open 
to decent women could be summed up in the 
one word "marriage," when a girl whose broth- 
er was a budding carpente"r;*i5oldier^^-or doctor, 
.was, herself, just a girl. 

"And if it be a girl, she shall, wear a wed- 
ding ring!" Thus sang Henley; feeling, one 
,may; be sure,- that -there 'was tiothing more to 
be 'siVng' 6r- to 'be 'desired wi regard to the 
destiny of a human feniaie. The human female 
of today is getting to feel somewhat differently 
about this matter of her destiny. 11 er outlook 
upon life is disiinclly wider— ami more varied 
— by force of circumstances — she has grown up 
.to be something more than "just a girl." She 
is learning — amongst other things, to realize 
that it is not desirable,;^ on the contrary, is most 
undesirable to wear a wedding ring simply and 
solely because she can hit upon no other way 
of earning a living. She is quite aware that 
the word "woman." in the past, signified "wife 
of man," but she docs no* see why it should 
not conic to mean something more comprehen- 
sive in the future. 

Old-fashioned humanity, feminine as well 
as ma^sculine, niay (and often does) resent this 
new-born attitude of mind in her; but, in com- 
mon insticc, old-fashioned humanity should 
remember that it is an attitude of mind which, 
so far from being acquired from what I might 
call "sheer cusscdiiess," has been forced upon 
her by the changed coiulilions of the world m 
wdiich slie lives. In dealing with the question 
of woman's work outside her home — in dealing 
,\yith this question, of woman as a: trader} a pro- 

-fessional, or a factory hand — the one .cakUnal 
fact to be borne in mind is that she has-becomc 
a trader, a ])rofcssionaI or a factory-haTid' in 
order to earn her living; tiiat she has gone out 
into the world because the liomc, no longer 
supplied her with the means of existence, do- 
mesticity no longer afforded her the where- 
.withal to support life. - - 

With o.ne's mind cleared of rcanfji^entiment 
and prejudice, one sees tha:t wom'an'Aybrlcg^for 
the same reason as man: not because ^she pas- 
sionately enjoys the drudgery of daily toil; dor 
because she is possessed of an imnaturallv 
spiteful and unreasonable desire to "oust" her 
brother from his work but because she requires 
two or three meals a day, and a roof over her 
head, and because the vagaries of our climate 
and thCj. ejci^encies pf our civilizatipn vforbid 
her. tp'viraik' ajjqut- as Eye wal|ce;ri in J^den,. J, 

Systems" and' conditions change 'nioi^^^^ 
ly than ideas. Our industrial . system' is 'fast 

vabsorbing — has already largely absorbed — the 
occupations that once were carried on by wo- 
men in cottage and mansion alike ; ^-et we still 
cling to the belief that the family dwelling is 
a self-supporting institution. Our mothers 
brewed, baked and spun at home ; were weav- 
ers and chemists, preservers of meat and fruits, 
eachyhpugehold Avas, in reality, a srnallvfactpry 
iri itself.' 

The introduction of machinery, with the 
inevitable centralization and organization oi 
scattered industries that followed in its train, 
lias changed all that; the trades on which our 
mothers expended all their energies, and earn- 
ed their keep have been transferred to the fac- 
tory, the warehouse, the office and the shop. 
. and their daughters have followed, not because 
they found these institutions particularly en- 
ticing, but in search of daily bread. 

Often enough — generall)' — I should sa)' — 
they followed their trade with reluctance, of- 
ten were dri\-en to follow it with ic;irs; even 
today, when the shock of the first jjlunge is 
over, the working woman i'^ still in the transi- 
tion stage, 'still puzzled at ti'ues by the 
strangeness of her surroundings, still hampered 
at every turn, by the hoary and age-long tra- 
"dition, that her work lies only within four 
walls — the four walls of her home — empty of 
remunerative employment though these four 
.walls may be. 

But puzzled though .she he, she dare not 
'disobey the stern necessity that thrusts her 
out of her former sphere — thrusts her out that 
she may eat, and live. 

Here and there she hangs back — as is but 
natural, clinging to the old ideal — the ideal 
that marriage is the all-in-all of women, the 
ideal of charming helplcissncss. 

Here and there, and all too often, you still 
find a houseful of idle, or semi-idle girb, 
dawdling away the best and strongest years 
of their lives in a more or less hopeful occupa- 
tion — expectation, of a husband, and. nothing 
but a husband. 

iThis sort of existence may be all very well 
t — though ignominious — in families furnished 
."with all the good things of this world, in such 
sufficient manner as will enable them to pro- 
vide for all their women members in a manner 
that will rob unemployed spinsterhood of the 
terrors of poverty, ljut it is far from being all 
very well in family not so comfortably situated. 
In family vvhpse,;cpmfort and security depends 
upon the health"and well-being of their head, 
how hopeless cases like these! One of the 
most pitiable creatures alive is the middle-aged 
middle-class woman, brought up to such a life, 
•waited upon by servants in her youth, imbued 
from childhood with tiresome convictions of

inhabits the Pacific Ocean and the rivers that 
■ run. into its waters. .Why the naturalists 
••.'Should have dubbed these various salmons by 
the title Oncorhynclins instead of simply Sal- 
mo is more than the lay mind can understand; 
but, since they iiavc done so, it becomes the 
ordinary fisherman to. accept tlie name in a 
lumibic frame of mind, wiiile striving to do 
his best not to be unduly perturbed Avhen ap- 
proaching a likely looking river, rod in hand, 
by the thought that a creature with such an 
appalling patronymic is his prospective quarry, 
pncorhyrichtis of various kinds I have met

In the empire of ancient Xippon .T have met

trolling with a sleepy Japanese boatman, who, 
10 save iiiniself the trouble of watching his line, 
had a small hell attached to the end of his 
bamboo rod. which warned him by a timely 
ring whcnc\'er a fish had seized his bait. Then 
he woke up and struck; but more often than 
not the fisherman who relied upon such a 
hi^hiy civilised mode of angling, instead of 
tlie more primitive one of holding his rod in 
his hand, found that he had been deceived by 
a runaway ring. 

Let tis, however, leave Oncorh3-nchus of the 
land of the Mikado alone. I never caught a 
member of the Japanese family with a fly — for 
one reason, perhaps, because T never tried to 
do so. It was not many years ago accepted as 
art tenet that no Gncorliynchus on the Pacific 
cdast'of North America could be captured'with 
.anythiiig else.- than a spinning bait. As' for 
liis''taking a'fly-^oh, no; not to be heard of!

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bia, we have been assured oyer and over again 
that the' various salmons absolutely refuse to 
take a fly of an}- kind in the fresh water; oc- 
casionally they may be captured with a spin- 
ning bait, although even so but rarely. On 
the other hand, in the brackish estuaries of the 
mainland rivers, or in the salt water off the 
coast, any,number of fiue salmon can be caught 
with the spoon — ^thousands are so,; taken .yearly. 
It may be that in some of the smaller rivers, 
such as the Nimkish, they may take the fly. 
It is strange, if such is the case, that Mr. John 
Babcock did not distinctly mention this fact 
when writing about that river, in conjunction 
with the Cowichan on Vancouver Island, in 
his excellent illustrated re])ort written for the 
Government of British Columbia in 1908. Nev- 
ertheless, the Deputy Commissioner of Fisher- 
ies there remarks: "It is often stated that the 
Pacific salmon do not take the fly; but, hav- 
ing caught the fly, the writer feels justified in 
denying this statement." Further on in his 
report Mr. Babcock remarks that he has no 
doubt that if the same persistency were dis- 
played by anglers in fishing with the fly in 
British Columbia as is shown in rivers in other 
places, they would raise an equal number of 
salmon — that is to say, Oncorhynchus — "in the 
estuaries and rivers of British Columbia." 

liad I had an opportunity of meeting the 
Deputy Commissioner after the publication of 
his report I could have told him of an instance 
which would have proved him to be correct in 
this surmise. A year or two ago 1 had ;i 
friend, Mr. W. Walker, living at Frenchman's 
Creek, in Vancouver Island. This gentleman 
every vS'eptember, during the^ big run of cohoc 
salmon down the coast, fished in the sea with 
the fly well outside the point where that small 
"creek" or stream..runs into the salt water. His 
sport was sometimes magnificent. Upon one 
occasion he and one other person with him in 
his boat captured no less than fifty-two cohoes 
with the fly in one day. 

I was not lucky enough to be able to accept 
my friend's invitation to go and stay with him 
for. this grand sea fly fishing at the right time 
of the year, but I caught sea trout of various 
kinds in Frenchman's Creek when the stream 
was dead low, and also in the hottest of hot 
July suns rose and pricked, but did not hook, 
two cohoes to the fly in the tidal part of Eng- 
lishman's River, only three miles away. 

. I firmly believe that, bearing out Mr. Bab- 
cock's suppositions; jmany^a salmon ■could be 
caught with a fly in that beatitiful- little stream 
Englishman's River iafter a little rain and in the 



right season. It was so clear when I fished its 
seaward extremity that a pearl or a shilling 
could easily have been seen glistening on the 
bottom. The worst of it was that on the famous 
duck, marsh through which it flows to the 
sea the mosquitoes were so thick on that July 
day that I had to give up fishing and run lor 
my life to the higher ground nearer the village 
of Parkville, where there is now, 1 liear, a rail- 
wa}- station, on a line recently IniiU from the 
town of .Xan'iiinK'i, and being exiciuled to Al- 
berni, on tlie west coast of Vancouver Island. 

There .are' seve'ralmore small ri\-ers, such, 
for instance," as.' the .l^ig; and Little (Jualicuin, 
in this imm'«liate;yicinity,-up •all>-.of .J^Avhich 
Oncorhyiichus' •travcl.s''''in' couiitle'ss ' thon.sdiids 
at certain seasons, and a little further north 
again a most delightful stream is the Coiirte- 
nay, close to the heautifully situated town of 
Comox. These streams are of much the same 
nature as the rather laruer and famous Cow- 
ichan, wherein not only the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries and 1, but others also, have 
of late years- captured- Oncorhynchus of two 
varieties "vvith-the fly. ' ' - " 

A friend has recently asked my opinion pf 
the' reason why the Pacific salmon wiH rise i'o 
the fly in these small rivers Avhen they will not 
do so in the larger ones. The re;ison to nic 
seems to be that the larger mainland rivers are 
frequently huge, tearing torrents, ii]) Avhich 
the salmon has to fight his way foot by foot 
for hundreds of miles to his spawning grounds, 
the fish becoming ijattered to pieces and wear- 
ied out'in,thc,process and never being allowed 
the time to stop'' and! feed . . in comfort. The 
smaller strearhs, on the other hand, are much 



overshaded, abounding in insect life, wherein 
Oncorphyncluis can rest at his leisure and look 
about hiin Avhile still at but a short distance 
from the sea. Fe^eHilg. stilLfrefih,:a'nd:not^yet 
having lost his app'cf ite, as-1i'e seVs' tli'd' rium^ 
ous flies coming down on the top of the Avaiter 
he anniscs himself, or endeavors to satisfy his 
hunger, by gobbling them down like a trout, 
as I liave myself seen him do in the Cowichan. 
-Accordingly he will rise to the angler's lure, if 
it be not a fly of too large a descri])tion, talcing 
it for a variety of the natural insects upon 
which he has been regaling himself. Although 
he seems to be a greedy. feedcr, iipon the }'oung 
fry ill' these smaller rivers, and, I 'cpnsequently 
.i<5' very apt to take a small' spoon or' shining 
minnow, f have found him quite as readv at 
times to rise voraciously at the fly as is ever 
.Salmo salar. Such an occasion was one. de- 
tailed by me in a recent number of the Field, 
when I hooked two spring salmon and a cohoe 
in the sarne pool .pne after aiiother. Many a 
time have' I found the lordly solar far more 
"dour" than Oncorlu'iichus, and that, too, in 
good Scotch waters, in which the salmon were 
"fairly jostlin' one another," as the Irishman 
■said of the snipe in the bog. 

Speaking of salar, a good many fry of that 
si)ecies have been turned down into the ■ Cow- 
ichan of recent years, and some specimens arc 
supposed to have been caught. As ) 0,000 more 
.Atlantic salmon fry Avere enlarged near the 
outlet of Cowichan Lake during last October, 
the British Columbian fly fisher of the nc'ir 
future -may have; a . difficulty in distinguishing 
the species of fish that may rise to his lure. — 
V\ndre\v Haggard, in The Field; 



Superstition of Kaiser 

Emperor William has a ring he wears at all 
times Jind regards as his own peculiar talis- 
man, though few are aware of this fact. A' 
curious history is related of it. It is to the. .<?£-'. 
feet that ingthe^days of Elector^JohnJof^Bran--' 
dcnburg, one 1bf' the early Holieinzblierhs'^:^^ >^ 
toad entered that worthy's room one night and 
placed a small stone on the bed. The toad 
then disappeared, and ever since the stone, 
which has no real A'alue, has been treasured as 
one of the most precious possessions of the 
house of Hohenzollern. By the father of Fre- 
derick the Great it was set in a ring, Avhich 
since: that ftinieihas always adorned the. finger 
of 'the' he.id 'df t.theiifiojise;?-"" '• ■ - ■ 

The Emperoir*.^ha's.:;also another ring he 
highly prizes, Avhichs for centuries has been 
credited with supernatural power to protect 
its wearer from harm of an}' kind. 

The ring has a very 'romantic history, dat- 
ing from far-off days when his ancestors, the 
.Margraves of Nuremberg, followed their lead- 
ers to the' capture of the holy sepulchre ^^from* 
the Moslems. ■ The ring, Avhich Avas captured' 
in a hard fought battle under the walls of •Je- 
rusalem came into th.e possession of the Mar- 
grave Ulrich, from whom it has descended as 
a highly prized heirloom. The ring is of mas- 
sive gold, with a square, dark-colored stone, 
and is worn by the Emperor on the middle fin- 
ger of his left hand. The sentence from the 
Korcin that adorned the ringi when . worn . by 
Saladin and his successors has been removed 
and a Latin cross engraved in its jjlace. 

The Emperor has many pet superstitions. 
He has a horror of cats, and none is ever per- 
mitted to appear in his ])resence. At the time 
of his last visit to England all the cats at the 
castles he , was to visit were rounded up and,; 
sent into e.xile until he had departed. .': 

Whenever;;the Enipe^^ a fox he 

raises his hat. This is foUoAving a supersti- 
tious reverence which the peasant ; qfy^-North 
Germany has for Reynard, who is regarded so 
sacredly that his name must not he pronounc- 
ed, and he is alluded to by some euphemistic 
title, as "Blue Foot," or "He Who Goes to the 
Forest." 

The Emperor affects the agate, as this 
stone. iS/said to have the property of assuring 
its possessor long life, health, and prosperity. 

There exists in Germ.any a. superstition that 
the Empire Avill be overthrown Avhen the Em- 
peror has seven sons. William 11. has six. 
The- Emperor is always careful that the an- 
cestral cradle of the Hohenzollerns should be 
used tor each infant member of hi-s family in 
succession. This cradle is over two centuries 
old and is of.curiously-.carved black, ioalc-sv/It 
is. supposed to. protectrthc baby who sleeps in 
it from convulsionsi'g.nd.'^iiOther . childish ail- 
ments. i,\ 

A widely, prevalent superstition- in Ger- 
many IS that lead or iron bullets are powerless 
to kill or wound a Prussian monarch, and that 
it is only silver or gold that will prove effec- 
tive against them. 'Phis superstition Avas 
thought to have been confirmed in 1878 Avheu 
Nobiling attempted to assassinate Emperor 
William. When the bullet was removed from 
the body of the Empei-or it was discovered to 
be of silver. The Emperor recovered ; bufc it : 
was claimed that the bullet Avould not ' 'liave.-;: 
touched bun at all had it been of lead or iron...

It is said that ev^ryjiEhglishman loves a 
lord, but this dictum 'is-"at'-present notoriously 
"sub judice" and must riot be lightly debated. 
What is more certain is that most men, se- 
cretly it may be, adore a hero, and hero-wor- 
ship has been with us from our schooldays. 
There are very few people who would not give 
a good/deakt^i'be intimate terms with a 
great'maTi7 if not'as hi friend, then as his bio- 
grapher, or oven his valet; for wc do riot in the 
least believe the saying- ascribed to Mme. Cor- 
nuel (what did she know about valets?) and to 
a good many other people from Plutarch to 
the Prince de Condc. Many men have been 
heroes to their_y^alcts, and most (except Pope 
and Poe) tp their geographers. Yet, when one 
thinks'^pf ^it; i!^^ men oi-, the 

past^ iive'^dcl^icno:^^^^ iriti-' 
mately — that'"'-'- if he heard a speech 
quoted or 're'^d •'of an act ' we should ex- 
claim at once, with Barham's jackdaw, "That's 
him !" Real portraiture of character begins 
only with reminiscents. When people set about 
publishing their memoirs, recollections, journ- 
als, aijtobiographics, the dead came to life. 
Unhappily they began so late. How few of 
the great men even of Greece and Rome can 
we be said to know! Plutarch's portraits rise 
in splendid protest against this lament; but he 
could not be personally acquainted with all his 
, sitters, and it may be permissible sometimes to 
wonder how far he idealized. And for the 
fortes ante Agamemnona, those mysterious 
personages whose relics are being dug up ev- 
ery year in Egypt, Syria, Mesopotamia, those 
Hammurabi, Burnaburiash, Ribaddi, Kheunat- 
en, and even "Ozymandias, King of Kings," 
what >a hazy notion we have! AVe can judge 
of them a little by their public acts, and some- 
times their laws; we know the cut Df>" their 
beards; but the real man evades us. 

This is especially true of the Eastern man 
in all times. Oriental writers assume that 
"poor human nature" is the last tiling., one 
wants to. know about. Historians arid' bio- 
graphers of the East there have been in prq- 
fusiori since Arabic and Persian were written, 
but they are always more intent on recording 
what a man did than what he Avas ; and we 
know that it is not always possible to "know" 
men "by their fruits" — at least, a man's 
"fruits" may quite inadequately represent his 
full character^'^or rn&y be so described - as ; to ' 
misrepresent- ifl';' Is'! t^^ '7o"''n3^ • intiriie" " a 
"fruit"? Yet we kribw Amiel infinitely better 
than if we coulH- read an account of all his pub- 
lic acts — supposing that he did any. One of 
the few Orientals whom we seem to realize is 
Harun' al-Rashid ; but he owes his "visualiza- 
tion" to a story-book and a drunken poet, and 
it is a very one-sided picture they present. As 
a rule, Mohomed.an historians sum up people's' 
characters in set, formal phrases, aboiit as 
useful for psychological purposes as the rough 
division into sheep and goats; and it is rare to 
find an illuminating speech or deed. The Eas- 
tern hero in native histories is a deus ex ma- 
china, an apparatus; he acts, therefore he is; 
and all the time ■AYKit'.^ye '^^^ to know is 
what he thinks. ' ' ' . 

The result is that on the further side of the 
jSIediterranean we have hardly any personal 
friends among the great dead. Poets, it may 
be urged, surely reveal themselves. To fellow- 
Orientals, perhaps; seldom to Westerns. "VVc 
shall doubtless be confronted with the inevit- 
able Omar, but there could not be a worse in- 
stance. Even supposing that he wrote a twen- 
tieth of the quatrains fathered upon him, and 
that FitzGerald succeeded in preserving his es- 
sential meaning in the splendid paraphrase, " 
Avho shall say that we have Omar the man and 
'the thinker, and riot merely the artificial echo 
of the half-mystical, balf-sensual, and mainly 
agnostic ideas which were in vogue 'in Persia 
then and long before and after? The man him- 
self appears to have been chiefly interested in 
astronomy and the reform of the calendar ; not 
a very decisive index to ' character. • If poets 
fail us, much more are we at fault with states- 
men and leaders. We think we have some 
idea of Saladin, but how much of it is derived 
from the not indefeasible authority of "The 
Talismail"? Akbar we might know much bet- 
ter, for he had the inestimable advantage of 
being written about by a contemporary de- 
tractor as well as a panegyrist; and Aurang- 
zeb may be understood best of all; now that 
we have not only Bernier's but Manupci's vivid 
records, lately edited with unimpeachable 
scholarship by Mr. Irvine, to qualify the cloud 
of native witnesses. Of course, even with 
these, half the man's life is untold. In coun- 
tries where it has always been the height of 
indelicacy so much as to mention a wife to 
her own husband, the precious and very 
searching light that beats upon the marital 
throne- from the bright eyes of his most ex- 
lierienced critic is wholly extinguished. Yet 
there arc exceptions. One recalls the Mongul 
Princess Gulbaden's reminiscences of her fam- 
ily, and one cannot foryct another work in 
which women figure pron-iinently, though they 
do not speak for themse.j-\?es, the. famous "Me- 
moirs of Babcr." • ' 

Baber has been described as 'The Prince 
of Autobiographers." He was undoubtedly a 
prince, and eke an emperor, ffpyiTder' of . the 
long line of Great Moguls wlib' sat bri the' pea- ' 
cock throne at Delhi, and, for the most part, 
misbehaved themselves for three centuries, till 
the Mutiny ended them and "John Company" 
together. He was the only emperor who wrote 
his own life, but apart from such adventitious 
prestige ';;iieX;Stands high among autobiogra- 
phers" 'dn'-Kfe-'' dwh merits. His i\Iemoirs need 
no heraldic supporters. They have, of course, 
long been a classic among scholars. They were 
written at various intervals, partly from mem- 
ory, partly from notes, and sometimes immedi- 



ately after the experiences they record; and 
there is no doubt whatever that in their pre.s- 
ent form they are the very words of their au- 
thor. They were written in his native lan- 
guage, the eastern dialect of Turkish, but were 
translated as early as 1590 into Persian. They 
were translated into admirable English by the 
learned historiajir'of^ India, William Erskine, 
who used the materials left by Dr. Leyden, a 
brilliant Orientalist of Calcutta, completing 
them as far as lie was able from the Turki and 
Persian MSS. at his disposal ; and ever since 
the translation appeared in 1826 the Emperor 
Baber has been recognized as one of the most 
fascinating characters in Eastern history. 
There may have been others equally attractive, 
biit-we do.not know them. Baber .we jdo know, , 
because some happy inspiration led - him to tell 
the world about himself with a frankness and 
absence of all pose certainly unique in Orient- 
al, and rare indeed in any, literature. His au- 
tobiography has been compared to those of 
Rousseau and Gibbon; but there is little in 
common. Baber does not present any contin- 
uous self-analysis; he just. pours out his recol- 
lections, his experiences, his opinions, tells us 
of his temptations, his triumphs, and his fail- 
ures — "it was a senseless thintr to do" is one 
of his comnients on his ov./n doings — with 
amazing candor. There is nothing morbid or 
studied. 

"What strikes one most of all in his char- 
acter is his abounding vitality. One hears a 
great deal in the present day of our melan- 
choly loss of the old joy of life. No one surely 
ever enjoyed life with tnore sunny zest than 
13aber. It was a thoroughly healthy enjoy- 
ment of everything pleasant and beautiful and 
manly. Sensuous his nature was, but not 
sensual. He writes in honest disgust of the 
degenerate debauchery of his contemporaries. 
Oddly enough, for an Eastern, he cared little 
for women, and confesses that at nineteen he 
had "never conceived a passion for any wo- 
. man" and knew- nothing of "amorous dis- 
course." Though chivalrous to all women and 
devoted to those of his kin, and especially to 
his splendid old grandmother, of the lineage of 
Chingiz Khan, who was often a dominating in- 
fluence in his career, his wives played but a 
small part in his life. ' He was too manly to 
toy in a harem. On the other hand, he was a 
devoted father, and deliberately offered his 
■own life for that of his best-loved son Huma- 
yun, of whom we get this tender glimpse;: . ■ ' 
"I was just talking with his' ril'other 'about ' 
him, when he came in. His presence opened 
our hearts like rosebuds and made our eyes 
shine like torches. It was my rule to keep 
open table every day, but on this occasion I 
gave feasts in his honor and showed him every 
kind of distinction. . .J . i His conyersa-?- » 
tion. had.'an inexpressible charm, and he^real-?'* 
ized absolutely the ideal of perfect manhdbii;"' 
What he loved most was a big ride W a 
swim. When he was forty-six he notes with 
satisfaction, "I swam across the river Ganges 
for amusement. I counted my strokes, and 
found that I swam over in thirty-three strokes. 
I then took breath and swam back to the other 
side.- "I had crossed by swimming every river 
I had met, except only the Ganges." Or again, 
much younger, when the Jaxartes "was frozen^ 
at the banks but not in the middle, by reasofi'. 
of the swift current, I plunged in and dived 
sixteen times, but the biting chill of the "water 
cut through me." He could take a man under 
each arm and carry them round the battle- 
ments of a fortress, leaping the embrasures. 
He, often rode eighty miles a day in India. , He 
•had to ride pretty hard in his boyhood, when a , 
throne depended on the speed of a - horse. ' 
When he was fifteen (he had been a king^ bn' 
and off, since eleven) he had to ride three 
nights and two days, with but one rest, to re- 
gain his crown, and he won it by utter reck- 
lessness with a hacking of only 240 men. Twice 
in his teens he took Samarkand, the capital of 
his great ancester Timur, and twice he lost it 
again; and the breakneck gallops, and hand-to- 
hand fights, and wild adventures among the 
mountain shepherds with whom he sought ref- 
uge, make up a tale of derring-do such as one 
never dreams of outside romance. Baber was 
compact of pluck, and he admirerl courage be- 
fore all things. lie shrewdly rcniarked of a 
certain khoja, or holly men, that "he was a 
wonderfully brave man— ;which is no mean 
proof of saintship." He took violent dislikes, 
and his brilliantly witty "thumbnail" sketches 
of his courtiers and contemporaries are often 
far from complimentary. Of all men he most 
loathed a coward, and of one such he records 
that "he had not the ph\ck to face a barn-door 
fowl," yet had blinded and murdered the sons 
of his benefactor; so Babcr cur.sed him, and 
when he cursed he did not do it by halves: 

"Every day to the Day of Judgment may a 
hundred thousand curses light on the head of 
the man who does treiichery so' black; let all' 
who hear of this deed of Kluisrau Shah pour 
out curses on him; for he who hears of such 
work and curses not is himself accursed." 

Yet this man of violent rages, restless ambi- 
tions, immense activities, had the soul of a 
poet and a nature-lover. He would sit down . 
in the middle of the worst catastrophes of his 
che^quered career and compose a quatrain; it 
seemed to do him good, for he never lost heart, 
however black his prospects looked; or how- 
ever fickle his followers. But nature was his 
chief solace. How he loved flowers and color 
and fruits! At Kabul he knew every bird and 
flower; he can lasso herons and make fish 
drunk and haul them in in shoals, for he lived 
before the refined age of the dry fly. He de- 
lighted in the "Garden of Eaithfulncss," with 
its lakeS) embosomed among pomegranates 
and orange trees, and the ground covered with 
clover, "the very eye of beauty" ; or the "Three 



..Friends' Eou ntain^^^f where the plane, the oak, 
and the flowering Judas tree grow together: 
"When the arghwan flowers are in bloom, the 
yellow mingling with the red," he cries, "I 
know no ,plat:^^qri earth to compare with it," 
Like the friendrpf''-Th^^ — ; 
"I know what white,' what purple fritillaries" — 
Baber could tell all the flora of the Kabul val- 
ley; and when parched in the heats of Hindu- 
stan he longs for the never-forgotten home: 
"The other day they brought me a musk mel- 
on; as I cut it up, I felt a deep bomc-sickness 
and sense of exile. .■- . .1 could not help 
weeping." 

He chose the loveliest spots for his revels. 
Indeed, a beautiful view was made:.. ajfreiqugnt 
excuse for a carousal. Yes, it must^'b'e'^lidmit- 
ted that Baber caroused. Like so many who 
have the divine gift of "the joy of living," the 
men of the sunny nature, he drank deep. He 
relates with his usual delightful naivete how 
abstinent had' been his youth, how the hanker- 
ing began ; and ,.then,t af.ter.;i.a;.:gap^in ,the,.;Mc- 
moirs, we find him' in 1519 'a full-blowri toper. 
,/We are riot sure that we do not like him the, 
better 'for' this one frailty. A famous Oxford " 
professor said of another don, "I should like 
him more if he had been once drunk !" Baber's 
wonderfully realistic — but never coarse or in- 
decent — descriptions of ' his orgies are scarcely 
edifying, one mpst confess; but they are not 
squalid. He insisted -,that his guests should 
carry their wine like gentlemen, anct was much 
annoyed if thej' grew rowdy. At least he 
could always resist temptation when his army 
needed him or work was to be done ; and how 
magnificent was the final "gran rifiuto", when, 
standing in front of his 'army, before the great 
ba.ttle ;with Rana Sanga, which decided the 
fate of India, he sent for all his golden drink- 
ing cups and smashed them in pieces: "I re- 
nounce wdne," he said, "and purify my soul." 
Twenty-five years before he had written, "I 
could never bring myself to break my word," 
and he kept it now. He never touched wine 
again. Truly this was a man.

It is a curious fact 
that he has more of the folk-songs than tfie 
young men who have remained at home: "He 
has intimacy with the old life, for the reason 
tliat in America he lives amongst the people of 
his village; he remembers songs, anecdotes and 
characters, because h,e has had no new mental 
or emotional experiences. 

A stranger in the house, a girl who is an in- 
structress in lacemaking, ventures on the re- 
mark that people should strive to. stay in Ire- 
land. Petef'Hanlon turns on her. "Why 
would anyone stay here? There isn't potatoes 
and salt for the people. There is nothing here 
hut starvation." He rises and throws open the 
door._ "Do you see the lights below? I mind 
the time when there were dozens of lights 
where there are only three or four now." He 
speaks angrily, as if he had a grievance against 
Ireland, and were glad of the loss of its popu- 
lation. To suggest that there are possibilities 
in the country is to detract from his success. 
Men like Peter Hanlon come back amongst a 
people who knew them as barefooted boys run- 
ning the roads, and they feel that their super- 
iority must be unquestioned. They think of 
Ireland 'as a stepmother who starved and de- 
graded them. They think of America as a 
country that aroiises their will and their strong- 
est capacity. To them Ireland is a" futile' little 
island subject to a people more foreign to 
Irish-America than Germans, Poles or Hun- 
garians. They think that the people of Ireland 
live on doles from American relatives, and that 
their political movements arc mere excuses for 
getting contributions from the States. Peter 
Hanlon is angry that he should be challenged 
amongst the peasants. He. goes into the ,rqom 
and is joined by the other "Yank," his cousin 
They sit down to a silent game of cards. 

Meanwhile the life, of the little cabin goes ■ 
on. Michael, Peter's young brother, sits on the 
settle, occasionally joining in the talk. ]-fe is 
a soft-looking young man who spends his life 
on the little farm. The fields are so small that 
a plow^ cannot be used on them, and all the la- 
bor has to be dbne ,-with Michael's spade. Out 
of the cold of the* evening two little girls come. 



They, are the grandchildren of 'the old woman. 
Barefooted, they have been, herding the covfs 
along the empty road. Now the cows have 

. come home and the children sit down to the 
warmth and gaiety of the evening. More visit- 
ors come to fill up the little place ; two of the 
girls arc "Yanks." They have loud voices, and 
they mix American slang with their,::Irish^:and. 
English. Their speech and riianners are'iiri iiir. 
trusion, but these girls are devoted daughters 
and sisters whose earnings have kept homes to- 
gether. The devotion of the emigrant — a devo- 
tion to family, not to country — shows best in 
the women. The girls are anxious to talk with 
the teacher, lind their conversation reveals an 
extraordinary ignorance of Ireland. They are 
interested to hear that Dnblin.has a;pbpulatipn 
of some hundred thousands, tliat the stfeets 
are paved, that electric cars riin -in the citj'. 
They know something of American institutions 
and American history, but of Irish ideals and 
Irish history they know nothing. One of the 
girls has read about Robert Emmett in an Am- 
erican newspa55!r.;?!Parnell' an<f Daniel O'Con- 
nell are naitnes to them'. The .*f Yank" girls, are 

■ less., youthful than girls of the sai^e.age .wi^P 
May a-t'fibirie. They look worn. ' Marijr'of fftem 
who come on a visit are anxious to marry iand 
settle at home. Their savings make a fortune 
larger than the dowries that go with the daugh- 
ters of the smaller farmers, biit in spite of their 
dowries the young men do not regard them as 
desirableAmatches. Their life in America has 
aged theni,' and they have come to dislike the, 
crudeness of the farm. , The girls, servants in, 
good American houses', have an, effect on the, 
domestic economy of the country. They bring 
in better cookery, and they initiate, better 
household arrangements. Generally, on their 
return, they bring a, brotherV,;'br ..sister^ w 
them. .:; ,4;;,:. ■ -■ ^ " ' . . 

Meanwhile the "Yanks" are six weeks from 
September, when they return on the big liner. 
The girls contrive to amuse themselves, but to- 
wards the end they become restless -for, the 
start. The men attend the. fairsiiarid markets,- 
and -in the intervals try to givethemsel-ves the 
illusion that the village public-house is a New 
York saloon. Peter Hanlon stays in his mo- 
ther's cabin, and sometimes he tries to evoke 
an interest in the turk and the pigs. He stands 
iri one of the little fieldsj behind a wall.of looscf 
I3' piled stones, a heavy look on his^face,^

From a shoemaker's bench' to' the' higKest 
seat in the land, next the king, is in brief .the 
career of Carl Theodbr Zahle, the new. -.'pre-, 
mier of Denmark, And his achievement is 'paf-r'; 
allelcd by several of his colleagues in"Pen-:' 
mark's first radical ministry. ' ' ' ,' '' 
Zahle is a shoemaker's son. He was born 
in 1866 .jn a little room behind his father's shop, 
in an.bldj redTtiled h^ tP'wn o| 

Rosicild'eJ' Zahie's pareri^^^^ only a few 

rooms on the. ground floor. One door opened 
on the street, the other on the "gaard" or cob- 
bled court, where Theodor played. The father 
was a public-spirited man. In the long winter 
evenings a group of friends smoked their clay 
pipes in the shop and listened while the auto- 
crat of the shoemaker's bench held forth on the 
iniquities of the Conservative government. 
The boy listened eagerly. He borrowed 
scraps of leather from the shop and arranged . 
them out in the court in the form of parlia- 
ments. When he began to read he chiefly was 
interested in newspapers and books of history. 

Theodor early learned the shoemaker's 
trade, and assisted his father out of schooi 
hours. At the age of eleven he entered the 
Roskilde Latin school. He had plenty of 
stimulating surroundings. Roskilde once was 
the capita.Lof,I)enmark; .a^ the Latin; schooL 
is under' the siiidbw bf the great cathedfal. 
The boy lost interest in shoemakers' lasts, for 
his heart was in his books. A farmer uncle pre- 
dicted that the king would some day need 
their Theodor. So the family put their heads 
and purses together and sent the boy up to the 
university in Copenhagen to study law. His 
college career was successful. In 1890 he 
was admitted to the bar, and eventiially to: the 
higheir' courts, and he riow; is head^of.'ai lEiw 
firm.- ■ - ■ , . ' .' -■■ ;-■>■;.■■'■'>,"<■• 

But politics always have 'been Zjiitlc's rul- 
ing passion. In college days he was noted as- 
a debater and a vigorous exponent of Radical 
ideals, and he was one of the founders of "The 
Student League," which, with the newspaper, 
Politiken, is one of the two great organs of 
Danish radicalism. In 1895 he was elected 
to the Lower House of Parliament, and be- 
came, in the course of . years, the leader of his 
party. At the end of October, 1909, he brought 
about the overthrow of Count Holstein's com- 
promise ministry, and the king called upon 
Theodor Zahle to form Denmark's first Radi- 
cal government. Zahle is the youngest premier 
Denmark ever has had. 
;:j'Hi^y^ifeha^ibee good help to him; even 
in the 'earning of bread.

Those who w-ant fish lor 
food can get all they want in the sea without 
any difficulty, and without any fear of deplet- 
ing the stock. The Cowichan is a river with a 
reputation to sustain on two continents ; any- 
one who doubts this has only to keep a watch- 
ful, eye oui; the! principal sporting papers, and 
he will soon doubt it no longer. This is a repu- 
tation which it is to the interests of the Island 
to sustain, and witli reasonable fish protection 
it will easily take care of itself. 

The goose is a Avily bird. j\Iany a time has 
he filled us with exasperation, and also with a 
grudging admiration for his wiliness and skill 
in deluding and eluding us. There is a young 
sportsman in town who has been kicking him- 
self at .intervals ever since last vSunday. He 
ran up against the wiliest of the old-lime 
honkers resident in British Columbia. It was 
up Deadman's river where he was out with 
dog and^.^im in the hopes of bagging a stray 
widgeon or mallard, .and, as he came rather, 
suddenly round a bend, he found .himself with- 
in easy range of a" wily old'goose who was en- 
joying a siesta on -a nic'e grassy spot on the 
opposite bank of the stream. 

Tiic hunter^was taken aback. by the suddcn- 
ncss^of th'e i-enc'ontrc, which was so utterly at' 
variance with his experience of the goose 
tribe' that he could hardly credit his senses.; , 
still , there was the' goose, big and unmistak- 
■-'■ih\^y!x\-%6rk€t^^yii th'e' ■other Iiand/'felt 
ash'&tli'^d^to"' life;* (faiight napping, but, Vvhetf lii ' 
wa:^-£tWalt^!\Vas very wide awake indeed, and 
by no i^ieiuis rattled. .Mr. Hunter's wit;-, were 
comparatively slow, lie reasoned with him- 
self that that honker should have taken lo his 
wings the instant he made I'.is ap])earance 
round the corner; that was undoubtedly the 
right thinjg for it to. have; .done, if it were a 
wild 'goose, aiid wouldn't 'lie' just have soaked 
,,iit;--if. it 'had.' Mr. Ilonker knew this \vell 
VenoiVgh^'-he' knew that he had to deal with a 
good sportsman, as, if it were otherwise, he 
would have hc.cn plugged sitting before even 
he . had had time to tliink. Having so far 
escaped, he reasoned to-himself that, if he con- 
tinued to sit', M would be safe for the, time be- 
ing, and must trust to luck to guide him out of 
the ■ scrape as developments took place. IMr. 
Hunter was firmly convinced by this time that 
he must he a tame grey goose, and was con- 
gratulating himself on not having committed a 
"faux pas" and 'soaked some farmer's pride. 
Still it riled him to see that goose sitting there 
so ,quie.tly,and->ap{)arently unconcerned, and he 
decided to move it. For this purpose he leant 
the trusty weapon against a tree and searched 
for a stone or stick witli wiiich to rouse it. Mr. 
Honker duly noted tliat Mr. Hunter's search 
took liim some paces from the gun; he wait- 
ed for the missile and. as the aim was good, he 
decided that the time had arrived for a dis- 
creet retirement, which he effected not witii 
the. ungainly harnyard ■waddle expected by 
Mr. Huiiter, but with "the strong, swift aerial' 
flight which the aero])ianists have yet to imi- 
tate. He knew to an inch .the range of ihe 
shotgun and he ■\yas well outside it before Mr.

— Any farmer owning domestic geese 
in that vicinity is warned to put tags on them, ■ 
as that hunter thinks that honker may come 
back' some day to the same place, and anything 
lie sees there from now on that looks like a 
goose will be shot first and examined foi' signs 
of domesticity afterwards. 

By the way, if that luinter had ijecn a little 
more experienced he would have known that, 
though. untasual, it docs sometimes happen that 
one comes acros^ ja' single wild goose in this . 
Avajv'-wljether it' is that it is wounded or tired 
from a long flight, and thus sejiaratcd .froiiv 
'the main body, or possibly suffering from an' 
attack of acute apiiendicitis from over-eating. 
Old-time mcmljers of the old gnu club have 
jjrobably recf)llectioii of a somewhat similar 
incident in connection with one of liie sliool- 
ing matches which they used to hold. It was 
long years agy, before the buildi;ig ljtporn,jaiid. 
the practiceiwa.'; -for two teams to be made up 
and. forj the'-mciTibers to hunt for the day two 
and twoi' oiie from each team, so as to kee|> 
tabs on each other. F.ach species of game 
counted so many points. Twcj of the contest- 
ants had been on a long hunt without cither 
ihayiiigH scored any siih^staritial£; niiniber of 



jioints, and were on their way home through 
what was then the farm land nairs^!^J$£: 
t'oint and the Fairfield estate, vvhen ■ the- sirii-' 
ultaneouslyespied'avgopse^sitting on the grass.

take he had nearl)' made. Closer they came 
and closer, until the honker took to flight. 
"Tame goose be d — d 1" shouted team A's 
man. But it was too late ; iDcforc the words 
were out of his mouth the other's gun had 
barked and team B claimed the unmistakable 
wild gposfc, which ■ cotiiited top - marks and 
gave them the victory.' ■ ; ! ■

The danger of speedy' externiindtion which 
threatens the Vancouver Island wapiti or 
"elk,'' is a subject which has been touch- 
ed on more than once in this col- 
unm. Reports frequently reach this of- 
fice of the scarcity of not , only the bulls, 
but also the calves. The one is a natural corol- 
lary of the other. Sportsmen and others, par- 
ticularly the others, have killed off so many of 
the bulls that there arc not enbugH' left to af-' 
ford the natural and necessary protection 
needed by the calves from their natural ene- 
mies, the wolves. The wolves know better 
than to attack the bulls, but, when the cows 
drop their calves, then it is, that they need the 
protection of the lords of 'thcdierd, and, if there 
are none of these lords to give it,thc calves fall 
an easy prey to the vermin. 

A few days ago a Victoria gentleman inter- 
ested in these matters came into the office 
with corroborative evidence after a trip up the 
West Coast. In conversation with two local 
hunters and guides he had been told by them 
of the sad state of things, they giving him in- 
stances of having seen as many as twenty.^ alld^ 
more cows in different places! and at different 
tinies without a single calf amongst them. 

Let the hunters 'leave the elk alone , alto- 
gether for a term of years over all the Island, 
and let them tax their skill in hunting the 
wolves, which are far harder to get, and which 
nia'|<e "v'.ery hanc^gpme ..tr'ophies:^''!^ every wolf 
killed helps .'th'e 'gdpd].QSv:ork. elk 
haye vanished. Vatic;btryeif^Slian^^^ last 
claim to lie a big. game huritdr's;'grdt^^^^^^ 
are not just hearsay scares, thd iianVc.s,pf'ithe' 
informants are here, they are men who knoAV 
what they are talking about and are genuinely 
interested in the prevention ot sucii a calaniitv 
as the extinction ot the Vancouver Island

LAND ' . 

H. and -I had decided to get otf on August 
I r for a hunting trip up the river, but it rained 
hard on that date, also the following dav. 
However, the 13th dawned bright and clea'r. 
We got our stores packed aboard our two 
canoes, then strung them out behind one of 
the motor launches; H. rocked the flywheel 
and away we went, steaming down Grand 
Lake to the mouth of Sandy River, which is 
about four miles distant from the Bungalow, 

There was a biggish lop on the lake, but on 
entering the river all was still. W'c luiffed 
along up stream for about nine miles, seeing 
several ducks, such as golden eye and black 
duck, or dusky mallard (Anas obscura). Ar- 
riving at the first rapid we drew the motor up 
on to the shallow and there left her. At this 
rapid we found a party of Americans busy with 
the trout; -we soon left them behind, and 
climbed four more rapids. At the fifth we de- 
cided to catch some trout for tea, and were not 
long before wc landed eleven nice fish ; several 
grilse were rising, but we did not succeed in 
hooking one. 

Afttn- crossing Little Deer Lake, a nice 
sheet of water of about 90 acres, we again en- 
tered the riven and ascended Sandy Rapid, 
and on coming to Sandy Lake found a big sea 
running, so decided to postpone crossing this 
large and exposed sheet of water until the wind 
and waves abated; in the meantime wc pad- 
dled up a tributary stream, and there did some 
fishing, but without imich success, as wc only 
landed one trout of about i lb. weight. 

'J'owards evening the wind dropped a little, 
and we paddled the five long miles across 
.Sandy Lake, landing at the mouth of Birchy 
llrook. We pitched our tent in a charming 
and well-sheltered place; here we found poles 
and pegs all ready chopped, also a consider- 
able quantity of firewood, A camping ground 
like that, with all the comforts of home, suited 
II. and I down to the ground, and whilst he 
cut spruce twigs for the beds T cooked tea, 
trout being the principal dish ol the repast. 

Next morning wc were awakened at dawn 
by .the whistle of -ducks' pinions as they flew 
over the tent A- yellow shank was uttering its 
load note from a sand bar at the mouth of the 
river, whilst a brood of young mergansers 
were industriously diving a little farther out in 
the lake. Except for these sounds everything 
else was hushed, with the hush which is oiilv 
found in the depth of the wilds. 

We soon had breakfast under way, then to 
strike camp audi stow the gear into,. tlvq .canpe.s. 
was the work of but a few minutesl:;'SThen-^we" 
began the ascent of Birchy Bropk,' a, .pretty^ 
stream winding its way through marsh, forest, 
and ponds, .-\fler going up stream for about a 
mile, we decided that it would he as well to 
get a salmon for the pot, so I stopped at a 
likely looking , bit of water, whilst IL went .on : 



round a bend to another good place. The teles- 
copic steel rod was 'sopn,;acljusted. and about 
• the, fifthx cast a nice:little;salrnon fastened 011 
to,.the?silyer^d good ritns p 

and^lea'ps*I;^tVcceeded 

what m}' partner and I arc capable of consum- 
ing in the way of fresh salnion,_FthbugHt-^^^^^^ 
advisable to get yet another fish, and very 
soon hooked a lively grilse, which gave con- 
siderable fun before he came to the gaff. 

After this I paddled along to my friend, 
and found that he had landed there. three nice 
salmon and , lost; another; /jv^ end of the pool 
on which lie w'as' fishing was shallojpr, and 
there wc could see dozens of salmon. .lyingjoii 
the gravelly bottom ; every now and agaihi^dnie ' 
of them v.'ould fling itself out of the yji-aiit'io 
drop back with a loud splash. 

AVe ;igain iiaddled on. winding onr way 
through a thick forest of hircli, spruce, and 
pine, standing up dead and grey, having been 
stricken some years ago by the fire fiend. After 
jiassing through this the river widens out into 
the first seal pond; this is, dotted,- with islands, 
and a goodly array of rocks' how above the 
water. A narrow channel divides the first seal 
]iond from the second. We chased a young 
great northern diver in this jjond, for some 
time, but these expert divers are not olten 
caught, and this one was no exception to the 
rule. 

On entering the river again wc had swift 
water to paddle against for some distance. Sal- 
mon were rising ahead of us all the time, but 
we did not halt until we arrived at Tea Pond 
Steady; here the river qitietens down for sev- 
.,1 eral Jmndr^id yards, and is a grand place for 
salmon incl big trout. • .After getting our rods 
out H. soon hooked a largish fish, which after 
a few rushes and jumps broke away. Just be- 
fore he lost it I hooked one, and after a short 
fight landed it; then II. got another, which 
also came to hand, I lost two more fish, and H. 
landed a-. 3 :lb,f trout, a beautifully shaped cock 

fish.t,, . • ■ . . • 

. AVe again embarked, ai^d - after paddling 
through. Tea Pond entered the first Birchy 
Lake. Birch}' Lakes run approximately cast 
and west, and consist of three lakes about 
eighteen miles long by one mile wide : they are 
situated in a magniticeiit valley, the hills on 
either side rising from the water's edge, the 
slopes being clad with pine, spruce,. :fir, larclv,.- 
and birch. No lumbermen have ever disturbed 
,:ithis;splitudc. 's • ^.^'.^-fl;-/' 

i{ -Tlie wind being fresli/.cnjoytng th'e.scenery 
;■! and sunshine ; in fact, Jt.-was sorry when wc 
. : eventuall}' came to the end of the lakes. Here 
'■we pitched camp at tho nunith of Sheffield 
Brook. We had a glorious feed of salmon, af- 
ter which, whilst H. fished at the mouth of the 
brook, I salted the ones wc had caught on the 
wav up. H. landed one grilse and five trout, 
the latter avera^ingjS Ibi-'each;. ' - '^^--rt 

iSext day was hot 'a'hd'Siuiny,' biit a'stiff'^ 
wind was blowing; wc spread our blankets on" 
the shingle out of the wind and basked in the 
sun. keeping a sharp look-out along the shores 
of the lake all the time in hopes of seeing bear 
or caribou, and during the afternoon H. spotted 
a young stag walking along the water's edge 
over on the other side of the lake. W'e put off 
in a canoe, but "befprc' \"irb got iiear he tqgk to 
the woods, and . wc 'skw_'''hini no more. ' The 
wind dropped abouf;'6'p;."i-- J"'"* ^">'c packed up 
and started back along, tlie lake, and had not 
gone far when some geiise honked ofi in the 
distance; we ceased paddling and waitcd. In a 
few seconds three geese come over the "trees 
and were close over H. before they noticed 
him. Making the best of this error on their 
]5art he pulled down a right and left, the third 
bird, giving me a long chance, was winged b}' 
a B.B. shot and flppped ;.intp the lake, where 
after a good chase 'we managed to catch him. 
It was dark by the time wc reached the foot 
of Mouiit Seemore, and avc had some difficulty 
in locating the camping place, hut found it 
eventually, and after getting things fixed wc 
had a grand banquet by the light of a roaring 
camp fire ; we turned into our sleeping bags 
feeling at peace with all the world, and knew 
nothing more until dawp unclosed our eyes. 
Owls may have saluted our camp fire, savage 
eyes may have glared at us sleeping- there; 
but we reckc'd not of them ; we Avere, as PI. 
says, "using the sleep which is only to be 
found in 'the silent places.' " 

\^'e woke to \-iew a gorgeous sunrise, which 
'laiiUed the hilltops a beautiful pink; an early 
rising osprey was wheeling on powerful pin- 
ions o\'er the mirror-like lake, whilst a great 
northern diver woke the echoes with his weird 
chuckling laugh. . s. - 

After breakfast we decided- to climb up 
Alount Seemore,. and from that elevated posi- 
tion get a general idea of the surrounding 
country. Seemore is steep, hut forest fires 
have cleared off the timber and made the as- 
cent (]uite easy, and wit were soon on the liigh- 
est ]ioiiit enjo)-ing a inagiiitieent \ie\v over 
miles and miles of wild country. Away to the 
southwest lay Gran^ Lake, looking huge, and . 
silvery, backed b}' its fringe of hills; to the 
west was Sanely Lake, less huge but vcr}- beau- 
tiful; to'thc east -was the sea in Xotre Dame 
P)ay, whilst the country in our iminetliate vi- 
cinity was dotted witli smaller lakes, marshes, 
hills, and forest. On a rocky peak not more 
than half a inile away from us was a doe cari- 
bou standing out bold and distinct against the 
clear 'sky. Near to us was a beautiful little 
^lake'full of limpid water, through which, the 
rocks at the bottpmicotildjw^^^clea^ 
though they were fully 'iS-ft!:'b6|pwOT^ 
numbers of small trout were swinimhig about. 
We jHit up two good strong broods of :grouse 
from a patch of stunted spruce growihg close 
to the edge of the lake. 



It was about i p.m. when wc got back to 
camp. After eating lunch wc packed up and 
started down stream again, and had just en- 

, tered - the second Birchy Lake when H, spotted 

.' a canbbulcpming along the shore towards us. 
Wc d in and waited ; the caribou was 

walking - just ill the shallow water, and was 
making considerable noise splashing along 
with its large hoofs. I noticed that it held its 
nose right on the surface of the water, and the 
motion of its feet splashed it every time it 
took a step.. I fancy caribou are in the habit 
of doing; this..:in.prder: to prevent in a measure 
the green-eyed ciribou fly from getting dnto 
their nostrils. The animal came up to within 
30 yards of us, when PI. made the surrounding 
woods and hills roar and echo to the boom of 
the -I5.90 Winchester; the caribou simply curl- 
ed up dead on the spot. It did not take long- 
to skin and joint the beast, and we were .soon 
under way again, and paddled on to Tea Pond 
Steady, where we landed arid pitclled^•camp for? 
the night."'' 'Whilst 'H. cooked' tea"'-=Iigathered 
about a gallon of fruit; blueberries, dcAvberrics, 
and Indian pears were growing in-^pV^fusion,- 
and wc had a grand dessert to follow a sumpt- 
uous meal of salmon and wild goose. Several 
ducks and mergansers went humming past as 
we were sitting there, ami tracks liowed where 
a bear had been berry picking since we were 
here last. After tea we fished just ..ii>., front o£ 
the tent, getting two salinon and a large 'trout 
'Phil following morning wc packed up. and 
started home. On our way down the river-we 
halted, and whilst H. fished I opened some 

■ freshwater muscles in hopes of finding a valu- 
able pearl, but only got one poor specimen. 
During this .short halt H. landed three salmon. 
We got as far as Little Deer Lake that even- 
ing, where ;'we camped, and from there to the 
liibtbr boat next riiorning did tiot tiake long, as 
.■wcdiad the rapids to help us on our way. Once 

• on 'board the' motor, -\vith the engine puffing 
away, the banks of the river seemed to fairly 
slide past, and we arrived at the Bungalow 
safe and sound, with a bountiful supply of fish, 
flesh, and fowl.--J. R- Whitakcr, in Field. .

CAPERCAILLIE IN- A RUSSIAN FOREST 

Although the idea of shooting birds during 
. the. breeding season was repugnant to me, I ac- 
.. ceptedsan, invitation to. spend. the .mpntlj.iOi 
" April 'iii a RusVsian forest for the purpose - of 
shooting capercaillie. Having arrived at the 
town which was nearest to the shooting, wc 
found ourselves obliged to travel the last thirty 
miles upon rough ponies, for the roads were 
impassable for ""vehicles of any kind, even 
sledges being unable to get through the com-,, 
])ound of mud, slush, and snow which formed 
what was calIec|;the. roadi-^,Mne;afte^^ ^ 
crawled along,, the track seeming to get worse 
:^as -wer.pene.tratckl into the heart of the forest, 
t'thc' jdltirig of the ponies becoming at, last al- 
most unbearable, as they floundered painfully 
along. At length, just as I had begun to think 
I could stand it no longer, we sighted the 
shooting box, hidden away in a dense clump 
of ]iinc trees. Having reached our destination, 
I insisted upon at least one.vnight_pf',unbrokeiu 
sleeji to make up for the horrors''of 'the- roiite, 
but it was decided.that upon 'the second night 
we should make our fihst excursion after caper- 
caillie, which were said to abound there, for 
the nights were, as our host said, perfect for 
the sport, being neither moonlight nor yet 
pitch-black, nor were they too cold. 

Accordingly upo'n the following evening we 
startedji >vith t\yp wildrlooking keepers, for the 
part of 'the .forest where a nightly "tok", or ' 
tournament, of the birds was held, and where 
we had to take up our positions before eleven 
o'clock, since the birds would begin their chal- 
lenging at the first streak of dawn. After sev- 
eral hours' struggling we reached a small 
open space, where a huge fire had been pre- 
pared, round which wc settled ourselves to get 
in ain.hour^or twg of sleep before ,tlie starj-'^yas 
matlfe' ' ■ ' ■ 

After what seemed to me only a few min- 
utes' rest we were roused, and had to set forth. 
How the keepers found their way in the black- 
ness of the niglit I cannot imagine; but they 
went slowly forward, through puddles of half- 
melted snow and deep mud, along the tracks 
towards a part of the forest where the tourna- 
ments took place. All the way they were 
evidentl)'' listening intently, and at last, before 
I could detect the faintest streak of dawn,- one 
of the keepers touched my arm. I listened in- 
tently, at first I could hear nothing, but eventu- 
ally i heard the faint "tok" of the male caper- 
caillie in the distance, which sounded like two 
pieces of wood being strucl: together, and al- 
most immediately afterwards this was repeat- 
ed. The bird which. iitte?e4r the ■sound ^was 
perched upPn the uppe^'Brstrich of a tall pine 
tree, and was challehgingj'; and presently an 
answering challenge #as'keard. Tim Pinn who 
accompanied us signed to me to follow, and 1 
proceeded accordingly. When a ca|iereaillie 
has challenged several times, his tail spreads 
out fanwise, lie lowers his wings and head, 
moving the latter from side to side, during 
which moment he utters a trtU like{that of a- 
linni^t, 'and it is during this utteranc^ tfiat one 
is able to surprise the bird, for during those 
few niomeiils a rush of blood to his head rcn-^' 
ders him temporarily deaf and blind. It is at 
such time that the advance is made, but must 
not be continued for an instant after the trill 
is endc'd, or the bird will take alarm. W'c ad- 
vanced, therefore, cautiously step by step, 
never more than nine or ten paces being made ' 
at a time, and sometiriics it was necessary^ to 
remain for some minutes half frozen in a deep, 
snowy jjool waiting for the next trill to begin : 
but at last patience was rewarded, and right 
above me, as I stood under the -tall pine, I

could see a black jiatcli, which I knew was the 
capercaillie. I fired at once, and down: he. 
came tumbling to the ground. 

At first I thought that the .sound of the 
loud report would startle the rest of the birds, 
but- it was not so. ( Froi^i. tree, after tree carne 
the sounds of capercaillie challenging each 

, other, for this "tok" was a specially good one, 
and the birds abounded here. I went from 
tree to . tree in the faint dawn, always advanc- 
ing in the same way, guided by the Finn, who 
could find his way between the trees and 

i7ampng.s.t ,. the. ' dense undergrowth, where wc 
knew the hens were hidmg and listening to the 
males above. , , 

Before daylight came wChad .secured sev- 
eral fine birds, and then I would shoot no more. 

• It was pleasure enough to watch these fine 
birds as the light began to lall upon their 
glossy plumage, which shone gold and green 
under its rays; indeed, in their native haunts 
and;,in all : the glory of their spring: plumage 
they look ver}' different from the- birds which; 
present so draggled an appearance'iwhen' hang- 
ing outside a poulterer's stall. 

As the light in the forest became stronger 
the birds became more wary. The trill 'was 
not so often uttered, and their .senses became 
inore acute; indeed, when they take alarm it is 
difficult to find them again, for they retire to 
the densest covert,' and; are seen no more. In 
Russia; where they abound, they ^thrive and 
multiply in the trackless pine forests, and their 
numbers are only to be kept down by shoot- 
ing the old cocks in the springtime. 

Only once did I surprise a number of these 
birds in the daytime, and this was during aut- 
umn. I was wandering over one of their favor- 
ite feeding grounds when ! came across Avhat 
inust hpei^^beiemtwp cove3's of thefn, aiid as 
they' rose with 'an'irrimehse whirring and flap- 
pin^^of wings the air seemed filled with them. 

Phc "tok" wc witnessed must have been' 
aij unusually large one, for after.it had well be- 
gun the drumming was incessant, and the' 
.sound proceeded from several trees at once;' 
indeed,, in the forests of Northern Russia' 
shooting might take place night after night 
without cat^sing any sens.ible diminution' of 

^their ^numbers. -Nor Wo"uld-it' be difficult to 

'secure a heavy h\ upon a favorably night, .if' 
one were willing to endure intense cold arid 
.some dis^^mfort.— W. L. Puxley in Field. '

There is no person in British' Columbia 
more competent to compile a work on the ori- 
gin and history of our coast names that Cap- 
tain Walbran, who, besides being a close- stud- 
ent of our history, has navigated these waters, 
for twenty years. Between 1891 and 1908,' 
while in command of the Canadian govern- 
ment steamer "Quadra," his duties called him 
constantly into every port and bay between 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca and Dixon En- 
trance. 

Originating in a few notes picked up from 
time to time, the idea grew until it assumed 

the shape of this really monumental work. The 
origin of almost every important name on-our 
coast line is given, in this volume. But that 
is not all, for the learned author, not content 
therewith, has luxuriated in great detail. In- 
deed, the book thus becomes a history of our 
coast topically arranged ; a history of the 
"Glorious First of June," of St. Vincent,, the 
Nile, Trafalgar, the Peninsula and the Crimea; 
a record of many of the great deeds of the

■ Captain Walbran's labors in compiling this 
work -must have been ^ -enorpious..' .WJierever 
the book is opened the^>?i^kitjv;fi 
disclosed shows that "eyery^ conceivable soltrce 
of knowledge has beeii ransacked. Old- rfe- - 
cords, letter books, muster hooks, officers' 
journals, vessels' logs, naval ciironiclcs, news- 
paper files, published biographies, old editions 
of Burke and Debrett, Indian traditions and 
pioneers' reminiscences have all been laid un- 
der tribnte and, the .facts gathered from sources 
so diverse haA'e been arranged sj'stematically 
and in their proper positions. The volume is 
a perfect encyclopedia. . The alphabetical, ar- 
rangement renders' it particularly valuable as 
a book of reference. It is concise, complete, 
correct. . 

At first blush it might appear that the

They arc all .from Dom- 
bey &: Son — Bunsby Island, Cautious Point, 
Clara Islet, Gay Passage, Cuttle Group, Dick- 
ens' j'oungest son, Sydney Smith Haldemand, 
Dickens, R. N., was on this coast in i868-'70 as 
sub-lieutenant on the flagship Zealous. 

The name/ of Josephine, the captain's

The prominent points on the coast of Bri- 
tish Columbia owe their names, .generally 
speaking, to one of five principal sources — the 
natives, tlic Si)aniards, Captain Vancouver,' 
Captain Richards or Staff Commander Pen- 
der. Later navigators have hut filled in the 
names of out-of-the-way or unimportant spots. 

The native names arc invariably descriptive 
of some characteristic of the place, as Nootka, 
t'o,= go around ; Esquimalt, a place, graditally . 
[shoaling; Kaien. foam floating on the water; 
' Kincolith, the place of scalps, arid-Oneeltfiyon, 
poison, alluding to the explanation of the . sud- 
den deaths of undesirable persons. ' ' 

Comparatively lew of the names 'bestowed 
by the Spanish expeditions of 1790, 1791 and 
3792 remain : but the names of the officers and 
ships cn.gagcd in tliese expeditions have been 
Scstowed by later navigators upon spots thcre- 
..ofore unnamed. 

Captain Vancouver was without a jjeer as 
a name-giver. Knowing to his disappointment, 
as he confesses, that the Spaniards had pre- 
ceded him and named the i)rincipal points on 
the Gulf of Georgia as far as Cape Lazo, Van- 
couver, nothing daunted, scattered the names 
of his "esteemed friends" with l:)Ountcous 
haiid. Tile early publication of his vovage*se- 
cured the permanency of his names. 

Captain Richards, wliile in ehar.ge of the 
surveying vessels 11. -M. S. Plumper and H. M. 
S, liccate (1CS57-1S63), ai)d Captain Pender, 
^vlio continued the survey .work in the old 



Beaver, both bestowed a great number of 
names, but not at random. To them, indeed, 
Ave at^e ; indebted yfprj the A, sy and order 

whicli. have been 'iritrd(luc'ed into the nomen- 
clature of this coast. ; ' 

A large number of historic items are scat- 
tered through the various notes. I select a 
few. The first vessel built on the coast was 
the well known North West America, 1788 
(333) ; tlit^ second, the Adventure, 1791 (94) ; 
the third, the Alberni, 1862 (238).. The Cad- 
boro -was the first vessel to enter the Eraser 
river, 22 Jiine, 1827 (76). The Labouchere, 
the first ocean steamer to arrive at the new 
town of Queensborough (now New Westmins- 
ter), 16 July, 1859 (295). Rev. Magin Catala, 
a Franciscan, the first priest in British Colum- 
bia, 1791 (85). H. M, S. Cormorant, the first 
steam naval vessel 6n thisjstaition, 1846-1850- 
(212). Coal first discovered at' Suquash, near 
Port McNeill, in 1835 (393). 

This will give the reader some slight idea 
of the great and varied amount.of information 
which Captain Walbran has gathered together 
in this volume.

Ampng the callings open; nowadays to' wo- 
man few -would iiicludij;!^ a 
gasworks. .'Yet the pioneer has -proved that 
even here success is possible. It was in the 
quiet, old-world tow'n of Magherafelt, co. Lon- 
donderry, that the daring experiment was. made 
and the owners of the gasworks are now con- 
gratulating themselves on the result of their 
enterprise. Miss Ina G. Richmond is the lady 
who has thus made history, since she is the ' 
first of her sex, so far as is knoAvn, to hold 
such a position. ' V , . 

Miss Richmond, who is the daugliter of, a 
gasworks manager, was born in Lanarkshire., 
She entered the Post Office service, and reach- - 
ed a high position before she resigned in 1895 
to go to Ireland and keep house for her broth- 
er, also a gasworks manager. This was in 
Kilkenny, ,\yl^ejre fpr,.t3.iirteen years she took so 
much interest iit , her -'birdther's work that she 
came to know almbst^as^much .'about it as him- 
self; and when he iWeiit abrdW Miss Richmond 
accepted the post of manager of the works in 
Magherafelt. v -v . -j v

In fact> the 
most recent geological deposits do not contain 
any animals.so peculiar, when compared with 
living animals, as to necessitate a wide separa- 
tion of the fossil animal from living "congen- 
ers ' bv the natural- 
ist who classifies an- 
imals and tries to 
exhibit their degrees 
of likeness and rela- 
tionship to one an- 
other by the names 
he adopts for them.

are the n-istnu'iients by which these animals, 
witlr an upward jerk of the head, "crop" the 
.grass and other herbage on which they feed, to 
he afterwards triturated by the grinding cheek 
teeth. A vast series of living and of fos- 
sil animals, called the Ruminants — including 
the giraffes, the antler-bearing forms called 
deer, the cavicorn or sheath-borned bovines, 
dvines, and capriiics, and the large scries of an- 
telopes of Africa and India, — all have precisel.v 
this form -of jaw, this number and shape and 
groupin.g of the. teeth. Now let me call to 
mind the lower jaw of a hare or rabbit or rat. 
There we find on each side/ the group of grind- 
ing cheek teeth, with transverse ridges on their 
crowns, and a long, toothless gap before we ar- 
rive at the front teeth. But the front teeth are 
only two in number, one on each side, close to 
each other, very large, and each Avith a tre- 
mendously long, deejjly-set root. They meet a 
similar \>i\\v of teeth in the upper jaw, /iiid give 
tlie hare, rabbit, rats, mice, beavers, and porcu- 
l)ines'^:'thft«ppwer of, ' "gnawing" tough sub- 
stances.' " 'Tlrese'aninials 'are hence called Ro- 
dents, or knawers, and the two great ..front 
teeth are called "rodent teeth." 'No arrange-, 
mcnt of teeth could l)c much more unlike than 
are the group of eight little chisel-likc teeth of 
the ruminants and the two enormous knawin.g 
teeth of the rodents. Apparently the two rodept 
ineisurs, or front teeth, of the lower jaw coi"- 
lespond to. the two middle incisors, of the 
Ruminant's lower jaw; the other front teeth of 
the Ruminant have atrophied, disappeared al-- 
together. The rodent condition has been de- 
veloped from that of an ancestor which had 
several front teeth and not two large ones 
only; but wc have not at present found the 
intermediate 'steps.- 
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.Now. -I come- to the extraordinary interest 
of Miss Bate's goat-like or antelope-like ani- 
mal from Majorca. - Althouglv'it is shoAvn by 
its skull and other bones to be distinctly one of 
the sheath-horned ruminants, very like a small 
goat or antelope, the lower jaw, of which there 
arc several specimens, does not present in front

AVith regard to the second question, it 
is a matter of importance that although Ave 
have hitherto not discovered" any Ruminants 
Avith this modification of the teeth, still, .lc.ss 
any cavicorn or sheath-horhed Ruminant so 
altered — .yet it is by no means rare arhongst 
herbivorous mammals to find such rat-like 
teeth making their appearance, Avhilst the 
smaller side leelh of the incisor .group or front 
teeth disappear. 'JMic 7'\ustralian kangaroos 
and wonil.nits are a case in point — so is the le- 
mur-like aye-aye of Madagascar.;.^5.ivS.p'4is.. 'the 
hyrax and the very ancient plagiaulak frdin the 
Purbeek clay. But perhaps the best case 'for 
comparison Avith the Ruminants is that of the 
rhinoceroses. There are a great many species 
• and CA'en genera of fossil and recent rhinocer- 
oses. .A.n old -Miocene kind (called liyracodonj 
has eight little teeth in the front of the lower 
jaw. In a Pliocene kind of rhinocero.s (called 
K. incisivus) these are reduced to tAAO, the mid- 
dle two, whicli are of great size and project. fin- 
forward — like'tliose of the rat-goat of Majorcit 
Among liAdng rhinoceroses the Indian species 
have these two front teeth, but smaller, Avhilst 
the sqiiare-niouthed African rhinoceros has 
none at all! This helps us, as a parallel, to 
iinderslaiul "the strange case" of Myrotragus. 
But, t)f course, the rhinoceroses are a distinct 
line of aiiiinal descent— remote from Rumin- 
ants. They are (like hor.s'es and tapirs) odd- 
toed hoofed-beasts — not eA-en-toed ones, as are 
pigs, camels, and Ruminants. 1

There has been a great deal of dis- 
honesty In the governing of the city of 
Montreal, and decent people have been 
thoroughly , ashamed of .the evidence 
that, proved how alde^-men' had robbed 
the people. This year, however, hono- 
cst men have been returned, and it Is 
hoped the greatest city in Canada will 
now bo honestly guarded. The business 
of Montreal will bo carried on by four 
comptrollers, elected for four years, 
and a mavor .and council elected for 
two years. The comptrollers are paid a 
salary of $5,000 each. 

The Xational Geographic Society of 
the United States will join with the 
Peary Arctic Club to send Commander 
Peary, the discoverer of the North Polo 
to find the South Polo. The great ex- 
plo'ror has himself contributed $10,000 
which was presented to him by the city 
of New York. 'A British expedition 
■ivlU , also seek .the pole, but Peary says 
that he will not go by the route taken 
by liieut. Shackleton, who last year so 
nearly reached the Pole. Many people 
will wonder whether the dreary and 
dangerous quest is worth -while. 

Tile Governor-General of India has 
much more power iind far greater re- 
.sponsibility than the governor-general 
of Canada or any other of the Colonies. 
The post Is now occupied by Lord 
Sliuto, our last governor-general. But 
there is much discontent among the 
natives of the country, and the gov- 
ernment have hesitated about naming 
a' successor,. It li. felt that some one 
must be sent who Is not only wise and 
Htrong, but who understands the people 
of the country. The last rumor is that 
tho honorable but dangerous task is to 
be given to Lord Kitchener. 

There is a la-w In Canada that no 
opii'm is to be made In tho country, 
or brought in, except for medicine. But 
the trade In this drug is a profitable 
one. Already smuggling Is going on, 
and a young man lias been arrested 
for brl:>glng In ten .$20 tins from the 
Ivlmprcss of Japan to Vancouver. It 
ought to bo felt by all good Canadians 
that to do anything to spread the habit 
of opium using is a crime. Many peo- 
ple are trying to put ;i stop to the use 
of alcohol, and the foolish idea that 
it is manly to drink Is dying out. But 
bad as alcohol Is, opium Is far worse. 
The use of It is most wisely forbidden 
and tho law forbidding its Importation 
should be obeyed. 

At the beginning of last week tho 
weather was bitterly cold. in the, east- 
ern states and people froze to ■death 
in New York, MassachuBets and Ohio. 
The suffering- among the very poor 
was terrible In the cold rflghts, when 
they hiid neither clothes enough to 
cover them, ■ nor fire to warm them. 
A touching story of a dog's faithful- 
ness comes from Stambridgc, Mass. 
Kdward Tally, an elderly man, went 
out to shoot rabbits on Saturday 
morning. On Monday his frozen body 
was found in the w-oods with his dog 
guarding it. For two nights and a day 
of intense cold the loving creature had 
watched by tho body of his master, 
who, it -is supposed, was stunned by a 
fail.-^ 

There is to be a wireless teleiihono 
station on Smith's Hill, and the Com- 
I).'iny building It believes that it will be 
possible to talk, not oiil.v to friends on 
the Sound and ,ln Vancouver, but in 
San Francisco. AVill any one over dis- 
cover what Is this wonderful power 
called electricity, which can bo forced 
to obey man's will. It Is, perhaps, no 
more marvellous that , our voices can 
bo heard for hundreds of ' miles than 
that a message of dlotress can bo sent 
by a sinking or burning ship to another 



Wo are apt to think of tlio Jerusalem 
as a ruined city, but it contains 100,- 
000 people, and four-fifths of them are 
Jews. In all tho old cities we read 
about In tho Biblo the ancient people 
aro making their homes. They are 
cultivating tlio land, as well as carry- 
ing on_ -trade land com-merco. But 
sciiltered o'ver the world are far moro 
Israolitea than can ■ find homes in tho 
land of promise. What ; will happen 
when all the cities and;,;hllls.'.a.ndtYaI-;

Already tho Turks : aire ' looking with 
anxiety on a nation , that, settling with- 
in their territory and promising to 
submit to their laws are yet .a people 
dwelling apart from them with an- 
other religion and liopes and ambitions 
which they do not understand. 

A great many .settlers have come to 
the prairies this -ivinter from tlio Uni- 
ted States. Tliey have brought money 
with them and will bo rcad.v to go to 
work on the land as soon as tho 
spring Is here. There aro some pcoplo 
who aro afraid that tlieso Americans 
will not make good Canadians. Tlicro 
is little danger of this. M.any of 
tl'.em are the children or grandchildren 
of Canadian settlers ,\vho went to tlio 
prairies of iMlnncsota, D.akota, .and 
Nebraska, when the land of those 
states was first thrown open for set- 
tlement. They know that Canadian 
laws are Just, that their children will 
receive a good education, and that, 
though, tho winter is very cold, the cli- 
mate of Canada lii- better than, that of 
the. bordering stat'es. ' These settfers 
are all experienced farmers, and. most 
of them have plenty of agricultural 
Implements. If these Americans aro 
as honest and law-abiding as they aro 
capable and enterprising;, ; Canada will 
bo the better for their coming. They 
as well as many of our own people 
need to remember that tho ability to 
get on in the world Is not the only 
thing which a man ..should strive for.

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A discussion of the influence exerted by 
mathematics on scientific discovery is of spe- 
cial interest ait the present time. It sometimes 
seems to be the case that the progress of inyen-. 
tipnUs,rp^^^ by the progress of mathematj- 

cat -iiiyestigation ; and the view has- been ex- 
pressed that this is one of the real phenomena 
of our time, and a direct consequence of the 
great scientific activity of the last century hav- 
ing led to the collection of all the rich surface 
ore and rendered the mining operations of 
mathematics necessary for further develop- 
ment. It is well worth inquiry how far this is 
a true statement of the case. 

Are:We;5^urface nuggets of scientific discov- 
ery becoming rarer? Before the answer to this 
question can be given, it must be remembered 
that the' gold -thus collected, is of two kinds. 
There is inventidh "wKich^ to the common 
stock of scientific ;kppyirie^g^^ and invcnti9n 
^yhich gives immcdiatelyr,tHe,,aBiUty add to 
the material i<;sourc^s;bi cLvilfaation— is, 
purely scientific inveritlori and purely engineer- 
ing invention; Despite the occasional ovcrhip- 
ping of these fwo forms of invention, there is a 
real distinction between them, .ind where tliis 
distinction is phiin we should suggest that the 
answer to the above question is negative in 
the one case and affirmative in the other. Sur- 
face nuggets of the purely scientific variety 
certainly do seem to be getting more scarce, 
but purely practical discoveries are to be found 
just as frequently now as in the past, without 
any more considerable equipment of apparatus 
than is afforded by the increased perfection of 
mechanical facilities. There are, however, a 
growing number of inventions which, while 
they have immediate practical interest, are 
based on scientific foundations, and for the dis- 
covery of these the mining operations of math- 
ematical analysis are found to be increasingly 
necessary. ■ ' .. l '., • • ' 

The mvention of the steam engine is lan ih-v 
stance of purely engineering enterprise — it 
owed almost nothing to scientific knowledge, 
and like Topsy just "growed." The knowl- 
edge of the Taws" of heat flow and heat trans- 
forrnation which we now possess has undoubt- 
edly aided its development, but to its original, 
invention and to the overcoming of the diffi-^-: 
culties of operation science brought and could 
bring^little. The rise of the gas engine occurred 



in a more educated age, and "tli.eory" wap able 
to predict the direction in which success lay 
and in which it was eventually achieved ; in 
this instance mathematical investigation,' has 
been of real service to . practical invention. 
Again, railways at their inception aSked little 
of scientific assistance, but the Brehnan mono- 
rail of today could not exist but for the useful 
aid of mathematical prediction in proportion- 
ing its many parts. This leads to a very im- 
portant consideration. Huxley used to say, 
somewhat disparagingly, of the "mathemati- 
cal mill," that, after all, ■yvhat ypii got Oiit of 
it was only what you had first put in. Iij a 
sense this is true, but the statement takes- no 
account of the operation of the important fac-, 
tor "time." There is nothing hidden or occult 
in even the highest fiiglits of mathematical 
analysis, and there is no magic about it. It is 
only a reasoned form of deduction, written in a 
convenient kind of shorthand. Any piece of 
mathematical work cpvjldr.be j -vyritten vPitt yaSj a; 
complete deductive argument ^ in' " ordihaty 
words, but the expansion of ^pace would be 
such that a page of mathematics might fill a 
big volume of "prose." This kind of intellec- 
tual sliortliand has its chief use in the saving of 
time; a whole series of deductive, arguments 
and conclusions can be v^^prked put ^nd^agpliefi, 
in one-thousandth part of the time "fKey wo 
otherwise require. A difficulty, it is true, 
sometimes arises because the mathematician, . 
owing to the necessity for making assumptions, 
etc., cannot always put the right mixture into 
iiis "mill," and other people may then use the 
ground-up product as if it were the genuine 
article. The remedy for such a mistake as this 
is of course a sufficient discrimination in apply- 
ing the theoretical investigations of other 
workers. 

In the engineering world — physics we shall 
deal with prcsentl}' — the great use of mathe- 
matics is the shortening of the time taken in 
perfecting invention. Immediately a new mem- 
ber has to be added to a delicate mechanism, a 
,;>yhole'jSeries.-,o£-ractions and reactions of parts 
upbh-bne'ahbther is involved, and for ultimate 
success it is essential that the whole should 
work together. Mere trial and error might 
take years of time and more money tlian the 
whole invention would be worth, but by the 
right use of mathematics a prediction can be 
finade«/Qf. the relative proportions which the 
IpartsVshQuld^b to one another,: In this way 
the field of search is greatly narrowed and the 
time taken in searching lessened in proportion. 



The '.'xtent to which mathematics is capable of 
exact prediction depends entirely upon the pre- 
cision Avith which the problem to be Studied 
can be stated in mathematical language. It is 
the greater ability of the engineers of today to 
transl^ite .their problems into this langiia^e that 
has led-'tbithe increasing number of successful 
inventions. ' 

The chief public feature of the recent move- 
ment for a reform, in the method of teaching 
mathematics has; been the abolition of the 
Senior Wranglership at Cambridge. But, im- 
portant as this change is, much lias altered 
that is still more vital. The spirit that ani- 
m|t^;,tKistol4'systeir^ 

ti'on at Cambridge -hag had iilS-daV/and is gone, 
giving place to one which is in sympathy with 
the real problems of life. Other centres of in- 
struction have followed this lead, and not a few 
were in advance of it. It naturally iiappens in 
consequence' tliat tlicmathcmatical equipment 
of present-day science students is of- much 
more assistance to them in their investigations 
than was thje instructio the previous 

generation recei-viid/ and !we hope that the out- 
put of Kelvins l^ind Maxwells will be increased 
accordingly., ' ' / 

Modern' ,inyentoi-s> know that the propor- 
tioning of - the' parts 'of their mechanisms one 
to another in almost any new invention will 
bring into play nearly every, scientific law 
known to the educated engineer; and in many 
cases the . range ,^ df ■;- dijmtenSiptfs t 
which' success is .fc-veh ?p6^sible' iSrSp!-^^ 
the older method P'f:;trial and ierrpr' would be 
useless as a means "for'asceftaihing the correct 
relationship of parts, so that the very existence 
of the invention is at least as much due to the 
inventor's mathematical ability as to any 
other. As regards those discoveries and inven- 
tions which are of practical use in the world of 
engineering, the answer to our problem is 
therefore that it is just as possible as ever it 
was for new discoveries; to. be rnade Avithout 
the aid of either scienfc'fe'br iiiathematics. But, 
in order to work them out properly with the 
smallest expenditure of time and effort, the 
use of mathematics is always desirable, and 
sometimes absolutely essential to success. 

Coming now to pure science, one cannot 
but be struck with the apparent ease with 
which such men as Tyndall and Faraday, dur- 
;ihg the iipth cehturyf> produced oiie scientific 
discovery after.;ftnotli6iv;without the necessity 
for mathematical assistance, although the lat- 
ter seems to have had a premonition of the 



growing importance of correlating physics and 
mathematics, as he urges Tyndall in a letter to 
put his results into a form in which they could 
he handled by the mathematician; and we find 
the invention of such instruments as the tele- 
scope, the microscope, the spectroscope, the 
polariscope all owing little or nothing to 
mathematical assistance. To these instru- 
ments might be added the galvanic cell, the 
Wimshurst machine, the telegraph instru- 
ment^S,and;|many others,^^^ 
oiit matfi'cmatK ' ' 

During the whole of the 19th century the 
sciences of geology, biology, and chemistry 
were almost entirely non-mathematical. But 
a great change is at Jiand. Geology, by its re- 
cently discovered association with radio-ac- 
tivity, has come slowly under the influence of 
mathematical prediction and analysis. We 
seem, uideed, to be within range of the possi- 
bility of calculating the age of rocks from a 
m c a s u rement pf . the amoHht: of •;;their radio-ac- 
tivity and of their chemical composition. 
Should it prove possible in this way to range . 
the rocks in the order of their age, the whole 
study of geology will be transformed. In a 
similar way the age of fossil bones may prove 
to be ascertainable and a new Ijasis given to 
the study of biology. Indeed, biology, by rea- 
son of this new research and of the brilliant 
statistical work of Karl Pearson in the field of 
heredity and evolution, almost promises to be- 
come a branch of applied mathematics. Chem- 
istry is i-eceiving a new constitution from Sir 
J. J. Thomson and the school of workers he 
has instructed at Cambridge — instruction, it 
may be mentioned, of a largely mathematical 
nature. It may not be out of place here to nar- 
rate the experience of one who attended his 
lectures in Cambridge at the time when these 
matters- were trembling on the - verge of dis- 
covery. The mathematical work was of the 
boldest and most pioneer type possible. . Often 
the trail was lost and a fresh trail struck which 
it was hoped would prove to be a continuation 
of the old one; leaps had freqtiently to be 
made, but the lecturer, with the fine instinct of 
a pioneer, brought his little band safely to the 
desired goal, and no more than experiment 
was needed to verify the predictions thus made 
as in point of fact it very commonly did. 

In the work o^ pure science, therefore, it 
must be considered that mathematics is grow- 
ingly important. It first became important in 
astronomy, where its field was immensely \yi- 
dened by the great Newton, leading ' to its 



crowning success in the discovery of Nc'gtune 
by Leverrier and Adams. The next great sac-'' 
cess was in electricity, where Clark Maxwell ■ 
. by»;hisibrilliant mathematical instinct, was able 
fit!) predict the existence of those electric waves 
in the ether which now form the basis of wire- 
less telegraphy. Its latest achievements, are 
the breaking uo of the chemical atom, by ra- 
dio-active action, ii.to thousands of corpuscles, 
and tlie endowment of physicists with such in- 
finitely delicate niillipns .of times'^stnalle^-.t.hian 
the smallest hitherto recognizable can now 
measured and traced through the most com- 
plicated transformations. At the moment it 
offers, in conjunction with spectrum analysis, 
the prospect of a knowledge of the conditions 
in which one substance becomes converted in- 
to another, with a corresponding simplifica- 
tion of the. list of the "elements." Mathema- 
tical work is therefore,; in^creasinglyiimp^^ 
and grawingly productive in leaditig'- to -'scien- y 
tific discovery. The scientific country " may 
be said to have now been roughly surveyed -al- 
most all over, and the comparatively simple-, 
equipment of the scientific pioneer of the past| 
must be aided by the more;, powerf ul| mathema-' 
tical methods of analysis which are. now ay ail-, 
able. . •'^ V\ 

In engineering it is not. so. Inyentioiv'can 
still proceed by the old methods. Thus' -the 
invention of the aeroplane owes little to scien- 
tific knowledge. Indeed, almost the. first fruit 
of the splendid work of the Wrights is a com- 
plete revision of our knowledge of the effects 
of air pressure on moving surfaces. On the 
other hand, now that the framework of the 
invention is secured, scientific knowledge can 
be applied mathematically to fill in the details 
of the scheme, and so hasten materially the 
introduction of flying apparatus as near per- 
fection as is the modern motor-car. 

An old contrpyersy, is known to have ex- 
isted between scientific men and engineers as 
to which were the pioneers and Avhich the fol- 
lowers. There is less life in the argument 
now that so many engineers are scientific nien 
and so many scientific men delight to play at 
being engineers. The truth is that neither 
science nor practice|is^^^^^^^ 
since the by-prblduct of tlie bhe 
material for the other. The unexF>ectedp^b«^ 
ha'viour of some new mechanism pro'^id'e^'^tfie ' 
starting point for a discovery by the man of 
science, whose theoretical work in turn' fre- 
quently forms the basis of some new. engin- 
eering developpient, — London, Times.

When Maud Powell appears in 
Victoria, February 15, one of her 
numbers will be the ]\Iendclssohn 
violin concerto, which she has 
recently played twice with the 
New York Philharmonic vSociety 
in New York. So wonderfully 
fine was her interpretation of 
this beautiful work that'.the .con- 
ductor, Gustav Mahler, 'immedi- 
ately engaged her for a spiecial 
Beethoven concert, making three 
appearances in one season, an 
honor not accorded to any other 
musician in the long history of 
the society. Of her playing of 
the Mendelssohn concerto the 
New- -York Evening Sun con- 
tains the following notice. Read 
it, it will interest you : 

"The performance of Maud 
Powell at the Philharmonic con- 
cert of last night in Men- 
delssohn's violin cencerto in E 
minor was virtually a solo rather 
than a concerto — not merely 
thrpugh the nature of the.cpmpo- 
sition, but by reason' of the "high 
relief given to the solo part by 
the player's way of performing — 
by what may be called her man- 
ner of violin tcchniciue. Her 
playing stood fortii by individu- 
ality of tone so complete as to 
tempt one to say, .as of a human 
voice, that .one would recognize 
the goimd of that violin if one 
were to hear it again. It stood 
forth even more by the quality of 
attack, by the litfteness that 
seemed to be a characteristic of 
the player herself. It was in a 
word vivid in all the sorts of color 
that orchestra must ever lack by 
the nature of :a^ coarser medium, 
and it dominated the orchestra 
accompaniment — that was scarce- 
ly more from beginning to end. 

Perhaps more credit should 
be given to the conductor, 
Mahler, himself so prone to 
be "of the dominant," that his 
self-eclipse, with that of his or- 
chestra in therTascendency of the 
soloist, seerned:tti'" be another of 
those concert devices for which 
he is known, already. 

The Philharmonic Concert. 

fthe Philharmonic Society's 
third historical concert, which 
took place last night at Carnegie 
hall, offered for public delectation 
three numbers, namely Schu- 
bert's "unfinished" symphony, 
Mendelssohn-'s .violin concerto 



and Schumann's symphony in D 
minor. The solo performer was 
Maud Powell, violinist. There 
was no note on the programme to 
convey to the audience just wdiat 
period of the historical develop- 
ment of music the programme 
was intended to illustrate. jMit 
doubtless Philharmonic audiences 
know musical; historyvtRO -^^^ to 
recjuire instntctibh' about' the • do- 
ings of the composers who imme- 
diately followed Beethoven along 
the path of instrumcn'tal pro- 
gress. 

Schubert's unfinished sym- 
phony has already been played by 
the Philharmonic Society this 
season under the direction of 
Gustave Mahler and comment on 
his manner of reading this beau- 
tiful score is no longer necessary. 
The interpretation of last night 
contained the same marked con- 
trasts of force and the same eager 
accentuation as its predeces.sor. 
Mr. Mahler makes his points de- 
liberately. There is no possibil- 
ity of mistaking his intent. Some 
conductors have been satisfied to 
let Schubert's music explain it- 
self, but Mr. Mahler exposes in a 
bright light his own commentary 
on its design. 

If this w-as the case with the 
Schubert work, which is one 
long and lovely song, it was still 
more so with the Schumaim sym- 
phon\', which has an architecture 
!)lanned for the temptation and 
fall of analytic conductors. Fur- 
thermore there-a's a lurt<ing trou- 
ble in every jiage df its instrn- 
nicntatioii. On"' this point the 
words of an experienced director 
of syni])honic music, are not with- 
out their value. 

Felix W'eingartncr asserted 
that Schumann "did not know 
how to haridle the orchestra, eith- 
er as director or composer. He 
worked almost always with the 
full material, but did not take 
pains to elaborate the parts ac- 
cording to the character of the 
separate instruments. With al- 
most childlike stupidity he ex- 
pected to obtain fulness and 
strength by doubling the;,instru- 
ments. Therefore 'the instrumen- 
tation is heavy and inflexible, the 
color gray against gray ; the most 
important themes, if played can- 
not be heard and a true forte i.s 
about as impossible as a true 
piano." 



While Weingartner certainly 
bears heavil)' on Schuman's 
faults, his irritation over them is 
explained by his delight in com- 
paring Schumann's instrumenta- 
tion with that of Mendelssohn, 
and in doing this he was not with- 
out justification. Mendelssohn's 
scoring is nothing if not trans- 
parent and exquisitely Ijalanced. 
It is a fine model for the student. 

If then the orchestration ot 
Schumann is so deficient that a 



be made clean and clear when a 
movement is hurried. Yet in 
pairts 'of .the , fir^t movement and 
in the" Whole ' oP 'tHe" last, hurry 
was precisely what Mr. Mahler 
did. The' finale' of the D minor 
symphony is' one of Schumann's 
most admirable 'conceptions, yet 
one of the poorest pieces of scor- 
ing. Balance, of tone is at times 
rdmost absent and only skilful 
treatment by the conductor will 
bring out the florid figure rcpcat-

conductor must often find him- 
self at a los.s to bring about in- 
telligibility certainly neither ex- 
aggeration of accents nor hasten- 
ing of tempi can acliieve the 
much desired ■ result. Clarity 
would better be .secured' by re- 
pressing those parts which tend 
to thicken the orchesti^al utter- 
ance, and by taking tempi in- con- 
fused passages at a more deliber- 
ate pace.

ed from the principal tiicmc of 
the first movement. 

Mr. Mahler rushed through 
this finale at an amazing tempo 
and its coda was little better than 
a blur. The two middle move- 
ments were better played, though 
in neither of therri, was the.re any 
distinguished utterance of poetic 
thought. Ther-symphony was 
properly played -as-" the composer 
intended it to be without any 
break between movements, and 



by placing it at the end of the 
programme Mr. Mahler secured 
for it ?A\ uninterrupted hearing. 

Miss Powell's playing of the 
Mendelssohn concerto was a real 
delight. Perhaps she has given 
us a little more ton^ at times, but 
she has never produced any purer 
or more beautiful. Nor has * she 
at any time excelled the smooth- 
ness and classic elegance of style 
with which '-she;. - delivered the 
fluent melodies of Mendelssohn's 
composition. Her performance 
was worthy of her high position 
among the artists of the violin.
